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1. Omnis Oallia all Gaul divisa est is divided in 
partes tres into three parts, quarum of which Beiges the 
Belgse ineolunt inhabit unam one, Aquitani the Aqhi- 
tanians alium another, qui [and those] who lingua in 
the language ipsorum of themselves appdlantur are 
called the Celts, nostra but in our [language] 
Gain Gauls, tertiam the third. Hi omnes all these dif- 
ferunt differ inter se among themselves lingua in lan¬ 
guage, iristitutis in institutes, legihvs in laws. Flumen 
Garumna the river Garonne dividit divides Gallos the 
Gauls ah Aquitams from the Aqnitanians, Matronatiie 
Matronne et Sequana and the Seine [divide them] a 
Belgis from the Belgae. Horum omnium of all these 
Belgm the Belgas sunt are fortissimi the bravest prop- 
terea on this account, quod because longissime absunt 
they are the farthest distant a cultu from the culture 
ague and humanitate the civilization provineics of the 
province, mercatoresque and merchants cornmeant find 
their way ad eos among them minime scepe least fre¬ 
quently, alque important bring in ea those things qua 
"wFidhpertinent tend aA e_ffeminandosanimos to effemi¬ 
nate their minds; simtque and they axeproximi nearest 
Germanis to the Germans,qwi who incolunidweU trans 
Rhenum beyond the Rhine, quibuscum with whom 
gerunt they wage helium war continenter continually. 
Qua de causa for which cause Helvetii the Helvetians 
quoque also prmcedumt precede rdiquos Gallos the

remaining Gauls virtuU in valour, quod because con- 
tendunt they contend exm Oermanis with the Germans 
fere almost qiwtidianis prtdiis in daily battles ; quum 
whenaitt either^/-o/iil;«ntthey ward o& eosthewfinibus 
suis from their own territories aut or ipsi themselves 
gerunt carry on helium war m Jinibus in the territories 
eorum of them [the Germans]. Una pars one part 
eorum of them, gwaw which dictum est it has been men¬ 
tioned GaZZosthatthe Gauls oiZmer« occupy, takes 
initiwm its beginning a flundne JRhedano from the river 
Rhone ; eontinetur it is contained Oarwmna flumine 
within the river Garonne, Oceana the ocean, finihus 
and the borders Belgarwm of the Belgse: eUam attingit 
it hIso reaches to Jlumen Rhenum the river Rhine ab 
Sequanis from the Sequani et Jdelvetiis and the Hel¬ 
vetians ; -rerytZ it extends ad towards the 

north. Belga the Belg^ oriuntur begin ab extremis 
■finihus from the farthest borders Qallice of Gaul; per¬ 
tinent they extend ad inferiorem partem to the lower 
part Rheni Jiuminis of the river Rhine; spectantthej 
Xookinseptentriones towards the north etorientemsolem 
and the rising sun Aquitania Aquitaine pertinet 
extends a Garumnaflumine from the river GaronnecnZ 
Pyrenasos monies to the Pyrentean mountains, «Z and 
earn partem that part oceani of the ocean qua which 
est is ad Hispanium next to Spain ; spectat it looks 
inter oeeasum between the setting soUs of the sun et 
and septentriones the north. 

II. Orgetorix Orgetorix fait was longe h-yiainobilis- 
simus the most noble et and ditissimus the most rich 
apud Helvetios among the Helvetians. Is he, Marco 
Messala when Marcus Messala et and Marco Pisone 
Marcus Piso consulibus'were consuls, iwdMcZMs induced 
cupiditate by desire regni of royal power,/eciz made 
cnnjuraiionem a conspiracy nohilitatis of tlie nobility, 
et andpersuasit persuaded cwitati thestate,MZ thateas- 
rcnt they should go forth de ftnikus mis from their te?- 
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ritories eum omnibus eopiis with all their forces [saying] 
me that it vi&sperfaeileyetj easy, quum since prasta- 
r«wttheywere superior omnibusto aU-yirtwtein valour, 
potiri to gain imperio therule totiiis QaUia of all Gaul. 
Persuasit he persuaded iis them id of that facitius 
the more easily hoe on this account, qiwd because Hel- 
velii the Helvetians co-ntinentur are shut in undique 
on every side natura by the nature loci of the place; 
una .ex parte on one side Jiumme RJieno by the river 
Rhine, latissimo very broad atque altissimo and very 
deep, qui which dividit divides agrum Helvetium the 
Helvetian territory a Oermanis fi om the Germans; 
altera ex parte on the other side, monte altissimo by the 
very high mountain, Jura the Jura ; qui which est is 
inter S’equanos between the Sequani et Jlelvetios and 
the Helvetians, tertia on the third side lacuLemafio by 
tlie Leman lake, et and flumine Rhodano by the river 
Rhone, qui which dividit diyides provineiam nostram 
our province ab Helvetiis from the Helvetians. Ris 
rebus by these events fiebat it came to pass, wt thatet 
both vagarentur they w'andered minus late less widely, 
et and possent could minus fa die-with less ease inferre 
carry on helium war finitimis against tlieir neighbourS^: 
qua de causa for which cause homines [those] men 
vupidi desirous bellandi of making war afficiebantur 
were affected magno dolore with great grief Pro mul- 
titudine autem but in proportion to the multitude homi- 
num of the people, et and yjro gloria in proportion to 
their reputation belli-ior vtax atque and fortitudinis 
bravery, arbitradantwr they thought se that they haliere 
had angustos fines narrow' territories', qui which pate- 
bant extended in longitudinem in length ducenta et 
quadraginta millia two hundred and forty thousands 
passum of paces, in latit-udinerm in breadth centum ei 
ootoginia an hundred and eighty. 

III. Addueti led on his rebus by these things,et and 
permoti influenced auctoritate by the authority Orgeto- 
rigU of Orgetorix, constitaerunt they determined e»m- 
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parare to procure ««those things g-wawhich 
might be of use adprojidscendum for their departure; 
eoemere to buy up quam maximum numerum as large a 
number as possible jMwientorMm of beasts et and oarro- 
rum of carts; facere to make sementes their harvests 
quam maximas as great as possible, ut that oopia the 
abundance yVamenti of corn suppeteret might suffice in 
itinere on their march ; eonfirmare to confirm pacem 
peace et and amidtiam friendship oumproximis dvitati- 
bus with the neighbouring states. Ad eas res oonfiden- 
das to complete those things duxerunt they thought 
biennium that the space of two years esse was satis 
enough sibi for them: confirmant they appoint Uge by 
law profevtionem their daparture in annum tertium foi 
the third year. Orgetorix Orgetorix deliyitur is ap¬ 
pointed adeasres confidendas to complete those things. 
h he, uht when suscepit he undertook legationem the 
embassy ad oivitates to the states, in eo itinere during 
that journeyyimMaddt persuades Oastico Casticus filio 
son Oatamantaledis of Catamantales, Sequano a Sequa- 
nian, oujus pater whose father obtinuerat h ^ d held reg- 
num the kingdom in Sequanis over the Sequani niultos 
annos for many years, et and appellatus erat had been 
called amicus a Mend a Romano senatu by the Roman 
senate populoque and people, ut oaouparet to seize on 
regnum the sovereignty in dvitate sua in his own city, 
quod which^afer hisfather habuerat had held ante be¬ 
fore : itemque and also persuadet he persuades Damwo- 
rigi Dumnorix, RSduo an Mla&Ti,fratri brotherDm- 
tiaoi of Divitiaous, qui who eo tempore at that time 
obtinebat heldprindpatum the chief place in dvitate in 
the state, ac and erat was maxime aeoeptus most agree- 
ahlepleht to the commonigeople, utconaretur to endea¬ 
vour [to accomplish] idem the same thing; datque and 
he gives ei to him Jiliam suarn his daughter in matri- 
monium for marriage. Prohut he proves illia to them 
esse that it is perfadle very easy factu to be done, 
perficere to accomplish eouMta [these] attempts,^)rqp- 
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terea on this account quod because ipse himself esset 
■wa.sobtenturus about to hold imperium the sovereignty 
sua oivitatis of his own city; non esse duhium that there 
was no doubt quin but that Helvetii the Helvetians 
plurimum possent were the most influential [nation] 
totius Oalliee of all Gaul; oonfirmat he assures them se 
that he conciliaturum will secure illis to them regna 
[those] kingdoms suis oopiis with his own troops suoque 
exercitu and his own army. Adducti induced hao ora- 
tione by this argument, dant they give fidem a pledge et 
und. jusjurandum oath inter se between themselves, et 
and regno ooaupato if they should seize on the sove¬ 
reignty, sperant they hope sese that theypoi.'!*; are able 
potiri to make themselves masters totius Oalliee of all 
yiwXper tres populos by means of three tribes piotent- 
issimos most powerful ao jirmissimos and most firm. 

IV. Ut when ea res that circumstance enunoiata est 
was told per indicium by information Helvetiis to the 
Helvetians, ooegerunt they compelled Orgeiorigem Or- 
getorix moribus suLi according to their customs dioere 
to plead causam his cause ex vinculis in chains: opor- 
tebat it behoved that [this] punishment sequi 

should await him dainnatum when found guiltv, ut that 
cremaretur he should be burnt igni with fire. Die 
constituta on the appointed day diction's of the pleading 
oausee of his cause, Orgeiorix i irgetorix ooegit collected 
together undique from all sides ad judicium to the trial 
omnem suamfamiliam aU his family ad millia deceni 
amounting to ten thousands haminum of persons, et and 
conduxit brought together eodem to the same place 
omnessuos clientes all his clients ohmratosque and debt ■ 
ors.quorum of whom hahebat he had magnum numerum 
a great number: per eos by means of them eripuit he 
saved se himself ne dioeret from pleading causam hi& 
cause. Quum when vivitas the state, incitata excited 
oh earn rem on account of that matter, eonaretur was 
endeavouring exsequi to follow up jus suum its right 
armis with arms, magistratusque and the magistrates 
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coherent were oolleeting multitudinem a great number 
hominmn of naen ex agris out of the fields, Orgetorix 
Orgetorix mortuus est died: neque nor suspiaio is the 
suspicion abest absent, ut as Helvetii the Helvetians 
arbitrantur think,but that ipse himself consciverit 
contrived mortem death sibi for himself. 

V. Post ejus mortem after his death Helvetii the Hel¬ 
vetians niMlo minus nevertheless eonantur try faeere 
to do id that quod which eonstituerant the 3 ' had deter¬ 
mined, ut exeant to go forth e Jinibus mis from their 
territories. Ubi when arbitrati sunt they thought se 
that they esse were jam already paratos prepared ad 
earn rem for that deed, incendunt they set fire to oppida 
sua omnia all their towns, numero in number ad duodecim 
amounting to twelve, vieos villages ad quadringentos 
amounting to four hundred, reliqua the rest privata 
eecUficia private buildings : comburunt they burn up 
omne frumentum all their corn prater quod except what 
trant portaturi they were about to carry secum with 
Biem, ut that, spte the hope reditionis of their return 
domum home sublata being removed, essent they might 
be paratiores more ready ad omnia perioula subeunda 
to encounter all dangers: juhent they bid quemque each 
efferre to carry out domo from home sibi for himself 
molita dbaria ground meal trium mensiwn for three 
months. Persuadent they persuade Bauraeis the Rau- 
raoi, et and Tulingis the Tulingi, et and Latobrigis the 
Latobrigi, finitimis their neighbours, ut that, usi 
adopting eodem oonsiUo the same plan, exustis oppidis 
suis having burnt their towns vioisque and villages,y>ro- 
fiscantur they should set out una together eum Us with 
them; adsiscuntque and they join sibi to them soeios as 
allies, reeeptos received ad se among them Boios the 
Boii, qui who incolmrant had dwelt trans Rhenwm, 
beyond the Rhine, et and transierant had crossed in 
ugrum N»rie%m into the Noric territory, oppugnarant- 
que and Lad besieged Noreiam Noreia. 

VI. Brant there were o-mm-no altogether duo itinera 
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two roadsg'Mifews itinenbus by wliicli ro&ispossent they 
could exire go forth domo from their home: unum one 
per Sequatios through the Sequani, angustum narrow 
et difficile and difficult, inter viontem Juram between 
mount Jura et SLudflumen Rhodanum the river Rhone, 
where si-n^uli mrri single carts dueerentur could be 
drawn vix with difficulty; mans autem but the moun¬ 
tain cdtisdmus most high impendebat hung over, ut 
so th&tperpaud very few possmtwere able faotlt easily 
proMbere to prevent them: alterum t'he other per pro- 
viiwiam nostram through our province, rmiltofacilius 
much more easy atque l ospeditius and more expeditious, 
propterea on this account quod because Rhodanus the

Existimabant they thought sesethat they Dal either per- 
suasnros would persuade Allobrogihus the Allobroges, 
quod because videreMur they seemed nondum not yet 
bono animo in good feeling in populum Rornanum to¬ 
wards the Roman people, vel or macturos would com¬ 
pel them vi by force, ut paierempu/r to suffer eos them 
ire to go per fines sues through their territories. Um- 
nibus rebus oomparatis when all things had been pre¬ 
pared ad profectionem for their departure, diount they 
name diem a day, qua die on which day omnes all oon- 
veniant should eome together ad ripam to the bank 
Rhodani of the Rhone. Is dies that day erat was ante 
diem qutntum the fifth day before calendas Apriles the 
calends of April, Lueio Pisone when Lucius Piso Aulo 
Qabinio [and] Anlus Gabinius eonsuUbusweie consuls;. 
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VII. Qttum when id that nundatum esset had oeen 
told Cmari to Caesar, eos tha t they conari were endea-

Ubi\'i\ienHelvetiithe Hel¬ 
vetians fadi sunt were made certiores acquainted de 
ej-us adventu concernin g his arrival, mittuntihey send ad 
eum to him legatos ambassadors nobilissimos the most 
noble persons civitatis of the state, aijus legatioids of 
which emb iss_y Nameius Nameins et and Verudootius 
Verudoctius obtinebant held pjrincipem locum the chief 
place, gwt dioerent to say esse that it was in ayiimo sibi in 
their intention facere to make iter their march perpro- 
vinciam through the provmce,prqpterea on this account 
quod because haberent they had nullum aliud iter no 
other road, rogare to ask him, ut that lioeat it may be 
allowed sibi them faeere to do id that ejus volunta te with 
his consent.

Quibus rebus by which 
facts adduotus induced Casar Gs^saxstatuit determined 
non expectcmdum sibi that lie could not wait,rfM»i until, 
omnibus fortunis all the property socm ram of the allies 
consumptis being consumed, Helvetii the Helvetians 
pervenirent should arrive in Santotias among the 
San tones. 

XII. EstthereisJluinenaTi-ver,JrcurtheAtax,quod 
which injluit flow^s per Jims through the territories 
^dMorwmof the Aildui et and 8equanoTumth& Sequani 
in Bhodanum into the Rhone inoredibili lenitate with 
incredible smoothness, ita sout that non possit it cannot 
judicari be decided oculishj the eyes in utraw, partem 
in which directioni t flows: Helvetii the Helve¬ 
tians transibant crossed id it, junctis ratibus having 
joined rafts ao and lintribus punts. Obi when Gasar 
Cffisar/actMS est was madecertiormfoTmedperexplora- 
tores by his scouts Helvetios that the Helvetians jam 
ali-eadyin(«S(ZM*hisehadled acrossj^Mmewthatriver tree 
varies three divisions copiarum of their troops, quartam 
vero partem hut that the fourth pc rt esse reliquam was 
remaining citra on this side olfiumen Ararim the river 
Arar, profeotus having set forth e eastris from the camp 
cum legionibus tribus with three legions de tertia vigilia 
in the third watch,yicrvmit he arrived ad earn partem 
at that division qum which nondum transierat had not 
yet crossed the river. Aggressus having attacked 

eos them, impeditos embarrassed et and inopinantes not 
expecting it,ooincidit he cuts in pieces magnampartem 
a great part eorum of them; reliqui the rest mandarunt 
committed sese themselves fuga to flight, atque and 
(Adiderunt buried [themselves] inprommas silvixs into 
the neighbouring woods. Is pagus that quarter appel- 
lahatur was called Tigwrinus the Tigurine; nam foJT 
omnis ewitus Helvetiaihewhcdi^ oi the Helvetian state 
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divisa est is divided in quatuor pagos into four quar¬ 
ters, Hicpagus this quarter unus alone, quum exiissei 
when it had sallied forth domo from home, memoria in 
the memory nosirorum of our fathers, 

e«rat had slain Ludum Oassivm Lucius Cassius eon- 
sulem the consul, and mvterat had sent ejm eieercitum 
his army sub jugu/n beneath the yoke. Ita thus, sive 
whether easu by chance sive or consilio by the counsel 
deorurn inMnortalinmoi the immortal goAs,eapars that 
•purtoivitatisHelvetiaot the Helvetian state qw* which 
intiderat had brought insignem oalamitat«m a signal 
calamity populo Romano on the Roman people, prin- 
ceps first persolvit paid pcenas the penalty. Qua in re 
in which matter Oasar Csesar idtus est avenged non 
solum not only^MbZicas iiijurias the wrongs of the pub¬ 
lic, sed etiam but also privatas his own private ones, 
quod because Tiguriui the Tigurini interfeeerant had 
slain legatum the lieutenant Lueium Pi'sonem Lucius 
Piso eodem prcdio in the same battle quo in which 
[they had slain] Casdum Cassius. 

XIII. Hoc prcdio facto this battle having been 
fought, ui in order that posset he might eonsequi over ¬ 
take reliquas capias the remaining forces Helvetiorum 
of the Helvetians, carat he takes care faciendum pontem 
to have a bridge made in Arari over the Arar, atque 
ita and t'ms transducit he leads over it exeroitum his 
army. Helvetii the Helvetians, eommoti disturbed 
repentino ejus adveniu by his sudden coming, quum 
when intellig’erent they understood iUum that fecisse 
had done uno die in one day id th d quod which ipsi 
themselves/cerra-iJ-thad doneesycrriwc with the greatest 
difficulty diehus vtginti in twenty days, ui irausirent 
[namely] that they should pass flumentheriver.mittuni 
send legates ambassadors ad eum to him: cujus lega- 
tionis of which embassy princeps the leader erat was 
Divioo Divico, qid who hello Oassiano in the Oassian, 
war/u«rat had been dux the kacLer Hdnietiorwn of the 
Helvetians. /shea^itta^tsitathaseMwdfWs^rgV" • 
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Cfiesar: “Si [thatj if populug Momanus the Roman 
people/aceret would make paeem peace cum Hdvetiu 
with the Helvetians, Helvetios the Helvetians ituros 
would go in earn partem in that direction, atque an' 
futures would be ibi there, uM where Ocesar Caesar 
constituisset should have appointed atque and voluisset 
should have wished them esse to be: sin but ifperseve- 
raret he persevered persequi to pursue them bdlo with 
war, reminisoeretur let him remember d both veteris 
incmtmwdi the old loss popuU Romani of the Roman 
people, et &i\dLpristirue virtutis the ancient valour Hel 
vetiorum of tlie Helvetians. Q wod becau se adortus esset 
he had attacked unum pagum one division of them im- 
proviso unexpectedly, quum when ii those qui wh« 
transissent had crossed fiwmm the river non possent 
were I'Ot able ferre to bear auxilium help suis to their 
friends, ne [let him] not aut either trihueret ascribe it 
oh eam.rem on account of that circumstance wiagtio 
opere greatly virtuti «M£ 2 tohisownvalour,aMtor despiee - 
ret despise ipsos them. Se that theyita so didieisse had 
learnt apatribus suis from their fathers magorihusque 
and ancestors, ut that contenderent fought 
more virtute by valour quam than doh by cunning aut 
or niterentur depended insidiis on ambuscades. Quare 
wherefore ne committer et let him not bring it to pass, 
ut that is locus that place ubi where eonstitissent they 
had stood ic^ether caperet should take nomen its name 
ex ealamitate from a calamity populi Romani of the 
Roman people et and inlernemone the total slaughter 
exerdtus of the army, au,t or proderet hand down 
menwriam the reoollectien. ” 

XIV. Omsar Csesar respondit answered his to these 
things ita thus: ntimis dubitationis that less hesitation 
darri is allowed dbi to him eo on this account, quod 
because teneret he kept mmnoria in memory eas res 
those things quas which legaii HehieUi the Helvetian 
ambassadors wmmmteras&emit b-ad mentioned ; atque 
andeo on this aocountferregsm-vius bore them worse, quo

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in proportion as aeoidissent they had happened 
less rnertto through the desert populi Romani of the 
Roman people ; qui who si if fwisset they had been 
ecmraens conseious sibi to themselves 
of any wrong, nonfuisse that it was not difficile difficult 
cauere to take precautions, sed but decentum that they 
had l een deceived eo in that particular, quod because 
nequc intelUgeret they neither perceived eornmissum 
that any fault had been committed a se by them 
quareiox which timeret they should be afraid, nequepu- 
ittrrf northought tirnendum that they ought to I'e afraid 
niie causa without cause. Quod si but [even] ifyeUet 
he were willing ohlivisciio forget veteris contumeliaihe 
old reproach, num posse was it possible for him depo- 
«er« 10 lay aside mcmon'am the reeollectionetiamr^flew 
tium injuria rum oi fresh wrongs also, quod that eo invite 
against his will tentaseent they had tried iter [to make 
thmr] march perprovineiam through the province per 
vim by force, quod that veioassmt they Imd harassed 
/Edairtstho /^diii quodth&t [they had harassed] Am- 
barres the Arabarri, quod that [they had harassed] 
Allobrogas the Allobroges ? Quod that gloriarentur 
they boasted tarn insolmiter so insolently sua victoria 
in tlieir victory, quodque and that adniirarmtw they 
wondered «ethathetoZi*6e had borne ittjitriaw their inju¬ 
ries impune with impunity tarn dia so long, pertinere 
tend il «o<7s«tto the same point; deos enim im-mortnles 
for tiiat the immortal gods oonsuesse ai-e accustomed, 
quo in order that hommes men ^ims whom veUnt they 
widi nlehci to punish pro seeUre eorum for their wiek- 
edness doleani may suffer cm comnmtaiione from a 
change rerum of circumstances, coneedere to grant his 
to tliem mti/rduna sometimes res seeundiorm a more 
prosperous ewndltioB, st and Mutumiorem imqmnitniem 
longer irapanity. Quum ^nee m ihose things shil rin 
are so, tmnmi'D.everti\9\ess.,sdi£obsides hostages dentur 
are given siMta him ah iis by them, utiBO&sAitnUlligat 
ne may understand facturus that they wiR dosa '‘hose 
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things qnm which poUiceuntur they prMnise: et and si 
if ^aijs/aoianitheygivesatisfaction JSduis tothe^dni 
de injuriis for the injuries quas which iniulerint tliey 
haye inflicted ipsts on them sooiisque eorum and their 
allies, item also si if satisfaciant they give satisfaction 
AUobrogibus to the Allobroges, sesehe himself faoturum ■ 
esse will make paemn peace owm Us with them. Divicc 
Divico respondit answered, Helvetios that the Helve¬ 
tians instiinitos esse had been taught itahi sucha man¬ 
ner us majoribus suis by their anoestors uti that oonsm- 
verint they have been accustomed acdpere to receive 
non not dare to give ohsides hostages: populum Roma- 
num that the Roman people esse are testem the witness 
egus rei of that fact. Hoc responso data when he had 
given this answer, disoessit he went away. 

XV. Postero die on the next day wiovent they move 
oastra their camp ex eo loco from that place. * Casar 
Cmsar fadt does idem the same ; prcemittilque and 
sends forward omnem equitatim all the cavalry, ad 
ymmerum to the number quatuor tniUmm of four thou¬ 
sand, quern which liabebat he had eoactum gathered 
together ea; omniprovineiaftom all theprovince.etand 
jEAids from the .$dui, atqae and eorum, sociis their 
allies, qui who videant should see in quas partes towards 
what parts hostes the enemy faciant make iter their 
march. Qui who, inseqmiti having followed cupidius 

tooke&aljnovmimwmaqmenthere&r-gna.rd,eommittunt 
begin prcetmm battle mm equitatu with the cavalry 
Helvetiwem of the Helvetians, in alieno loco in a dis- 
advantageona place ; et and pauci a few de nostris of 
our m«a oadmt fell. Quo pralio by whieh battle Hel- 
vetii the Helvetians suUati being elevated, quod because 
propulerant they had driven back quingentis equitibus 
with five hundred cavalry temPum m ultitudinemsMch a 
great multitude equiUan of harsemen, eceperunt began 
svbsisiere to conduct themselves audetehu more audaci¬ 
ously, 0t and nommmquam sometimes novissimo agmine 
with their rear-guard Imessm-e to provoke notiros our 
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men predio to battle. Catsar Csesar emtinehat held 
back suos his own men a proelio from fighting, ac and 
habebat deemed it satis enough in praisentia for the 
Tnovd&ntpTohibsTS to prevent the enemy rtfjpfni® 

from plundering, from foraging,yo^uZa- 

tionibusque and from laying waste the country. Feoe- 
runt they made iter their march eirciter quindeeim dies 
for about fifteen days ita in such a manner uti that non 
interesset there did not pass amiplius more quinis than 
five aut or senis millibus passuum six thousand paces

of the enemy et and nostritin pnmufrt our van-guard. 

XVI. Ir Urim meantime Casar Cffisar quo lidie every 
day demanded ^duosfromthe Mdmfrumen- 

lum the corn q^.od which poUieiti essent they had pro¬ 
mised publics publicly. Nam for propter on account 
ofyH^era the cold, quod because OallictG&vl posita est 
isplaced^Jtft septemtrionibusunder the north, utusdio- 
turn est has b^ said cmte before, non modo not only 
frumenta the crops of corn non errant were not matura 
ripe in agris in the fields, sed but ne pabuU quidem not 
even of fodder eopia was a quantity sa tis magna suffici¬ 
ently great suppetebatforthoonxing. Minus autempote- 
rat but he was less able Mtfto use eofrmnento that corn 
jMod which subvexerat he had brought nambus in ships 
flumme Arare on tiie river Arnr, propterea on this ac¬ 
count, quodheounse Jdelvetii the Helvetii, aquibitsfrom 
whom nolebathe ■wastmwillingdiscedere to depart, aver- 
terant haid turnrd off their march a6 Ararefromthe 
Arar. jSdmtheMdmduaere [beganto] delaydtewiday 
ea; die after day, dies re [and] to say oew/emthat it was 
being collected, oomportari being brought together, 
adesse that it was at hand. Ubi when inteUexit he per¬ 
ceived «e that he d/uei was delayed diMtiits too longei and 
diem thatthe day mstag-ewas at hand, quo die on which 
day oportertd, it wouvki be neoeissaa'y me#m to measui e 
out frurnenCwm com miUtdrus to the soldiers, oenvocaiis 
eorwnprittieipihvis having assmnbledthei' chie-ls q uoram 
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of whom habebat he had magnam copiem a great nnm- 
ber in eastris in the camp, in his among these DiviUaoc 
Diyitiacus et Lisoo an d Liscus, qui wh oprtmrai was over 
sumnio magistraiu the chief magistracy, iqttem which 
[officer] the iEdiians«jBjt>«fZant call Vergobretum 
the Vergobret, qm who ereatur is created amnuus for 
one year, et and hahet has potestatem the power vita 
of life neoisque and death in suos over Ms countrymeii i 
acousttt he accuses eos them gravitsr severely, quod be¬ 
cause gaaw when posset it could neque neither end be 
bought neque hot sumi be taken «a! ogris from the'fields, 
non iublevetur he is not aided ab Us by them tarn neees- 
sario tempore at soneedful a %imB,tampropinquis hosti- 
baswhen the enemies are so near; especially 

qnum sinco suseeperit he has undertaken helium the war 
magna ese parte in a great measure adductvs induced 
eorumpreeibus by their entreaties; queritw eiiam he 
also complams multo gravim much more bitterly,g'Kod 
because destUutus sit he has been deserted by them. 

XVII. Turn then demum at last Liscm Liscus, ad- 
ditcttwinduced oratione by the words Cmsarisoi Csesar, 
proponit puts forth quod what antea before taouerat he 
had kept silent: JEsse that there are nonnullos some 
quorum auetoritas whose authority valeut is 

of much weight apudplebem with the common people, 
qui who privatim privately jo/tM/'ossmt are more pow¬ 
erful quam than ipsi magistraius the magistrates them¬ 
selves. Hos that these seditiosa by seditious a/tque and 
improha oratione violent language deterrere prevent 
multitudinem the multitude ne oonferant from bringing 
together frumentitm the corn quod whiah debeantihrej 
are bound prastwre to furnish. Bi if non possint they 
are not able Jum &lre&&y obtinere to obtain prineipatum 
the lead Girllia of Gaul, esse satius that it is better 
ferre to bear imperia the authority Oallorum of Grauls 
quam than Rommiorum of Romans; neque dubitare nor 
does be doubt quin but that si if Romani the Romans 
supensverini shall overcome Helvetios the Heivetiana, 
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Mduis from the ^duans una together cum rehqua 
Oallia with the rest of Graul. Nostra oonsiUa that our 
counsels, qumque and the things which gerantur are 
done in eastris in the camp, enuneiari are told forth ob 
iisdem by the same persons hostibus to the enemies : 
has that these non posse cannot eoereeri be restrained 
o se by him. Quin etiam moreover, quod because 
enunciarit he had declared rem the afi'air Gmsari to 
Csesar neeessario necessarily eoaetus compelled, sese 
mtelUgm'e he understands quanto cum perieulo with 
how great danger/oomt he has done id that; et and 
ab earn eausam for that cause taeuisse he has held his 
tongue quamdiu as long as potuerit he has been able. 

XVIII. Omar Csesar seniiebn t TgeiceivedDumnorigem 
that Dumnorix fratrem the brother Divitiaei of Divi- 
tiaeus designari was meant hoc oraUorie by this speech 
Lisei of Liscus: sed but quod because noUbat he was 
unwilling eas res that those matters jaotari should be 
di6cussedphfn&us|)r«««»i*i)wsinthepreseneeofmany, 
sel-eriter dimittit he quickly dismisses eonmlium, the 
assembly: retimt he keeps Lisoum Liscus. Qutsrit he 
asks ex s<do from him when alone ea those things qua 
which dixerat he had said in oonvmtu at the meeting; 
dioit he [Lisou.s] speaks liberius more freely atque and 
audadus more boldly. Queerit he [Oassar] asks eadem 
the same things ab aliis from others seereto in private ; 
reperit he discovers esse that they axe verra true; ipsum 
Dum'iwrigem that Dumnorix himself esse is [a man] 
summa audaoia of the greatest audacity, mogna gratia 
of great influence apudplebem nmong the people prop¬ 
ter UberaUtatem on account of his liberality, oupidum 
desirous re-tum nomrum of a change of things; habere 
tiiat he held eomplures omnos for many jea.m portoria 
tile tolls reUquaque omnia veeUgalia and all the other 
duties NSduorum of the .Sdui repempta rented 
pretio for a small price; propterea on this account, 
quod because iUo Uoente when he made a bidding nemo 
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no one audabat dared lieeri to bid contra against Mm. 
Bis rebus that by those means et ausxisse he had both 
increased his paternal property et 

and oomparasse had obtained mannas faeuUates great 
resouroes ad largiendum ior making gifts; semper alere 
that he always fed ei and habere kept eiroitm se around 
him magnum nwnerum a great number equitatus of 
cavalry; neque sol-urn and not only largiter ponse had 
extensive influence at home, sed etiam but also apvd 
fimUmOiS nationes among the neighbouring nations, 
atgueand eausaiox the sstk-ehtgus potentiaot thisinflij,. 
ence eoUoeasse had placed out fin maariage] matrem 
his mother mBtfit-rii/tZiM* among the Bituriges hommi to 
araaniZZic there nobilisdmo most noble ao&ndLpotetitis- 
simo most powerful, ipsum [and] himself habere had 
uxorem a wife ex Hdvetiis from the Helvetians; oolik)- 
casse and had placed out rmptvm in marriage sororem 
his sister ex maire on his mother’s side et and propta- 
quas suas his female relations m alias oivitates among 
other states. Favere that he favoured et and vupere 
wished well Helvetvis to the Helvetians propter on 
account of earn affinitaiem that alliance: oSisae thathe 
hated CsEsarem Oresar et and Romanos the Romans 
etia.m also suo nomine in his own person, quod beoause 
potentia ejus his power dimtnuta was lessened eorum 
aduentu by their arrival, et and Divitiaous Diritiaeus, 
frater his brother, restitutes sit had been reetored in an¬ 
tiquum loeum to his ancient place gratis of favour et 
and honoris of hono ir. Si quid that if anything aoeidat 
happen Romanis to the Romans venire he monies in 
summam spem into the greatest hope ohtinendi regnioi 
obtaining tlie kingdom per Helvelios by means of the 
Helvetians, imperio [but] that under the dominion ^o- 
puM Romano of the Roman people desperwre he despairs 
non modo not only regno of [obtaining] the kingdom, 
sed etiam but also de ea gratia of [keeping] that influ¬ 
ence quam which habeat he has. Otmar Osesar repe- 
found out etiam disoiuqueermdo by asking, quod 
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[that] whereas prcslium equestre a battle of oavalrj 
factum esset had taken place adversum unfavourable 
vaucis ante diebus a few days before, initium the begin¬ 
ning ^ns fugce of that flight factum had been made a 
Dumnorige by Dumnorix atque and egus equitibus his 
cavalry, (nam for Dumnorix Dumnorixproc/at was at 
the head of equitatu the cavalry which JEdui ifio 
-lEduans miserant had sent auxilio as aid Otcsari to 
Caesar) eoriimfuga that by their flight 
tum the rest of the cavalry perterritum esse was fright¬ 
ened. 

XIX. ©MtiMsrebMswhichthingscogwjfubeingknown, 
quum when aooederent there were added ad has suspi- 
oiones to these suspicions res eertissima most certain 
facts; jKodthat trarisduxisset he had led over/feZt»««ws 
the Helvetiansjper _;?««« through the territories Sequa- 
norumof the Seguani ; quod that cwrassathehadtaken 
care ohsides (Zaados that hostages should be given inter 
ees between them ; quod that feoisset he had done ea 
omnia aU those things non modo not only injussu suo 
without the order of himselfetand eivitatis of the state, 
sed etiam but also msdentibusipsis-withovLtihovc know¬ 
ledge ; quod that aceusaretur he was accused a magis- 
tratu by the magistrate ^duorum of the ASdui; arhi- 
irabatur he thought me that there was satis causa suf 
•ficient cause quare why aut either ipse himself animad- 
verteret should proceed in sum against him, aut orjube- 
"'et he should bid envitatem the state animadvertereto 
proceed. XJnum one thing alone repugnahai was at 
variance his omnibus rebus with all these things, quod 
tii&tcognoverathe had discovered the 

great zeal Divitiacifratris of his brotherDivitiacus in 
vopulumliomanumtowa,rdstheIU>manpeople,summam 

voluntatem his great good-will in se towards himself, 
egregiamfidcm his distinguished lojalty,justitiam jus¬ 
tice, temperantiam and moderation, nam for verebatur 
he was afraid «alest qffenderet he should offend animum 
the mind Bivitiaei of Divitiacus ejus supplioio by his 
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f/nishment. Itaque therefore, priusquetm before that 
coharetur he attempted quidquam anything, jubet he 
orders Divitiacmn Divitiacus vocari to be called ad se 
to him, et and qmtidianis interpretibris the daily inter¬ 
preters remotis having been removed, ooHoquitur he 
converses cum eo with him^er Oamm Valerium ProeU- 
lum by Cains Valerius Procillusjjrtweyjenj the chief man 
provincicB of the province Oallice of 0 anl, fainUiarem 
suum his familiar [friend], cm in whom habebat he 
reposed summam /idem the greatest confidence omnium 
rerum in &ll things; simul at the same time oummone- 
facit he informs him qua what things dicta sint were 
said, ipso prasente in his own presence, in conmlio in 
the assembly Qallorum of the Gauls de Dumnoriqe 
about Dumnorix, et and ostendit he shows him qucs 
what things quisque each dixerit had said de eo about 
him cvpud se before himself. Petit he asks atque and 
hortatur exhorts him, ut that sine offensione witliont 
offence ^us animi of his mind, vel either ipse himself, 
causa cognita having heard his cause, statuat may pass 
sentence de eo on him, vel or jubeat bid oivitatem the 
state statuere to pass sentence. 

Divitiacus Divitiacus cum multis lacrymis with 
many tears compleocus having embraced Gasarem Csesar 
ecepit begai i obsecrare to implore him, ne statueret not 
to decide quid anything gravius too harsh in fratrem 
against his brother; se [saying] that he sdre knows ilia 
that those things esse are vera true, nec nor quenquam 
does any one oapere feel plus doloris more grief ex eo 
from that quam than se himself, propterea on this &(y 
connt,qvMd that quum whilst ipse himself [Divitiacus] 
plurimumposset had much powergratta by his influence 
domi at home.atg'wi? and in reliqua Oatlia in the rest of 
Gaul, ille [but] he [Dumnorix] minimum posset had 
very little yowei propter adolescentiam on account of 
his youth, crevisset he had grown se tlirougii himself 
[Divitiacus]; quibus opibits which power ao nervis and 
strength uteretur he was using non solum not only ad 
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minuendam gratiam to lessen his influence, sed but 
^mne almost adpernidem suam to hie own destruction; 
sese tamen that himself however eommoveri was troubled 
et both cmore fraterno by love for his brother, et and 
by the opinion raZ^iofthecominonpeople. 
Quod si but if quid anything gravius too severe acei 
disset should happen ei to him a Qatare from Caesar, 
quum since ipse himself teneret held eum loeum that post 
amiaitia of friendship apud ew-m with him [Caesar], 
neminem that no one existimatmum would think/ootwm 
that it was done non sua volwitate without his consent, 
qua ex re from which circura stance mot it would 
result,«tithatawimi theminds totius Galliaoi all Gaul 
averterentur would be alienated a se from him. Quum 
when Jlens 'ne&gmg peteret he asked heec these things 
a OtBsare from Qtoswcplurihus wrhis with many words, 
CtssarCeBS&rprendit grasps cjms dextram hisrighthand; 
oonsolatus conaoUng him. rogat he begs him fadat to 
make fine^n an end orandi of soliciting him ; ostendit 
he points out ejus gratiam that hisfavourm^is tanti of 
so much value apud se with him [Caesar] that eon- 
donet he pardons et both ingwriam the ixi^m:jreipid)Uece 
of the republic et and suum. dolorem his own grief e^s 
voluntati to his good will ac and preoihus entreaties. 
Vooat he calls Duirv-norigem Dumnorix ad se to him, 
adhibet he introduces/VYstrero his brother; ostendit he 
showsgttcewhatthingshehHS to reprehend 
in eo in him; proponit he sets forth qua what things 
ipse himself intelligat is hearing, qua what things 
eivitas the state queratur complains of; monet he ad¬ 
vises him utvitet to avoid omms suspidonesoW suspicions 
in reliquwn tempus for the future time; dieit he says se 
thathe coTtdonareforgivesproiteriMthepastBivitiaeok) 
Divitiaous /ratri his brother.

of Marcus Crassus, prtemiUiktr is sent forward eum 
exploratonbus with persons to explore. 

XXII. Prima luee at early dawn, quum when sum- 
trms mans the top of the mountain teneretw was held 
a Tito Labteno by Titus Labienus, ipse and himself 
abesset was distant ab oastris from the camp hosUum of 
the enemies non longius not farther mille et quingentis 
passihusthAn fifteen hundred paces, admntus and

Labiernus Labienus, ut as eratpmoeptum had 
been enjoined ei on him a Ocssare by Caesar, ne com¬ 
mitter et not to venture on proeiium a battle, wm unless 
ipsius eopicB his own forces visa essent were soonprope 
castra near theoamp hostiumoltho enemies,wtsothat 
impeius an assaultmight be made inhosteson ti'e 
enemies undique on all sides une tempore at one time, 
monte oooupato\i.aNmg occupied the mountain, 
hato.wsAte.Anostro'souTcmBn,abstinebatqusa.nAahstoin&dL 
pralio from battle.

hi the upper line of battle. Belvetii the Helvetians, 
sequuH having followed oum omnibus oarris with all 
their waggons,cowtM&rjmt heaped their 

baggage in unumloeum into one place; themselves, 
rejects nostro equitatuh&'dng^ thrown back our cavalry 
eonfertissima uci,e by thdr dense line, phalange facta 
having made a phalanx, suceessermt came up sub nos- 
tram primam adem under our first line. 

XXV. OtBsar Csesar, remotis equis having removed 
the horses ^rw/wm. first suo his ovim, ileinde then omnium 
of all ex conspecbu out of sight, ut that, cequato periculo 
by equalizi g the danger o-mmMm of all, tollerethe might 
cut off spem the hope/w^« of flight, aohortatus having 
exhorted suos his men, eommidt began prceUum the 
battle. Milites the soldiens, missispiUs having thrown 
their javelins e loeo superiors from higher ground,/aotZ^ 
easily perfi egerunt broke through phalangem the pha¬ 
lanx kostium of the enemies. Ba disjecta having dis¬ 
persed it, feoerunt they made impetum an onset in eos 
upon them gladiis distrioiis with drawn swords. Erat 
it was mugno impedimento a great impediment QaUis 
to the Gauls ad pugnam in fighting, quad th&tpluribus 
eorum soutis several of their shields transfids being 
pierced et and aoUigatis bound together mmo ietu by one 
stroke pihriim of the javelins, quum when ferrumfhe 
iron injlexisset se had bent itself, poterant they were 
able ne^ neither eveUere to pluck them out, nequenor 
pugnare to fight satis commode with sufficient ease.

Quumvih.enprocessisset,\\iA\md advanced 
viam to a distance trtdui of three days, nunoiatumest it 
was told ei to him, Ariovistum tliat Ariovistus eum 
omnibus suis oopiis with all his forces contendere was 
marching ad ocoupandum Vesontionem to seize Veson- 
tio, quod wluch est is oppidum maximum the greatest 
town Sequanorum of the ^nqpoisiijprooessisseque and had 
advanced taam a journey tridwi of three dsrjaasuisfini- 
bus from his territories. Catsar Csesar existimahat 
th-OughtprcBoavenduni sihi that he should take precau¬ 
tion mag no opere by the greatest exertion, ne id aecide- 
ret tiiat that might not happen. Nanique for erat there 
was in eo oppido in that town summa facuUas a great 
supply omnium rerum of all things, quce wliich erwnt 
were usui useful ad heUum for war ; idque and it sic 
finrmtdMtm- was so protected na tura by the nature loci of 
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the place, ut that daret it furnished magnam Jacultatem 
• great means ad ducendtcm helium for protracting the 
war, propterea on this account quod that Jiumeit Dubis 
the river Dubis, cireumductum di&wn round it ut as if 
Hreino by a pair of compasses, eingit surrounds ptBne 
almost totuin oppidum, the whole town; mans a moun- 
tein magna altitudine by its great height oontinet shuts 
in reliquum spaiium the remaining space, quod which 
est is non anipUus not tnoie pedum sexcentorum than of 
six hundred feet, qua wherejlumen the river intermitiit 
fails, ita in such a way ut that ripm the banks/umrats 
of the river eontingant touch radices the roots montis of 
the mountain ex utraqueparte on both sides.

city causa for the sake amiciticB of friendship, misera- 
banturielt -pity formagnum perictUum the great danger, 
quod because non habebant they had not magnum usum 
great experience in re militari in military affairs. Quo¬ 
rum of whom alius each different perso', alia causa 
illata bringing forward a different t eason, quam which 
dicerent they said esse was necessariam necessary sibi 
for them ad profiscendum to depart, petehant they 
asked, ut that Lieeret it might be allowed them discedere 
to depart ejusvoluntateviith his consent; nonnulli some 
of ihern, adduoti induced pudore by shame, at that 
mtarent they might avoid susjneionem the suspicion 
timoris of fear, remanebant remained.

Factum that [a trial] liad been made eliam also nuper 
lately in Italiain Italy, sermli tumultu in the insurrec¬ 
tion of the slaves, quos tamen. whom, however, tWMS the 
experience ac and disoiplina discipline quam which 
accepissent they had received a nobis from us subleva- 
rent assisted aliquid in some degree. JSx quo from 
which posset it might judioari be judged quan turn bom 
whata great advantage oonstantia firmness/mJerethad 
in se in it; propterea on this account g’wod because pos- 
tea afterwards vioissent they had conquered hos those 
men armatos armed ae and victores victorious quos 
whom aliquandiu for some time timuissent the v had 
fearedi-m«ca«.s« without cause inermes when unarmed. 
JDenique lastly, /wstliat these essewere eosdern the same 
men quibuscum with whom Helveiii the Helvetians 
ecmgressi having engaged seepe numero numheis of times, 
plerunlque generally superarint had overcome them 
non solum not only in suis finihus in their own terri¬ 
tories, sed etiam but also in illorum in theirs [the Ger¬ 
mans], q«iwho [the Helvetians] tamenyetnon potue- 
rint have not been able esie to be pares equal nostro 
exervUu to our army. Si if adversuni preelium an ad¬ 
verse battle et fuga and the flight Gallomm of the 
Gauls eommoveret disturbed quos any men, hos that 
these,si if qumrerent they inquired, _poss6 might repe- 
rfrefind, Qallis [that] when the G&vls(kfatigatis\vs.i 
been worn out dmturnitaie by the length hdli of the 
war, Ariovistum Ariovistus, quum when ienuisset he 
had kept se himself wultos menses many months costrK 
in his camp ac and paludihus in the marshes, neqw 
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fecisset and had not fninishedpotestatein any opportu- 
nit 3 '- sui of [fighting] him, adortum having attacked 
them subito suddenly, desperantes jam when already 
despairing of lighting et and diipersos dis¬ 

persed, had conquered them maffismore ratione 
by method et and consilio by prudence quam than vir- 
tute by valour. Oui rationi that to whatever method 
locus an opportunity fuisset might have been given 
contra homines against men barbaros who were barba¬ 
rians atque and imperitos inesperienced, rie ipsum qui- 
dem not even himself [Ariovistus] sperare hopes hao 
that by this [same] nostros exercitus our armies 
cun cripi be taken. Qui [that those] who confer rent 
threw suumiimoremin.e\xownfeaxinsimulatione'mu\iou 
a pretence rei fnimentarim oi the supply of provisions 
anyustiasque and thenarrowness itinemmoi the roads, 
facere acted arrayanter with arrogance ; quum since 
■viilerentur they seemed out either desperare to despair 
de officio of the duty imperatoris of tlieir commander 
fiut or prcBserihereei to prescribe to him [whathe .should 
do]. Hcso that these tilings esse were curce sihi his 
own care: Sequunos that the Sequani, Leucos the 
Leuci, Lingonas [and] the hAngooea,suhministrare&wp- 
fhed frumentum corn, frumentaque and that the crops 
jam alreadyis«s«were matura ripe in agris in thefields: 
ipsos that themselves would judge deitmere 

about their march hrevi tempore in a short time. Quod 
[that] whereasrnilites tliesoldiersd*cawfMraresaid«o« 
forenotto be about to be aiidientes obedient dicto to the 
word [of command], neque nor laturi ready to bear 
;i»yM«tlie standards, sehimseif [Osesar] nihiloommoveri 
was in no wise disturbed ea re by that matter: scire 
enim for ihat he knew g'w^t^M«cMmg'M(?that to whatsoe'er 
genemls exerciius an army non, fuerit has not been 
audiens obedient dioto to their command, aut, either 
fortunam fortuned^Muss had tailed them, remale ffestei 
by want of success, aut or avaritiam that their covet¬ 
ousness esse eoMvietam lM.d been convicted, aliquofaoi-

fwre comperto by some orime discovered. Sxutm inno- 
emiiam 1 1 his own innocence esse persiieetwn has 
been seen, clearly perpetua vita through all his life, 
felicitatem [and] goodfortune hello in the w&iHelvetia- 
rum of the Hehetians. Itaquetherefore sethsdherepra- 
sencatumm, would do presently quod what oollaturus 
esset he would have put off in longiorem diem to a more 
distant day, et and moturum would remove castra the 
a'A-Wgproxima noote the next night de quarta vigiliain 
thefourch watch, utthaitposset he might be able quam 
primivm as soon as possible intelligere to understand 
utrum whether honourafg’Meandq^iMwduty an 

or timor fear valeret was of influence [over them]. 
Quod si but ifpraterea moreover nemo no onesequatur 
follows, tamen yet himself ifttrumwould go cura deei- 
tna legione withthetenth legion sola alone, dequti about 
which won dubitaret he had no douiits,f?(«w.g'w and that 
futuram should be sibi to himpreetoriam vohortem his 
praetorian cohort. Oasar Gsasar et both had 

shown indulgence liuic legioni to this legion preevipue 
especially, et and confidebat trusted to it maxime most 
propter virtutem on accouilt of its valour. 

XLI. Hac orations habita when this oration was 
delivered, mentes the minds omnium of all eonversce 
sunt were changed mirum in modum to a wonderful de¬ 
gree, summaque alaoritas and the greatest alacrity et 
and cupiditas desire belli gerendi of carrying on the 
war innata est grew up ; prineepsque and first deeima 
legio the tenth legion egit gave gratias thanks ei to him 
])er tribunos through the tribunes militum of the sol¬ 
diers, quod because feoissei he had formed optimum, 
judicium the best judgment de se of it; oonfirmavitque 
and assured him se that it esse was paratissinuim most 
ready ad helium gerendiim to carry on the war. Deinde 
then reliquce legiones the other legions egerunt took 
measures per tribunos through the tribunes militum of 
the soldiers et and the centurions jprinm rum 

ordnmum of the first ranks uti that saMsfaeerent they 
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might gice satisfaetion Gasari to Caesar; s«that they 
neque neither unquam ever dubitasse had hesitated, 
neque nor Umidsse been afraid, neque nor eaoislimavme 
thought esse that it was suum judicium their province 
to judge de summa about the conduct belli of the-war, 
sed but it^eratoris the commander’s. Eorumsatisfao- 
Uone their satisfaetion acoepta having been received, 
et and iiinere their march exquisiio h&ving been recon- 
noitiedperBivitiaoum through Divitiacus,g'Mod because 
Iiabebac he had maximam jidem the greatest trust ei in 
him ex aliis out of tlie others, profectus est he set out 
dequarta vigilia in the third watch ut as dwcrat hehad 
said, ut that dueeret he might lead exereitum his army 
loeisapertis in open places circuitu by a circuit amplius 
more than quinquaginta wiiZiMmoffiftymiles. Septimo 
die on the seventh day, quum when non intermitieret 
de did not relax iterhis journey,/actw* «s<he was made 
eertior further acquainted ab exploratorihus by scouts, 
copias that the fore esA rio visti of Ariovistus abesse were 
distant a nostris from ours quatuor et viginti milUbus 
twenty-four thousand passuum of paces. 

XLII. Ariovistus Ariovistus, ooqnito adventu when 
he heard of the arrival Geesaris of Osesar, mittit sends 
legates ambassadors ad eum to him: [saying] id that 
the thing quod which postulasset he had demanded 
aniea before de oolloquio about a conference, licere was 
allowedto be done perse as fares lie [Ariovistus] 
was concerned, quando since aeaessisset he had ap¬ 
proached near^■r; seque and that he existimare 

thought he could/aca*e do id that sine periculo 
without danger. ‘ Otesar Osesar non respuit did not 
reject eonditionem the condition; arbitrahaturque and 
thought eum that he yam already rwerti was returning 
ad sanitatem to his senses, quum since polUeeretur he 
promised ultro of his own accord id that quod which 
denegasset he had refused antea before petenti to him 
asking it; vmiebatque and he came in ningnam spem 
into great hope, pro tantis benejunis [that] in return 
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for siiohgreat benefits suis fromhimseMpopulique Ro¬ 
mani and of the Roman people in eum towards him, 
oognitis suis postulatis when his demands were known 
fore it would result, uti that desisteret he would desist 
p&rtinaoia from his pertinacity. Dies a day diotus est 
was named oolloquio for tlie conferertee, quintus the 
fifth ex eo die from that day. Interim meanwhile, 
quum when legati ambassadors sespe mitterentur were 
often sent ultra oitroque to and fro inter eos between 
them, Ariovistus Ariovistus postulavit demanded ne 
Omar addiweret that Caesar should not bring quern 
peditem apy foot-soldier ad colloquium to the confer¬ 
ence : se that he vereri was 8,fraid ne lest circumveni- 
retm he should be circumvented ah eo by him per 
insidias by an ambuscade : uterque that each veniret 
should come eum equitatu with cavalry; se that he non 
venturum 'wdlnoi, come alia ratione on any other terms. 
Oeesar Caesar, quod because neque volebat he neither 
yrishedxolloquium the conference tollito belwithdrawn, 
interposita causa forthe cause assigned, neque aradehat 
nor dared oommittere to trust suam salutem his safety 
equitatui to the cavalry Oallorum of the Gauls, statwit 
determined esse that it was oommodissinium most con¬ 
venient, detraotis omnibus equis having taken all the 
horses Gallis equitibus from the Gallic cavalry, impo- 
»«rctoplace upon themlegionariosmilitesihelegioTLaxy 
soldiexe deoimce legionis of the tenth legion, mi in which 
loiijidebathe trusted nirtscMneasmuchas possible, 
eo to this end, ut that haberet he might have presidium 
a guard quam amioissimum as friendly as possible, si if 
quid opus facto esset there should' be need of doing 
anything. Quod qumifieret which being done, quidam 
some one ex militibusoi the soldiers decimee legionis of 
the tenth legion dixit said non irridicule not without 
humour, Ocesarem that Csesar faoere did ei for it plus 
more quam thsco. poUioitus esset he had promised; pol- 
Itcitum [that [ having promised se that he habiturum 
would have deeimatn legionem the tenth legion in looo 
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in the place cohortis praloriai of a pi'ffitoi'ian cohort, 
nunc now resc/rihere he reterred them back wl equutn 
to the cavalry. 

XLIII. there wBismagnaplanitiesagie&t plain, 

et and in ea in it tumulus terrenus a mound of earth 
satis grandis of considerable size. Hie locus this place 
ahei at was distant/«re almost aquo spatio by an equal 
space ah utrisque castris from both camps. Eo thither, 
ut as diotu'/n erat had been named, venerunt they came 
ad colloquium to the conference. CcBsar Csesar consti- 
tuit placed legionern the legion quam which devexerut 
he had brought equis on horseback passibus duoentis 
two hundred paces ai «o tMwmZo from that mound: item 
also equites the hoisemen Ariovisti of Ario vistiis aonsti- 
tuerent took their post pari intervallo at a similar dis¬ 
tance. Ariovistus Ariovistus postulavit demanded ut 
that ooUoquerentur they should converse ex equis from 
their horses, etanA-utihatprcBturse besides themselves 
adducerent they should bring denos ten [each] ad col¬ 
loquium to the conference. Uhi when ventum est they 
had come eo thither, Oaisar Osesar initio in the begin¬ 
ning orationis of his speech commenioravit mentioned 
sua henefieia his own good deeds senalusque and those 
of the senate in eum towards him; quod that appel atus 
esset he had been called rex kmg« senatu by the senate, 
quod that [he had been called] amicus a friend, qMod 
that munera amplissima most ample gifts missa had 
been sent, quam rem which thing docebat he told him 
et both contigisse had happened paucis to few, et and 
consuesse had been accustomed tribui to be given yn'o 
magnis offioiis in return for great services horninum of 
men : ilium that he, quum since haberet he had neque 
neither aditum access neque nor justain oausam a just 
cause postulandi of asking for them, htnejkio hy^the 
kindness ao and liheralitaie liberality sua of hi mself ae 
and senatus of the senate, eonsequutum had obtained 
ea preemia those rewards. Docebat etiam he. told him 
also, quam veteres what old quamque justce causa and 
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what just causes neeessitudinis of alliance interoede 
rent intervened ipsis for themselves cum JEduis with 
the ^dui; qure co7isulta what decrees senatus of the 
senate, quoties how often, quamque konorifica and how 
honourable facta essent had been made in eos towards 
thein.Mt how^dwi theiEdui tenuissenth&di held prin- 
oipatum, the lead totius Oallim of all Gau! nmni tern- 
pore at all time etiam even prius quam before that 
appetissent they had desired nostrum amieitiam our 
friendship. Banc that such esse was consuetudinein the 
cxintompop7ili Romani of the Roman people, ut that relit 
it wished socios their allies atque and amicos friends 
non modo not only dcperdere to lose nihil notliing sui 
of their own, sed but esse to be auotiores increased gratia 
in favour, dignitate in dignity, honors in honour, Quis 
vero but ts'ko posset could suffer id that the thing, 
quod which attulissent they had contributed ad amici- 
tiam to tlie friendship populi Romani of the Roman 
people, eripi should be taken away Us from them ? 
Deinde then postnlavit he demanded eadem the same 
things, quce which dederat he had given in mandatis 
among his instrnctious legat s to his ambassadors, ne 
inferret tliat he should not carry on helium war aut 
either ^duis against the .lEdui aut or eorum sociis 
their allies; redUeret that he should give up ohsides the 
hostages : si [tiiat] if posset he was able rernittere to 
send back nuUam partem no part Germanorum of the 
Germans domum home, at however ne pateretur that 
he should not suffer quos anj^ amplius further tran¬ 
sire to cross Rhenuin tlie Rhine. 

XLIV. Ariovistus Ariovistus respondit answered 
•pauoa few words ad postulata to the demands Otesaris 
of Cffisar; prcedicavic he boasted multa much de suis 
virtutilms of his own virtues ; sese that he transisse had 
crossed Rhenmn the Rhine non not sua sponte of his 
own accord, sed but rogatmn asked et and aroessitum 
sent for a Gallis by the Gauls; rehquisse that he had 
left domum his home propii/quosque and his relations

non not s'me magna spe without great hope magninque 
pramiis and great rewards; habere that he had sedes 
settlements in QaUia in Gaul conoessns allowed ab ipsis 
by [the Gauls] themselves; obsides that hostages datos 
had been given voluntate with the consent ipsorum of 
themselves; capere that he received jure by the right 
belli of war stipendium the tribute quod which viotores 
victors consueverint have been accustomed imponere to 
impose victison the vanquished: won that itwas notsese 
himself intulisse [who] had made helium war Oallis on 
the Gauls,serf but Oallos tlie Gauls sibi on him; omnes 
aivitates that all the states Oallice of G aul veniese had 
come ad se oppugnandum to attack him, ac and hcd)uieee 
had occupied oaatra their camp contra se over against 
him; eas omnes eopias that all those forces fusas ease 
had beenroutedae and superntas overcome a se by him 
Mno prmlio in one battle. Si [that] if velint they wish 
experiri to try iterum again, ssss himself puratMm is pre¬ 
pared iterwOT again deoertare to fight it out; si [but] 
velint they wish uti to enjoy peace, esse it is ini- 
quuni unjust rei-usare to make a refusal de stipendio 
about tribute, qu’id w\iio'a pependerint they had paid 
sua voluntate with their own good-will ad id tempus up 
to that time. Amicitiam that the friendship popuU 
Romani of the Roman people oportere ought esse to be 
sihi to him ornamento an ornament et and prasidio a 
protection, MO?i not detrimento a detriment; segue and 
that he pettsse had sought id it ea spe with that hope. 
Si [that] if stipendium the tribute remittaburis remitted 
perpopMZMmBo«rtWMmthronghtheRomanpeople,i?fand 
deditieii those who have surj'endered subtrahantur are 
taken awa vfrom him sese himself recusaturum will refuse 
amicitiam the friendship populi Romani of the Roman 
peo pie non minus liben ter no less readily quam than appe- 
tierit he had covetedit. Quod that wh ereas transducathe 
is leading over multitudinem a multitude Gertnanorwm, 
of Germans in Oalliam into Gaul, se he faoere does id 
that causa for the sake nmmendi sw of protecting him- 
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self, nonnoiim^u(jnand<s QallitB of attacking Gaul, esse 
that it was Ustiimnium&Y^ooiej^s rei of that assertion, 
quod that non venerit he had not come nisi except roga- 
tus when asked, (Jt taxAquod that non intulerit he had 
not brought on helium the war, sed but defenderit 
defended [himself]. Se that he venisse ha d come in 
GtdUam into Gaul priusquam before that popxdwn 
Romanum the Roman people [had come]. Mxercitum 
that the army Bomani of the Roni iii people 

nunquam never ante hoc tempus before, this time egres- 
sum had overstepped^jir^ the borders Oalliapro vinoia 
of the province of Gaul. Quid what vellet did they 
wish sibi for themselves ? Cur why veniret did they 
aom& in suas into his possessions? hana 

QaUiam that this [part of] Ganl esse issuamprovin dam 
his province, sieut as illam that nostram is ours. Ut 
[that] as non oporteret it would not be right concedi 
for submission to be made ipsi to himself, si if faaeret 
he should make impetum an invasion in nostros fines 
into our territories, sio so item also nos we esse were 
iniquos imjust.g'Mi who interpellaremus interfered with 
se him in SMOjMre iu his rights. Quod \t\\sX\ whereas 
diceret he [Csesar] said/Sdwos that the J33duans appel- 
latos had been called/ra tree brothers a senatu by the 
senate, se he «OMmewasnotfam6ar6amm so barbarous 
neqvA nor tam imperitum so inexperienced rerum in 
matters of business ut non soiret as not to know neque 
jSSduos that neither the AEduans tulisse had rendered 
auxilium aid Romanis to the Romans, hello proximo in 
the last war Allobrogum of the Allobroges, neque nor 
ipsos themselves nsos esse had received aiixilio the 
assistance Romani of the Roman people in his 

oontentionibus in those contests quas whioh ^dui tlie 
JUduaiLS habuissent had had secum with himself et and 
cum Sequanis with the Sequani. &that he debere was 
bound suspicari to suspect Gasarem that C^sar, quod 
nabeat in having exereitum an army in Oallia in Gaul, 
dmnlata amieiiia when he pretended friendship, habere 
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bad it aama for the sake $ul ojrprwnendi of cru-shing 
him. Qui who nisi unless decedat he departs, atque 
and deducat leads away exerdtum his army ex his 
regionihits out of these regions, himself [Ariovistus] 
habiturum wlilhold ilium him non not ^ro amicoior a 
friend, sed but^ro hoste as a foe; q^^odsi butthat if inter- 
fercent he shall slay eum him [Gsssar] sesehefacturum 
e«6'«vvilldo^raiMmathing gratefal?io5iZi6M^tothenobles 
prineipibusque and chief men jpopuli Romani of the 
Roman people; se that he Tiabereh&&idthAtcomperlum 
ascertained ah ipsisirom Vaemsdbr&s pereorum nuncios 
through their messengers,^MorMwiomreiumofallofwhom 
posset he might be able redimere to purchase gratiam 
the i&voxicatque and arnicitiam the friendship ejus morte 
by his death. Quodsihnt [that] iideoessisset he should 
depart, et and tradidisset deliver sihi to him liherampos- 
sessionem the free possession Gallia of Gaul, se he 
remuneratui uni would recompense ilium him magno 
prcemio with a great reward, et and oonfecturum would 
bring to an en.dsineullolahoreviith.ovX any tohetperi- 
culo or danger ^us of liis quceounque hella whatever 
wars vellet he wished geri to be carried on. 

XLV. Multa many things dicta sunt were said ah 
Casare by Cresariw earn sententiam to this effect, quare 
why non posset he could not desistere desist negotio 
from his purpose, et and neque that neither suam his 
own custom neqne nor populi Romani that of the Ro¬ 
man people pati suffered uti that desereret he should 
abandon socios allies meritos that had deserved optime 
very well [of them] ; neque se judiaare and that he 
does not consider Galliam tb at Gaul esse is Ariovisti 
the property of Ariovistus potius rather quam than 
populi Romani of the Romanpeople. Arvemos that the 
Arverniansetand JJafowosthe Ruteni^Mjoc'raios^s^^had 
been overcome hello in war ah Quinto Fabio Maximo 
by Quintus Fabius Maximus, quibusto which [nations] 
populus Romanue the Roman people ignomsset had 
granted a pardon, neque redegisset and had not rednce(J 
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&iemvnpr<ydnmmn into [the form of] a province, wque 
imposuisset nor imposed on them stipendium a tribute. 
Quod si but [that] if oporteret it were right an^wtssi- 
mum quodque tempus that the most distantperiod^e«- 
tari should be regarded, the authorityptywK 

Bomani of the Roman people in Gallia inGaul«*i« was 
)%istismnum. most just; si [that] iijudieium the judg¬ 
ment senatus of the senate oportoret ought obssrvari to 
be regarded, Oalliam Gaul dehere ought esse to be liht- 
ram free, quam which, victam conquered beUo in war, 
voluisset it had willed uU to use suis legihus its own 
laws. 

XLVI. Diim whilst heee tlieae things geruntur are 
done in oolloquio in the conference, nundatim est it 
was told GcBsari to Caesar equites that the horsemen 
Ariovisti of Ariovistus acoedere were approaching^ro- 
pius nearer tumulum to the mound, et and adeguitare 
were galloping up ad nostros to our men, conjioere and 
were hurling lapides stones telaquemiA. weapons ia nos¬ 
tros oto. our men. Ocesar Csesaryrcfr made finrnnzxi end 
loquendi of speaking; reeepitque and withdrew se him¬ 
self ad suos to his men; imperavitque and gave com¬ 
mands suis to his men ne rqicermt not to cast back 
quod telwn any weapon omnino at all in hostes against 
the enemy. Nam for, esti although videbat he saw 
pralium^ei a fight di^«ctei^io»wof hischosenlegion 
oum equitatu with the cavalry/or^ would be sine uUo 
pericuh without any danger, tamen yet nonputabat he 
did not think oommittendum thathe ought to give cause, 
utiXmtpnlsis hostibus when the enemy were repulsed, 
posset it might did be said eos that they direumventos 
had been circumvented ab se by himp«ryirfow through 
trust in eoUoqmo in the conference. Posteaquam when 
dcftum est it was told forth in vulgus among the com¬ 
monalty mil’tum of the soldiers, qua arrogantia what 
arrogance Ariovistus Ariovistus usus showing in eollo- 
quio in the conference, interdiansset had interdicted 
Romanis tlie Romans cmm OaUiairom all Gaul, ejus^se 
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equites and [h-ovv] his horsemen fedss-ent had made 
wipeUtm an attack in iwstros upon our men, utqiu and 
how ea res that deed diremisset had broken ofi oollo- 
quium the conference, multo major alamtas much 
greater alacrity studiumque majus and a greater desire 
puqnandi of fighting injeetum est was inspired exeroitu 
in the army. 

XLVII. Biduo post two days after, Ariovisius Ario- 
vistus mittit sends legatos ambassadors ad OiBsarem to 
Csesar [saying] se that he veils wished agere to treat 
0 um eo with him de his rebus concerning those things 
which coevtcB es*enthad been begun aytto be treated 
of neque perfects essent and had not been completed: 
Mtithat aut eonstitueret he should appoint 
a day, coUoquio for holding a conference iterum a 
second time, aut or si if nunus vellet he was less willing 
[to do] id that, mitteret he should send ad se to him 
uhquern some one ess legatis of his lieutenants. Non 
■visa est there did not seem Gcesari to Csesar causa [to 
be sufficient] cause co^iogutfwieofholding a conference, 
et and magis the more eo on that account quod because 
pridie on the previous day ^'us diei to that dayGermani 
theGermans)! on_potcra«t could notrctirem be keptback 
quineonjicerent from casting teZa their weapons in nos¬ 
tros at our men. Existimabat he thought se that he 
missurum would send legaiwm an ambassador ex sms 
from his men ad eum to him magno cum periculo with 
great danger, et and would expose himho- 

minibus feris to [such] savage men. Visum est it 
seemed obmmodissimum most convenient mitteretosend 
ad eum to him Caium Valerium Prooillum Gains Vale- 
rius Procillus, filiwm the son Gaii Valerii Oabwri of 
Cains Valerius Caburus, adolesaentulum a young man 
summa virtute of the highest virtue et and humanitate 
humanity, [cujus paler whose father donaius erat had 
been presented oivitate with the freedom of the state 
a Oaio Valerio Flaeoo by Caius Valerius Flaccus) et 
botli propter Jkfem on 8W5oo«nt of his feith, et -and prop- 
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ter on account of seientiam Ms knowledge lingua Oal- 
liea of the Gallic tongue, qua which multa to a great 
extent Ariovistus Ariovistusjam already utehatu ;• made 
use of longinqua-consueiudine by long practice, et and 
quod because non esset there would not be in eo in him 
causa any cause pecoandi for offending Oermani to the 
Germans; et and MarcumMettimn [to send with him] 
Marcus Mettius, quintio usus ei'aitiadenjojeihospitio 
the hospitality Ariovisti of Ariovistus. Mandavit he 
gave instructions his to these, ut that cognosoerentihey 
sliould take notice qua what Ariovistus Ariovistus 
dieeret sho'dd say, et and referrent report it ad se to 
him. Quos whom quum when Ariovistus Ariovistus 
conspesffisset had beheld apud se with him ijt castris in 
the camp, conclamavit he exclaimed exereitusuo pra- 
sente in the presence of his army : Quid why venirent 
did they come ad se to him ? An causa for the sake 
speeulandi of espying ? Oonantes when endeavouring 
dice^'e to apeak prohibuit he forbade them, aud con- 
jeeit cast them in catenas into chains. 

XLVIII. Eodem die tlie same day proinovit he 
pushed forward castra Ms camp, et and eonsedit took 
up his ground sub monte under a mountain sex millibus 
passuum six thousand paces a castris from the camp 
Gasaris of Casar. Postridie on the following day ^us 
dieiot that day, transduxit he led over capias Ms forces 
prater castra along the camp CcBsarisoi 08esar,«tand 
fecit made castra a camp duobus millibus passmtm two 
thousand paces ultra eum beyond him, eo consilio with 
this intent, uti that interoluderet he might shut off 
Oasarem Cxsai frumenlo from corn eommeatuque and 
Ms communication qwi which supportaretur was kept 
up ex Sequanis from tlie Sequani et and kEduis the 
^dui. Ex eo die from that day Gasar Cmsar produxit 
ledforth mas capias his forces pro or/itrisinfrontof the 
catnp quinque dies coniinuos five days together, et and 
hahuit kept aciem. his line instrueimn drawn out,Mtthat 
d if Aricmhius Ariovistus uellet should be wilHng eon- 
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tendere to engage prcelio in battle, ^ofeste the oppor¬ 
tunity non deenset might not be wanting ei to him. 
Omnious diebus all these days Ariovistus Ariovistus 
eontinuit kept exeroitum his army oastris in his camp ; 
contendit he eng&geiqiwtidiedailyequestri prmlio in a 
battle of cavalry. Hoe this erat was geum a kind 
pugnm of fight quo in which Oermani the Germans 
exerouerunt had exercised se themselves. Erani there 
were sex wwMirtsixthoiisandegMtiMM oicavalry,pedites 
infantry iotidem as many numero in number, velo- 
aissimi most swift ao andfortissimi most brave ; quos 
whom singuli each [of the cavalryj delegerant liad 
chosen singulos singly ex ornni copia from all the force 
causa for the sake sties saliitis of his own safety. Gum 
Ms with these versabantur they used to act in prediis 
in battle, ad hos to these equites the cavalry reoipiebant 
used to withdraw se themselves; M these concurrehant 
used to run together, si if erat there was quid any¬ 
thing durius too difficult: si if qui any one, aeoepto 
graviore vulnerg having received a serious wound, 
deoiderat had fallen equo from his horse, cireumsiste- 
hant they stood round him; si if erat prodeundum 
it was needful to advance quo to any place longius 
further [than usual] ,aut or recipiendum to retreat cele- 
rius more speedily, tanta so great erat was oeleriias the 
rapidity horum of these men exeroitatione by exercise, 
ut that, sMevati supported jttSts by the manes e^MO- 
rum of the horees, adaquarmt they equalled cursum, 
their speed. 

XLTX. Uhi when Gmsar Cffisar intellexit perceived 
ettm that he tenere kept se himself castris in his camp, 
m proMheretur that he might not be cut off diutius_ any 
longer oommeatu from his communications, delegit he 
chose ultra eum, locum beyond that place, quo inloco in 
which place Oermani the Germans oon'sederant had 
taken their post, circiter passussexaentos about six hun¬ 
dred paces ab eis from them, looum a spot idoneum fit 
for a oaw.]},aeieque triplici instrucia awd. having drawn 
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up a triple line of battle, venit came ad mm (oeum to 
that place. Jugsit he comma)ided jorimam the first 
and secundum adem second line, esse to be in armis 
under arms, tertiam the third munire to fortify castra 
the camp. Hie locus this place aberat was distant, uti 
as dictum est has been said, ciroitcr ^assus sexcentos 
about six hundred paces ah hoste from the enemy. Ho 
tliither Ariomstus Ariovistus misit sent numcro in 
mimhet sexdeoimniilliahominum sixteen thousand men 
cii^edita light-armed, cum omni equiiaiu with all the 
cavalry; quec copies which troops perterrerent were to 
frighten nostros our men, et and prohiberent were to 
prevent them mumtione from entrenching. Nihilo 
seciiis nevertheless Gasar Caesar, ut as constituerat he 
had determined ante before, jussit commanded duoi 
aciss two ]ia&s propulsare to repel hostem the enemy, 
tertiam the third to complete opus the work. 

Munitis when tile camp was fortified reliquit he 
left ibi there dttas Ugiones two legions et and partem a 
partauxiliorum of the allied troops; reduxit he led back 
quatuor reliquns the four others in castra ma,jora into 
the greater camp. 

L. Proximo the next day,in»tttuto suo according to 
his purpose, Ocssar Csesar eduxit led out oopias suas 
his troops e castris utrisque from both camps; progres- 
susqueand. having advanced paulum a littlea mqjoribus 
from the greater [camp], instruxit drew up aeiem his 
line of h&tHe, fecitque and furnished hostibus to the 
enemies potestatem the option pugnandi of fighting. 
TJhi when intellexit he perceived eos that they r\e turn 
quidemnot even then prodirecexae forth, reduxit he led 
back exercitum his army ciroitcr meridiem about noon 
m castra into the camp. Turn then demum at length 
Ariovistus Ariovistus misit sent partem part suarum 
copiarum of his forces qua oppugnaret to attack castra 
minora the lesser camp. Pugnatum est it was fought 
acriter fiercely uirinque on both sides, usque ad ve»pe- 
’Tu/m until the evesniag. Oeeasu at’the sotting soils of 
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the sua Ariovistus Ariovistns, vulneribus when 
many wounds et both Ulatis had been inflicted et and 
aeeeptia received, reduxit led back suas oopias his forces 
in oastia^ into his camp. Quum when Oasar Csesar 
quarerei inquired ex captivis of the captives quam oh 
rem-for what osiose Ariovistus Ariovistus non decertaret 
did not decide the ma,tter prcelio by a battle, reperiebat 
he found hano oausam that this was the cause: quod 
because esset there was apud Germanos among the 
Gpmans ea consuetudo this custom, ut that maires-fa- 
milim eorum their matrons declararmt should declare 
sortibus by lots et and vatioinationibus by prophecies 
utrum whether esset it would be ex usu to their advan- 
tAgeneoneorRotprceUumth.at the battlecomwiittishould 
be ventured: eas [and] that they dicere said ita to this 
eSect: non esse fas that it was not fated Germanos for 
the Germans superare to gain the day, si if conienkissent 
they should contend pralio in battle ante novam lun am 
before the new moon. 

LI. Postridie on the following day ejus diei of that 
day Gasar Csesar reliquit left prcesidio as a protection 
utrisque oastris to both camps quod what visum est 
seemed esse to be satis sufficient, constituit he placed 
omnes alarios all his auxiliaries in conspeoiu in siglit 
liostiwn of the enemiesy>ro castris minoribus in front of 
the lesser Gamp, quod because minus valebat he was less 
strong rnultitudine in the multitude militnm Isgionario- 
rum of his legionary soldiers yironumdro compared with 
the number hostium of the enemies, ut that uteretur he 
might use alariis his auxiliary troops ad speeiem for 
a show. Ipse himself, tripliei instruata acie having 
irawn upa three-fold line of battle, aecewt approached 
usque ad castra up to the camp hostium of the enemies. 
Turn then demum at length Oermani the Germans 
neeessario by compulsion eduxerunt led out suas eopicts 
their forces oastris from the camp, eonstUueruntque and 
posted them generatim by their tribes, pwrihusque 
intervaUis and at equal intervals, Hurudes Haru- 
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diaiis, Mareomannos Marcomannians, Triboooos TA- 
boociaas, Van§ioiiesNa,iigioii\m.B,Netmtes Nemetians, 
Sedusioshedasieins,8uevosSvLevmns,ci>'oumdedenintqm 

and they surrounded omnem aoiem suam all their line 
rhedis with carriages et earns and carts, ne qua spes 
that nohopere/ing'Mer^twrmight heleft infuga inflight. 
Eo thereon imposuerunt they set mulieres their women, 
qua who flen tesweepingpassiscrinibus with dishevelled 
hair, implorahant implored milites the soldiers profieis- 
centes as they set forth ad prcelium to battle, ne trade- 
rent not to give up se them in serviiutem into servitude 
Romanis to the Komans. 

LII. OcBsar Gioswcprafecit appointed hgatos heutS' 
nants et and qimstorem a quaestor dngulos each singuUs 
legionibus to each legion, uti that quisque each man 
haberet might have eosthem testes as witnesses to® vir- 
tutis of his valour. Ipse himself oommisit began pro: 
Hum the battle a dextro cornu on the right wing, quod 
because adverterat he had perceived earn partem, that 
that part hnstiumottho eneniiesessewasminime/innam 
the least firm. Itii acriter so fiercely nostri did our 
men feoerunt make impetum an assault in hostes on the 
enemiessiy^mdatowhenthesignal wasgiven; hostesque 
and the enemies proourrerunt rushed forwards ita re- 
pente so suddenly celeriterque and speedily ut that non 
daretur there was not allowed spatium room conjiciendi 
for casting pila their javelins tn hostes against the ene¬ 
mies. Rejeotis piUs having cast away their javelins, 
pugnatum est they fought eominus hani to hand gladiis 
with their swords. At but Germani the Germans/«cta 
phalange having formed a phalanx oeleriter with speed 
ex eonsuetudine sua according to their custom, exoepe- 
runt received impetus the onset gladiorum. of their 
swords. Reperti stmt there were found oomplures 
nostri several of our soldiers qui who insiUrent leapt 
w phalangasnpon the phalanxes,and rereUerent tore 
down seuta the shield sirwuiifras with their hands, and 
‘m.lnsrarentwomid.eA Axemdesuper from above. Quum 
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when aoies the line JiosUum of the enemies pulsa esset 
had been repulsed a sinidm eornu from the left wing, 
atqw and eonversaintnaAinfuijam toAigkt,premebant 
they pressed nostram a<Aem our line vehementer vio¬ 
lently a dextro cornu on the right wing multituiine by 
the multitude suorum of their men. Quum when Pub¬ 
lius Grctssus Publius Crassiis, CLdolesccns a young man 
qui who commanded equitatutbe cavalry, ani- 

madvertisset had perceived id th&t, quod because jrat 
he was expeditior more disengaged qtiam than hi those 
quiwho vcrsubuntur WQTQ occupied inter acwin amid 
the fight,_mw 2 ih« sent tertiam aciem the third line sub- 
sidio as aid Tiostrii* to our men lubortintibus who were 
toiling. 

Lin. Ifa thus prcelium the battle restitutum est 
was renewed, atque and omnes hostes all the enemies 
verterunt turned terga their backs, neque destiteruiU 
and did not cease fugere to Aeepriusquamhefore that 
pervenerintthey arrived ad flwmen Rhenum at the river 
Rhine, cireitev quinquaginta milliapassuum about fifty 
thousand paces ex eo Jiooo from that place. Ibi there 
nerpauoi very few of them, aut either covfisi trusting 
viribus to their strength,eonienderunt stiovetransnatare 
to swim over, aut or repererunt found sibitor themselves 
salutem. safety lintribus inventis in barges wliieh they 
discovered. In Ms among these erat was Ariovisius 
Ariovistus, qui who, naetus having met withnaviouJani 
a little bark deligatam bound ad ripam to the bank, 
vrofugit fled ea in it: equites nostri our horsemen con- 
sequuii following up reliquos omnes all the rest, interfe- 
cerunt slew them. Fuerunt there were ducBuxores two 
wives Ariovisti of Ariovistus, una one Sueva a Suevian 
nationehy nation, quamwhomeduxerathehad brought 
seeum with him ah domo from home; altera the other 
Noricaawoman of Noricurn, soror sister regis Vooionis 
of king Vocio, quam whom duxerat lie had married in 
QcMia in Gaul, missam who had been sent a fratre by 
her brother. Uisrcequehothpe'rierunt'periArcdmeafiiga, 
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in that flight. Duos Jili(s two daughters Atjruw of these 
altera one occisa est was slain, altera the other capta 
«st was taken. Gaius FaZem^ProciZte Cains Valerius 
Procillus, quumwhentraheretur he was dragged acus- 
todihus by his guards inintheflight-vinctu^ bound 
trinis cateids with three chains,iwoidit lights in 
upon Ceesar ipsum himselfpersequentem pursuing hastes 
the enemies eqwitatu with the caval^ 3 ^ Qua quidem res 
which thing indeed (Zttxii# caused C'issari to Cffisar non 
minorem voluptatem no less pleasure quam than ipsa 
victoria the viotoryitself, quod because videbat he saw 
hominernhonestissimumfim most honest man^rotjinoh® 
Gallia of the province of Gaul, suum familiarem his 
own familia,r [friend] et hospitem and guest, erejdum 
saved e manibus out of the hands hostium of the ene¬ 
mies,ivstitM/-M)» and restored sibi to himself, neque nor 
foHuna had fortune deminuerat diminished quidquam 
svy thing ejuscalamtate by his aAl&mitydetantavolup- 
tate from so much pleasure et gratulatione&ni congra¬ 
tulation. Is he dieebat told them se prasente that in 
liis own presence consullum it had been consulted ter 
three times de se about him sortibus by lots,Mfr«>n whe¬ 
ther statim vecaretur he should immediately be put to 
death igni by fire, an or reservaretur be kept in aliud 
tempus for another time; se thet he'esse vi&sincolumetn 
safe benejieio by the favour sortium of the lots. Item 
also Marcus Mettius Marcus Mettius repertus est was 
found et and reductus brought back ad eum to him. 

LIV. Hoopralto wMnciato when this battle was told 
traus Rhenuni beyond the Rhine, Suevi the Suevians, 
qui ^havener ant had come ad ripas to the banks if 
of the Rhine, cceperunt began rmrti to return domum 
home: quos whom perterritos in their terrified state, 
Ubii the Ubii, qui who inoolunt dwell proximi nearest 
to Bkenum the Rhine, insequuti pursuing, oeeiderunt 
slew magnum numerum a great number ex Ms of them. 
Gaisar 0^sa.r eorifectis duobus having finished two 
wars maximis of the greatest importance (estate in 
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one summer, paullo maturius rather earlierg^aain than 
tempM tire season anni of the jeaipostulabatreqpired, 
deduccit led off exercitum, hLs army in Jdherna into win¬ 
ter quarters in Sequanos among the Sequani; prafecit 
he appointed Laldemtn Labienus hibernis over the 
winter quarters: ipse himself profeotiis est set out in 
Oiteriorem Oalliam into Hither Gaul ad oonnentus 
agendas to hold the assemblies. 


|§ook II. 

I. Quum when Gasar Osesar was in Giteriore 
Gallia in Hither Gaul in Jiibernis in winter quar¬ 
ters ita so uti as supra demonsiravimm we have 
shown above, arebri rumores frequent rumours affere- 
bantur were brought ad eum to him, itemque and 
also eertior Jiehat he was informed Uteris by the 
letters Labieni of Labienus, omnes Belgai that all 
the Belg®, quam which dixeramus we had said esse 
was tertiam partem the third part Gallia of Gaul, 
conjurare were conspiring contra populum Roinanum 
against the Roman people, dareque and were giving 
obsides hostages inter se among themselves ; has that 
these esse were causas the causes oonjurandi of con¬ 
spiring : primum first quod because vererentur they 
feared ne lest, Omni Gallia paoata all Gaul being 
appeased, noster exereitus o\ir&vmjadduceretiirsiiovldi 
be led ad eos against them: deinde then quod because 
sollicitarentur they were solicited ab nonnullis Qallis 
by some of the Gauls: partini partly qui those who, 
•at as noluerant they had been unwilling Oermanos 
that the Germans •versari should busy themselves 
diutius any longer in Gallia in Gaul, ita in the same 
way vwleste fereh.int bore it impatiently exercitum 
that the army populi Romani of the Roman people 
hieinare should winter atque and inveteraseere become 
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habitaabediA Qallia ia Gaul, partim partly gwi those 
who mobiUtate through changeahleness«tand 
liffhtuess animi of mind studebant were eager novis 
imperiis for new governments ; ab nonnuUis by some 
etiam also, quod because regno, kingdoms vulgo 
generally ocvupabantur were seized a potentiorihus by 
the more powerfulin Gaul,^^^g^/cand7i'^5those 
qui who hahebant had faoultaUs means ad oonducendos 
homines for levying men, qui and who poterant were 
able minus/actfo less easily consw/wi to accomplish earn 
rem that affair in imperio nostro under our govern¬ 
ment. 

TI. Gasar Osesar oommotus being roused its nunciis 
by these messengers Uterisque and letters, conseripsU 
levied duas novas leghnes two new legions in Giteriore 
Oallia in Hither Gaul, et and, inita astate at the 
beginning of summer, misit sent Quintmn Pedium 
Qmntiis Pedius. legation his lieutenant, qui deducerei to 
lead them in interiorem Qalliam into the interior of 
Gaul. Ipse liimself, quum when ^primam first inoiperet 
there began esse to be copui plenty pabuli of goth, venit 
came ad e.veroitnm to the army: dat he gives nego- 
tium a commission Senonibus to the Senones, reliquis- 
qtie Qallis 8,n(l to the rest of the Gauls, qui who erant 
were finitimi bordering PeJgis on the Belgse, uti cog- 
nosoant to take notice qua what things gerantur are 
being done apud eos among them, faciantque^ and to 
make se himself oertiorem acquainted de his rebus 
concerning these things. H.i they omnes all nuncio- 
verunt reported constanter uniformly, matius that 
bands cogi were being collected, exereitum an army 
oondnci was being assem'ded in unum locum into one 
place. I'nm vero but then non existimmit he did not 
think'it dubitandum to he doubted quin but thatgjro- 
fioUeeretur he should set out ad ws against them [die 
duodedmoon the twelfth day]. Refrumentaria provisa 
the affair of provisions being provided,^ mowf he 
moves castra the camp, pervenitque and arrives dieous 
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qiiindedm cireiter in about fifteen days ad fines on the 
borders Belgarum of the Belgse. 

III. Quitrn when venisset he had come eo thither (fo 
impronso on a sudden celeriusque and sooner omiii 
opinione tha,n all expectation, Bemi the Remi, gat who 
sunt are prowimi the nearest Gallia to Gaul ex Belgis 
of the Belgse, miserunt sent legates ambassadors ad 
eum to him, looium Icoius et and Antebrogium Ante- 
brogiuSijirwiOi the first men civitatis oi the state, qui 
dieerent to say permiUere that they gave up se them¬ 
selves suaque omnia and all their goods in fidem into 
the faith atque and.potestatem fovtexpopuli Romani of 
tbe Roman people, neque se oonsensisse and that they 
had not joined themselves cum rel/iqms Belgis with the 
rest of the Belgai, neque nor conjurasse conspired 
omnino at all contra populum Romanum against the 
Roman people; paratosque esse and were prepared et 
both (Pareto give obsides hostages et and faeere to exe¬ 
cute imperstta his commands, et and reoipere to 
receive them oppidis in their towns, et and juvare to 
supply them friimento with corn caterisqiie rebus and 
with the other things [needful]: reliqnos omnes Belgas 
that all the remaining Belgse e-sscwereinarmis in arms, 
Oermanosqtie and that the Germans qui who incolunt 
live sis Rhenmn on this side the Rhine, oonjumvisseliad 
joined sese themselves cum his with these; taiitamque 
and so great esse •wasfurorem the infatuation eorMm 
omnium of all of them, ut that ne Suessiones quidem 
not even the Suessiones potuerint could deterrere 
dci&cfratres smo.s their brothers consanguineosque and 
kinsmen, qui who utantur enjoy eodem. jure the same 
jurisdiction et and iisdem legibus the same laws, 
habeantque and have unum imperium one govern¬ 
ment wfium magfsira^Mm and one magistrate CMW ipns 
with themselves, quin consentirent from making a 
league cum his with them. 

IV. Quum when quareret ha asked ah his from 
these qua eivitates what states, quantcsque and how

powerful, essent were in armis in arms, et and rpwd 
what possent they could do in hello in war, reperiebat 
he found sic as follows: plerosque Belgas that most 
of the Bel gee esse ortos were sprung ah Oermanis 
from the <1 ermans, transduotosque and having beenled 
across Rlienwn the Rhine antiquitus in former days, 
propter on account offertilitatem the fertility loci of 
the place, had settled there, expulisseqne 

and expelled Gallos the Gauls, qui who inooluerent in¬ 
habited ea looa those places, esseque and were solos 
the only ones qui who, memoria in the memory nos- 
trorvm pat rum of our fathers, ofnni Gallia vexata 
when all Gaul was troubled, prohihuerint prohibited 
Teutones the Teuton! Gimbrosque and the Oimbri in- 
gredi from entering intra sues fines within their terri¬ 
tories. Qua ex re from which thing fixri that it 
resulted uti that memoria from the memory earum 
rerum of those things sumerent they assumed sibi to 
themselves magnam auctoritatem. great authority, 
magnosque spiritus and great spirit in re militari 
in military affairs. Bemi the Remi dicebant said 
that they habere had explorata explored omnia all 
things de numero concerning the number eorum of 
them; propterea on this account quod that conjuncti 
being \o\nedL propinquitatibus by connections affini- 
tatibusque and by relationships, cognoverint they knew 
quantam muUiiudinem what number quisque_ each 
vollioitus sit had promised in cornmnni aondlio in tlie 
common council Belgarum of the Belgse ad id helium 
to that war. Bdlovaoos that the %el\ovaaiplurimum 
valere were most influential inter eos among them, et 
both virtute by their valour et and auotoritate by au¬ 
thority et and numerohy the number hominum of their 
men { hos that these could confioere collect millio. 
armata centMm a hundred thousand armed men, polU- 
citos that they had promised electa chosen ex eo nu¬ 
mero fromfhaknnmhersexaginta millia sixty thousand, 
postulareaue and demanded sibi for themselves 
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perium the chief command totius b&Ut of the whole 
war. Suessiones that the Suessiones ease were suos 
finitimos their neighbours; posndere that they pos- 
sessedayros lands latissimos most wide feraoissimosqae 
and most fruitful. Apud eos that among them fuisse 
was regem a king, etiam even nostra memoria within 
our recollection, Divitiaous, potentissimum 

the most powerful totius Gallia of the whole of Gaul, 
qui who ohtinuerit held imperium the chief command 
quani not only magna partis of a great part harum 
regionum of these countries, turn etiam but also 
Britannia of Britain: nune that now Galbant Galba 
ess3 was regem their king, ad htine that to him,propter 
on account of justitiam his justice pru'lentiamque 
and his prudence, deferri was referred veluntate by 
the consent omnium of all smnmum the chief com¬ 
mand, totius belli of the whole war: habere that they 
had oppida towns numero in number duodeoim twelve, 
poUioeri that they had promised quinquaginta millid 
armata fifty thousand armed men. Nervios that the 
Nervii, qui who habeantur are considered maxime feri 
the most fierce inter ipsos among them, absintque 
and are distant longissime the farthest, totidem [had 
promised] the same number Atrebates that the Atre- 
bates [liiid promised], quindeoim millia fifteen thou¬ 
sand ; Amhianos the Ambiani Aeoem millia ten thousand; 
Morinos the Morini viginti quinque millia twenty-five 
thousand; Menapios the Menapii nouem millia nine 
thousand; Caletos the Oaleti decern millia ten thou¬ 
sand ; Velocasses the Velocasses et and Veromanduos 
the Veromandui totidem the sainenumber; Aduatuaos 
the Aduatuoi viginti novem millia twenty-nine thou¬ 
sand ; arbitrari and that they thought Gondrusos that 
the Oondrusi, Ehurones the Eburones, Garasos the 
C®r®3i, Peemanos and the Poemani, qui who appel- 
lantur&re called muo nomine hyonename Qermani Ger¬ 
mans, ad quadraginta millia as many as forty thousand, 
V. Gcesar Geosar, cohortatus having exhorted Remts 
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the Remi, liberaliterque prosequutus and having 
touched upon them liberally oratione in his speech, 
jus'dt ordered omnein senatum all the senate eonve- 
nire to come together ad se to him, liherosqve and the 
cliildren prinaipum of the chiefs adduci to be brought 
ad se to him ohsides as hostages. Qua omnia all 
which things facta sunt were done diligenter diligently 
ah his by them ad diem to the day. Ipse himself, 
eohortatus having exhorted Divitiaoum Divitiacus 
jEduum the .^Eduan magno opere with great earnest¬ 
ness, doaet informs him quanto opere how greatly 
intersit it is to the interest reipubliea of the republic 
oommunis’jue salutatis and of the common safety mawMS 
that the bands hostium of the enemies distineri should 
be kept separate, ne lest eonfligendum sit it should be 
necessary to figbt cum tanta multvtudine with so great 
a multitude uno tempore at one tioie. Id that this 
posse can fieri be done, si if Mdui the iEdui intro- 
duxerint shall lead suas capias their iorae& in fines into 
the territories Bell waoorum of the Bellovaci, et and 
caepeiint begin populari to lay waste eorum agros 
their fields. His mandatis with these commands, 
dimittit he dismisses eum him ah se from himself. 
Poslquam after that vidit he saw omnes copias all the 
forces Belgarum of the Belgse venirre were coming ad 
se to him coaotas being collected in unum locum into 
one place, oognovitque and learnt ab his exploratorihus 
from those spies quos whom miserat he had sent, et 
and ah Bends from the Remi, nee [non] jam longe 
abesse that they were now not far distant, maturavit he 
hastened transducere exereitum to lead his army over 
jiumen Axonam the river Axona, quod which est is in 
extremis finibus in the extreme territories Remorum of 
the Remi, atque sradpomit placed ihi there castra his 
camp. Quae res which act et both muniebat protected 
unum latus one side castrorum of the camp ripis by 
the banks fluminis of the river, et and reddehat ren¬ 
dered quee those which essent were post eum behind

him tuta safe ah kostibus from the eaemies, et 
and effeeiebat brought it to pass ut that omwmeatus 
provision posset could sine perioulo without danger 
portari be brought ad eum to him ab Remis hum the 
Remi reliquisque oivitatibus and the remaining states. 
In eoflumine on that river erat was pons a bridge ; 
ibi tliere ponit he places prcesidium a guard, et and in 
altera parte at another part fluminis of the river re- 
linquit he leaves Quintum Tiiunum Sahimtm Quin¬ 
tus Titurius Sabinus legatuni his lieutenant oum sex 
cohortibus with six cohorts. Jubet he gives orders 
munvre to fortify eastra the camp vallo with a rampart 
in altitudinem to the ’height duodeoim pedum of twelve 
feet fossaque and a trench duodeviginti pedum of 
■eighteen feet. 

VI. Ab Ms oastris from this camp oppidum a town 
Remorum of the Eemi, nomine by name Bibrax Bibrax, 
aberat was distant millia passuum ooto eight miles. Id 
that place Belgce the Belgm eoeperunt began oppugnare 
to storm ex itinere on their march magno impetu with 
great violence. Sustentatum est it was sustained cegre 
with difficulty eo die on that day. Oppugnatio the 
mode of storming est is eadem the same Gallorum oi the 
Gauls atque and Belgarum of the Belgse. Ubi wdien, 
multitudme a multitude hominum of men oircumjeeta 
having been placed round totis mcenihus all the w'alls, 
lapides stones ecepti 5MnJ have begunjaoi to be thrown 
undique from all sides in murum against the wall, 
murusque and the wall nudatus est is stripped defen- 
soribus of the defenders, testudine fada having made 
a testudo, suocedunt they come up under portas the 
gates subruuntque and undermine murum the wall. 
Quod which turn then jiebat was done facile easily. 
Nam for quum whereas tanta muUitudo so great 
a number oonjioerent were throwing stones ac and 
tela darts, mdli erat no one had •po testae the power 
eonsistendi of standing in muro on the wall. Quum 
whan nox night feeisset had made finem an end 
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oppugnandi of attacking, laoius Iccius, Remus a 
Reman summa nohilitate of the higliest rank et gratia 
and interest inter suos among his countr 3 'men, qui 
who turn then praerat was in command oppido over 
the town, unus one ex his out of those qui who vene- 
rant had come legati as ambassadors depace concern¬ 
ing peace ad Gcesarem to Caesar, mittit sends nuncios 
messengers ad eum to him, nisi that unless subsidium 
aid suhmittatur be sent sibi to him, sese himself non 
posse is not able sustinere to maintain his post diutius 
any longer. 

VII. OcBsar Caesar, usus using iisdem the same dueibus 
for guides qui who venerant had come nunoii as mes¬ 
sengers ab Iceio from Iccius, mittit sends eo thither 
de media noete about the middle of the night Numi- 
das some Numidian et Gretas sagittarios and Cretan 
archers et and Baleares funditores Balearian slingers 
subsidio as a reinforcement oppidanisto the townsmen, 
quorum adoentu by whose arrival et both studium the 
xes.o\uiion propugnandi of defending themselves cum 
spe with the hope defensionsis of defence accessit was 
added Bemis to the Remi et and de eadem, causa from 
the same cause spes the hope potiundi oppidi of gain¬ 
ing the town discessit departed hostibus from the 
enemies. Itaque therefore morati having delayed 
paullisper a short time apud nppidum before the 
town depopidatiqw and liaving laid waste agros the 
fields Remorum of the Remi, incensisque omnibus vicis 
and having set fire to all the villages csdijiciisque and 
houses qucB which poterant they could adire come 
near to, contenderunt they marched omnibus eoptis 
with all their forces ad castra to the camp Gessaris of 
Caesar et and posuerunt placed castra their camp 
minus duobus millibuspassuum less than two miles off. 
Qu<s castra which camp ut significahatur as appeared 
furm by the smoke atque ignibus and by the fires 
vatd)ant extended amplius more octo millibuspassuum 
than eight miles in latitudinem in length. 
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VIII. Gcesar Cs&s&xprimo at first,both^rc^for on 
account of multitudinem the great number hostium of 
the enemy et ‘Andipropter on account of eximiam opi- 
ninaem the extraordinary reputation virtutis of their 
valour, statuit resolved supersedere to abstain pralio 
from battle; tamen nevertheless veriditahatur he es¬ 
sayed [solieitationibus by attacks] qiwtidie daily eques- 
triSus prcabw in skirmishes of cavalry, what ftosfis 
the enemy posset could do virtute in valour et and quid 
what nostri our men auderent would venture. Ubi 
when intellexit he perceived nostros that our men 
non esse were not in feriores inferior, loco on.s, spot j3 ro 
caslris before the camp opportuno opportune atque 
idoneo and fit natura by nature ad aeiein instruen- 
dam to draw up a line of battle, {quod because is collis 
that hill, ubi where castra tbe camp yiosita erant was 
placed, elevated pauUuLum a little ex planitie 

out of the plain, patebat extended adversus in front 
tiintum loci as much of space in latitudinem in width 
quantum as aoies the army instructa drawn up pote- 
rat could oceupare occupy, et hahebat and had de- 
jeetus descents ex utraque parte on either part hderis 
of side et and in fronte in front lenitur fastigatus 
gently sloping, redibat fell back pnullulum a little 
adplanitiein to the plain) ab utroque latere from either 
side ejas collis of that hill obduxtt he traced out trans - 
vm'aw/ossum a transverse ditch circiter quadringen- 
tonimpassuum of about four hundred pacss [in length] 
et and ad extremas fossas at the extreme ends of the 
ditches oonstituit placed castella castles, ibique and 
there eollocavit he placed tornienta engines, ne lest, 
quum when intruxisset he had drawn up acimn his 
line, hastes the enemy, quod because iantum poterant 
they were so powerful multitudine in numhex,possent 
might be able fighting ab lateribus on the 

flanks ciroumBmire to surround suos his own men. 
Hoe facto this being done, duabus hgionibus with the 
two legions quas which^roa;twis he had

jastlevied passent [that] they might dmi be led npmh- 
sidio as a reinforcement qua anywhere, conslituit he 
placed reliqms sex. legiones the remaining six legions 
pro eastris before the camp in, acie in line of battle. 
Hastes the enemies item also mstruxerant had drawn 
up suas capias their lOrces eduetas led forth ex castris 
out of the camp. 

IX. AVnt there w&a palus Skmornsa-nonmagna of no 
great extent inter nostrum [exeroitum] between our 
army atque and kostium that of the enemy. Hastes 
the enemies expecbabant waited to see si if nostri 
our men transirent should cross hano this: nostri 
autem but our men, si if initium a beginning transe- 
undi of crossing should be made ah illis by them, 
parati erant were prepared in armis in arms ut aggre- 
dereniur to attack them impeditos whilst in disorder. 
Interim in the meantime, contendebatur there was a 
struggle prcelio equestri in a cavalry battle inter duas 
tides between the two lines. f7t»i when a^wtri neither 
fadunt make initium a beginning transeundi ot 
crossing, pralio the battle eqnitum of cavalry seeundi- 
ore being more favourable mstris to our men, Oiesar 
Cffisar reduxit Led back sms bis men in castra into 
the camp. Hostes the enemy protinus immediately 
oontenderunt marched ex eo looo from that place ad 
flumm Axonam to the river Axona, quod wliicli de- 
monslratum est has been shown esse to be post nostra 
castra behind our camp. Ibi there vadis repertis 
having found a ford, aonati sunt they endeavoured 
transducere to lead across partem, a part suarum 
copiarum of their forces, eo consilio with this design 
ut that si if possent they could, expug.nar.ent they might 
storm castellum the castle cur over n^hich ^‘uvntus 
Titurius Quintus Titurins legatus the lieutenant 
erat was in command, interseinderentque and cut on 
pontem the bridge; st but if minus.potuissent they 
should not be able, popularenMv theymight lay waste 
agros the fields Bemorum of the Eemi qui who erant 
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were magno usui of great use nobis to us ad geren- 
dum oellum for carrying on the war, prohU>erenique 
and might cut off nostros our, men comtiieatu fromi 
their communications. 

X. CcBsar C.8esar, oertior faatus having been in¬ 
formed ab Titurio by Titurius, transduoit leads over 
oontem the bridge omnem equitatum all his cavalry 

Awmifte and Numidians levis armalurce ol light 
armour, funditores slingers sagittariosque andarehers, 
atque and contendit marches ad eos against them. 
Pugnatum est the battle was fought aeriter fiercely 
in eo loco in that place. Nostri our men aggressi 
attacking hastes the enemies impeditos disordered m 
ftwmine in the river, oceiderunt slew magnum numerum 
a great number eo7-um of them. Beliquns the. rest, 
aonantes endeavouring audacissirne most audaciously 
transire to cross per corpora eorum over their bodies, 
repuUrunt they repulsed multitudine by a multitude 
telorwm of darts; primes the foremost, qui who tran- 
sierant had crossed, dreumventos surrounded equitatu 
by their oaval interfeeerunt they cut to pieces. 
Ubi when hastes the enemies intellexeruiit perceived 
spem that their hope fefellisse se had deceived them 
et botli de expugnaiido opnido of storming the town 
et and de fiumine transesindo of crossing the river, 
neque viderunt and did not see nostros our men pro- 
gredi come forward in locum iniquiorem into a more 
unfavourable place causa for the purpose pugnandi of 
fighting, atque &ndi. [when] res/'rumewtoncs the supply 
of provisions ccepit began dedoere ipsos to fail them, 
coustituerunt tliey resolved, conoiKo eonvocato having 
called a council, esse that it was optimum best qtient 
que tliat each reverti should return darrmm suam to his 
own home, et and eonve^drmt that they should come 
togetiier undique from all sids s ad eos defendendas 
to defend those qum-unv in fines into whose territories 
Romani the Romans introduxissent should lead (S»- 
eraitum their army primuni first; ut that decodarent 
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they might fight rather iw suis Anibus-within 

their own borders quam than in alienis within tnose 
of others, et and uterentur that they might use copits 
domestiois their domestic means rei frumentaria ior 
supplying provisions. Hteo quoque ratio this argu¬ 
ment also,CM«i reliquis causis together with their other 
reasons, deduwit led eos them ad earn sententiam to 
that plan, quod because cognoverant they had learnt 
Dimiiacum. that Divitiacus atqu& and ^duos the 
..^diii appropinquare were approaching finihus to the 
borders Belhvacorum of the Bellovaci. Non poterat 
it was not possible his persuaderi for these tribes to be 
persuaded vd morarentur to delay diutim longer neque 
ferrent and not bear auxilium aid suis to their friends 
XI. Ha re that mottoxconstituda having beensettled, 
egressi having gone out castrisixoxa. their OHvnpseounda 
vigilia in the second watcii magno cum strepitu with 
great noise ac tumultu a d tumult, nuUo eerto ordine 
without any fixed order, neque imperio nor authority, 
qwum whilst quisque each peteret tried to get mrimum 
locum the first place itineris of the march sibi for him¬ 
self, et and properaret was in a hurry pervenire to 
arrive domum home, feoerunt they brought it to pass 
ut that profectio their depa.rture videretur appeared 
qonsimilis similar fugce to a flight. C(Bsar Cmsar statim 
immediately hac re cogniia having learnt this fact^^r 
speeulatores by his scouts, ves-itus fearing insidias an 
ambush, qttod because nondum perspexerathe had not 
yet seen qua de causa from what cause discedereiit 
they were departing, continuit \&gteosereitum the army 
equitatiimque and cavalry castris within his camp. 
Prima luce at the first dawn, re eonfirmata when the 
fact had been confirmed ah exphratorihis by his 
acavd&,prmmisit he sent forward omnem equitatum all 
his cavalry, qui moraretur to delay novissimum agmm 
their rear-guard. Bis over theaoprcefeoit he appointed 
legates lieutenants Quintum Pedium Quintus Pedius 
ei and Lumm, Aurtinculmm Ooitam. Lucius Auruu- 
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culeius Cotta, t/itssti he commanded Titum Ldbienwn 
Titus Labienus legatum the li utenant suhsequi to 
foUow beliind cum tribus legionibus with three legions. 
Hi these adorti having attacked not)i#smos the last of 
ihem et raid, prosequuti haying pursued them multa 
tnilliit passuum many miles, oonoidernnt cut to pieces 
magnum multitudiaem a, great multitude forum, o{ 
them fugientium fleeing, quum- whilst ab extrema 
agmine in the rear-guard ad quos those to whom ven- 
tiim erat-they had come, consisterent stood their 
groundj sustiiierentque and sustained fortitet with 
hmverj impetuin the attach nostrorum militum of onr 
soldiers; priores hnt the foremost (quod because vide- 
rentur they seemed abesse to be away a, p&riculo from 
the danger, neque continerentur and were not kept 
together ulla~ necessitate by any necessity neque im- 
perio or authority), exaudito clamore when they heard 
the clamour, perturbatis ordinihus their ranks being, 
thi’own into disorder, omnes all ponerent placed 
diwm protection sibi for themselves in fuga in flight. 
Ita thus sine uUo perieulo without any danger nostri 
our men interfeoerunt slew tamtam multitudinem so. 
great a multitude eorum of them quantum as/Mtt was 
spatium the extent diei of the day: sub oooasumque 
and about the setting wiis of the sun destiterunt they 
left off receperuntque and withdrew se themselves in 
eastra into ttie camp, ut as erat imperaium had been 
eommanded. 

XII. Postridis on the morrow egus diei of that day 
C«sar Caesar priusquam before that hostes the enemies 
reciperent could recover se themselves ex terrore froTO. 
their terror ac fuga and flight, duxit led exercitum his 
urmy in fines into the territories Suessionum of the 
Suessiones, qui who erant were proximi nearest Remis 
to the Remi, et and magno itinere oonfecto havinis 

aeoomplishedalongmarch,«owtendiidirectedluscour8? 
adoppidum Noviodunum to the town of Noviodunuin'l, 
(Jonaius having endeavoured ex itinere on his maros>

eispugnare to take by storm id that town, quod which 
(mdiebai he heard esse to be vaoiium empty ah defen- 
sorihus of defenders, nonpoiuit he was unable expug- 
nare to take it by storm, propter latiiudinem on ac¬ 
count of the breadth fossa of the ditch, altitudmem- 
que and the height mui-i of the ws,ll,pauois defenden- 
tihus though few defended it. Castris munitis having 
fortified his camp, coepit he began agere to bring up 
vineas pent-houses, and to get together 

qua the things which erant were iisui of use ad op- 
pugnandum to attack the town. Interim meanwhile 
mrtnis muliitudo all the multitude Suessionum of the 
Suessiones aonvenit came together ex fuga from their 
flight in oppidum into the town proxima node the 
following night. Vineis the pent-houses celeriter actis 
having been speedily brought up a;^ ^iippidum to the 
town, aggere jaoto a rampart having beei: thrown up, 
turrihusque constitutis and towers built, Sodli the 
Gauls, perujoti-astonished magnitudine by the great¬ 
ness operum of the works, qua which neque viderant 
they had neither seen neque audierant nor heard, et 
and oeleritate by the speed Romanorum of the Romans, 
rmttunt send legatos ambassadors ad Oasarem. to 
Caesar de dediiione about a capitulation, et and peten- 
iibus Remis by the intercession of the Remi, ut that 
conservarentur their lives should be spared, irnpetrant 
thej’’ obtain their request. 

XIII. OasarGsbsa,i,obsidibusacoeptish&Ymgreoeived 
as hostages primis the chief men eivitatis of the state 
atque and duobus Jiliis two sons regie ipsius (falhaa 
of King Galba himself, armisque omnibus and all the 
arms ex oppido from the town traditis having been 
given up, aocepit received Suessiones the Suessiones in 
dediUomm to a surrender; duxitque and led exeroitum 
his.axmj in Bellovaous to the Bellovaci. Qui who qwim 
when oontuliss&nt se they had taken themselves suaque 
omnia and all their effects in oppidum into the town 
Rratuspantium of Bratuspantium, atque and Gasar 
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Gffisar abesset was distant cum exeroitu with the army 
droiter about quinque millia passuum five miles ah eo 
oppido from that town, omnes all majores naiu who 
were more advanced in age, egressi naving come out 
ex oppido from the town, eceperunt began tendere to 
stretch out tnanm their hat k ad Gtssarem to Caesar 
et and signijicare to signify i with their voice sese 
that they venire would come in ejus Jideni into his 
faith ac potestatem and power, neque contendere and 
would not contend armis in arms contra populum 
Bomanum against the Roman people. Item also 
q-uum when accessisset he had come ad oppidum to 
the tovfnponeretque and was pitching oastra his camp 
ibi there, pueri the boys mulieresque and the women 
passis manibus stretching out their hands ex muro 
from the wall, suo more according to their manner 
petierunt asked paoem peace ah Bomanis from the 
Romans. 

XIV. Pro his on behalf of these Divitiacus Diviti- 
aens (nam lore post discessum after the departure Bel- 
garum of the Belgse, eopiis the forces Mduorum of 
the ASdui dimissis being dismissed, reverterat he had 
returned ad eum to him)/«eif makes verba this speech: 
‘‘ Bellovacos that the Bellovaci fuisse had been omni 
tempore at all times in fide in the faith atque amicitia 
and friendship oivitdtis jBdum of the ./Eduan state : 
impulses that urged ah suis principibus by their chiefs 
(qui who dieerent said BSduos that the ASdui redactos 
reduced in servitutem to slavery a Oasare by Caesar 
perferreyirere enduring indignitates dilindignitieB 
contumeliasque and insults), et defeoisse they both had 
reyoltedab JEduis fromthe ASdui et undbellumintulisse 
had waged war populo Bomano on the Roman people. 
Qui that those who fuissent had been principes the 
originators hujus oonsilii of this course of action po- 
fugisse had fled in Britanniam into Britain quod 
because mtdligerent they perceived quantam oalami-

..iSldiii! pro his on their behalf begged itt utatur^ 

that lie would exercise sues oUrnentia his nietcyaet 
mantueimdine and clemency in eos towards thems: 
C'Mod which si feesrit ii he iidy amplijiaatnrurn-that 
he would extend auatoritatem the authority 
of thc^.®dui apud ornnes Belgas omovig adi the.Belg®>; 
quorum aiueiliis by whose aid atqiie opibus and.rev 
sources COthey were accustomed sustentare 
to support si qua hella whatever, wars: iudd^rint 
arose.”

reeeive CO* them in Jidem into faith et oonservaimum 
and save them: sed but gMod because civttas the, state; 
erat was magna auctoritate of great authority tricar 
Belgas&mong the Belgse andyractaAdtexceedfid 
nmititudine in the number hominum of its; people;. 
poposrit he demanded sexoentos obsides six .hundred- 
hostages. Bis traditis these having been given;iOm«i-t 
husque armis and all the arms ex .ojjpido izom the 
town coZZatis having been collected, pervenit hoarrived 
ab eo-looo from that place in into, the territories 
Ambianorum of the Ambiani, gwt who dediderunt. sue# 
rendered se themselves suaque omnia and allBiaiit 
goods «ne »nom without delay. iVerm the 
attingebant touched on corwm ymc* their terriberieB;: 
quorum de natwm concerning whose nature: 
g«<s. and manners Gmar Cffisar, quum -^hem qsmrerri,-

Quumque and 
since complures many ex deditieiis Belgis from the 
surrendered Belgse reliquisque Qallis and the rest of

culty, quum when prima legio the first legion venisset

time student do they give attention ei rei to that 
matter, sed bnt quidquid possunt whatever their power 
is, valent they are strong pedestribus copiis in infantry) 
quo in order th.a,t facilius impedirent they might more 
easily resist equitatum the cavalry yfwttmorum of their 
neighbours, si if venisset it should come ad eos to 
them causa for the salce preedandi of plundering, 
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ten&ris arhoribus with young trees inoisis cut atqw 
and orebris ramis the frequent branches inflexis being 
bent in latitudinem in a lateral direction, et and rubis 
briers sentibusque and thorns interjeotis being placed 
between, effeoerant had brought it to pass ut that ha 
sapes these hedges prceherent furnished munimenta 
defences instarmuri like awall, quo whitherwon modo 
notonly possetiiitrari could an entrance [not] be made, 
sedhntne perspici quidem [it could] not even be seen 
through. Quum whilst iter the march agrninis nostri 
of our army impediretur was impeded his rebus by 
these things, Nervii the Nervii iestimaverunt thought 
oonsilium that their plan non omittendum ought not 
to be let slip sihi by them. 

Natwra the nature loei of the place quern 
which nostri our men deligerant had chosen locum as a 
place oastris for the camp, erat hao was this. Oollis a 
hill deolivis sloping cequaKter squslljahsummofromthe 
top vergebat reached adjlumen Sabimto theriver Sabis 
quod which noniinavimtis we have named supra above.

the baggage totius exercitus of the whole array; 4Mrfe 
then dum legiones two legions which conscripts

and were prasidio as a guard impedimentis to the 
baggage. Equites nostri our cavalry, cum funditorihus 
with the stingers sagittariisque andtbe archers, trans- 
gressi having crossed Jiumen the river, commiserunt 
joined pralium battle cum equitatu with the cavalry 
JiosUum of the enemy. Quum when illi they recipe- 
withdrew se themselves ideniidem every now and 
then ad sms to their men in silvas into the woods, ac

eedentes them retreating iong'iws farther quam than quern 
ad finem the limit to which porreeta the outspread ac 
aperta loca and open places pertinebant reached; in- 
terim in the meanwhile legiones sex the six legions', 
which venerant had come prims brst, opere di- 
ntenso having measured out the work, began 

munire to fortify oastra the camp, tfbi when prima 
impedimenta the first baggage nostri exercitus oi our 
army visa sunt was seen ab his by those who late- 
bant were lying abditi hidden in silvis in the woods,

Jfrthese propter on account oi propinquitatem the 
nearness et oeleritatem and quickness hostium of the 
enemy, nihil jam speotabant did not now wait for im- 
perinm the command Omsaris of Csesar; sed but per 
se of themselves administrahant executed qum what 
things videbantur seemed best. 

XXL 0(BsarGmisa.x,neoessariisrehus imperatis having 
given the necessary commands, deou currit mil dovm 
ad oohortandos milites to encourage the soldiers in 
quam partem into whatever part fors chance ohtuUt 
threw him, et and devenit arrived ad decimam Ugionem 
at the tenth legion. ObAorfatws having exhorted 
milites the soldiers non longiore oratione by no longer

whom scripsimus we have written supra above, quum 
when venirent they were coming omnibus copiis with 
all their forces auxilio as an aid Nerviis to the Nervii, 
hae pugna this battle nunoiata being told, reserterunt 
returned ex itinere from their march domum home, 
cunctis oppidis all their towns castellisque and forts 
desertis being deserted; contulerunt they conveyed 
sua omnia all their goods in unum oppidum into one 
town munitum fortified egregie eminently natura by 
nature. Quod which quum when haberet it had ex 
omnibus partibus on all parts in dreuitu in its circuit 
altissimas rupee very high clifis despeetusque and pre¬ 
cipices, una ex parte on one side aditus an approach 
leniter aoclivis gently sloping relinquebatur was left 
in latitudinem to the breadth dueentorum pedum of 
two hundred feet non amplius not more: quern locum 
which place munerant they had fortified altissimo 
duplici muro with a very lofty double wall, turn then 
ooUooarant they had collected saxa atones magni pon- 
deris of great weight et andpraaautas trabes sh.irpened 
stakes in muro on the wall. Ipsi themselves erant were 
prognati sprung ex Oimbristiovn the CimbriTimtont*- 
que and the Teuton!; qui who, quum when faeerent 
ttiey were makingiter a journey innostramprovinciam 
into our province aique Italiam and Italy, Us impedi- 
mentis that part of the baggage rjum^hichnonpoterant 
they could not agere drive ac portare and carry tecum 
with them depodtis having been deposited dtrajhmien 
Ehenum beyond the river Rhine, reliquerunt left sex 
miUia hominum six thousand men ex suis of their own 
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una with iioustodice as a defence aoprmidio aiidguard. 
Bi thusepost obitum eorum after their destruction ex- 
agitati li a ving been harassed muUos annosm&nj y earsa 
finitimis by their neighbours,gwMm whilst alias at one 
time helium infer rent they waged war, alias at another 
defenderentr&geilediiiUlaMm waged againstthem,pace 
peace/acta being made conscresM by the consent eoruni 
omnium of all of them, delegerunt chose huno locum. 
this place domicilio as a settlement sibi for them- 
selve-i. 


XXX. Acandpnmoacii)c«tMonthefirstarrivalea;cv- 
citus nostri .oi our army faciebant they made orehras 
excursiones frequent sallies ex oppido from the town, 
conteiidebantque and contended cum nostris with our 
men parmdis praliis in small skirmishes: postea after¬ 
wards circutnmuniti when hemmed in vallo by a ram¬ 
part pedum duodecim of twelve feet, quindecim millium 
fifteen miles in circuitu in circuit, orehrisque castdlis 
and numerous towers, continehant they kept scsc them¬ 
selves oppido in the town. Uhi when vineis actis the 
mantlets having been brought \vp,aggere exstructo and 
a mound constructed, viderunt they saw turrim that a 
tower constitui was being made procul at a distance, 
primum first irridere they began to mock ex, muro 
from the wall atque and inorepitare to taunt them 
voeibus with words, ‘‘ Quo for what purpose tanta 
maohinatio was so great a machine institueretur being 
constructed ab tanto spatio at so great a distance? " 
“ Quibusnam manibus with what hands aut or qidbus 
i>in^>«6’witii what strength,pi’cEScrtij/iespeci ally hondnes 
being men tantulx siatura of so little stature [nani 
for Veritas nostra our shortness of stature est is ple- 
rumque for the most part oontemptui a subject of 
contempt Qallis hominibus to the men of Gaul pra 
magnitudine compared with the size corporum suorum 
of their own bodies), “ confiderent did they trust sese 
that tliey oollocare eould place turrim a tower tanti 
merit of so great weight in muros against tlie walls ? ’’ 
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XXXI. Ubivero but when vidm'untiXi&j saw it movere 
to move et and appropinquare approach mcenibus the 
walls, oommoti startled nova by the new atque and 
inusitata unaccustomed sight, mutfritret they sent 

ad Casarem to Ctesar legatos ambassadors de pane 
con Corning peace, qui who loquuti spoke adhunomodum 
in this manner: “ Se that they non existimare did not 
ttiink that the Romans gerere &«ZZMjn waged 

war sine ope dwtrtu without divine aid, qui who possent 
were able prornovere to move forward machinationes 
machines tanta altitu Unis of such great height taiita 
celeritate with so great speed et and pmgnare liglit ex 
pnipinquitate from close quarters: dixerunt they said 
"se that they perniittere gave up se themselves suaque 
omnia and all their goods eorum potestati to their 
power. Petere that they begged ac deprecari and 
entreated unum one thing: si liforte by chance,pro 
sua dementia according to his clemency ae mansue- 
tudine and humanity, quani which ipsi they audirent 
heard aii aids from others, statuisset he should have 
resolved Aduatucos that the AAn&taaiesseconservandos 
were to be spared, ne despoliaret not to deprives^them 
armis of their arms: fere omnes finitirfws that almost 
all tlieir neighbours esse inimicos were enemies sibi to 
them ac and invidere envied sum virtuti their valour: 
a quihus irom which now possent they could not defen- 
(Jere se defend themselves traditis armisti their aims 
weregivenup. Pr<*star«thatitwas better sihi for them, 
si it deekieerentur they should be reduced ineumoasum 
to that state, pati to euSer quamvis fort,unain any fate 
a populo Romano from the Roman people gotum than 
interfici to be slain per cnwiatum with torture ab his 
by those inter quos among whom oonsuessent they had 
been accustomed dominari to rule.” 

XXXII. to these [words] QmsarCsi^axrespon- 

dit answered, Se that he magis rather consuetudiue sua 
from his own habit quam than meriio eorum from their 
merit, eonservaturuM would save aivitatem the city si 
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if dedidissent they should have surrendered se them¬ 
selves priuf quam before that aries the ram attigisset 
should have touched murum the wall: sed but esse 
that there should be nullam oonditionem no terms 
detiittonis of capitulation nisi except armis trcuUtis 
their arms being given up: se that he faoturuni would 
do id the same quod which fecisset he had done in 
Nerviis in the case of the Nervii, impemturumque and 
would give orders yinitimis to the neighbouring [tribes]^ 
ne inferrent not to inflict i/uawt injuriam any injury 
deditiliis on the subjects populi Romani of the Roman 
people. Re nunciata the thing being reported ad suos 
to their countrymen, dixeruntthey said facere that they 
would do quiz whatever things imperarentur thnyvievn 
ordered. Magna multitudine a greatquantityamorww 
of arms jacta having been thro wndemuro from the wall 
infossam intoilie ditch qum which erat was ante oppi- 
dum before the town, sic so ut that aoervi the heaps 
armorum ol arms props almost admquarent equalled 
siiinmam altitudinem the greatest height muri of the 
wall aggerisque and of the mound, et tamen and yet 
tertia parte the third part circiter near about, ut as 
postea afterwards perspeotuin est was discovered, oelata 
iiaving been concealed atque and retenta retained in 
oppido in the town, portis the gates patefactis having 
b ;en thrown open, nsi sunt they enjoyed pace peace eo 
die on that day. 

XXXIII. Suh vesperum towards eveningdiwarCaBsar 
jussit oiiexed portns the gates claudi to be shut, 
militesque and the soldiers exire to go out ex oppido 
from the town, ne lest oppidani the townsmen acoipe- 
rewt should receive quam injuriam any injury noctuin 
tlie night ab. militibus from the soldiers. fZZt they 
inito eonsilio having entered into a plot ante before¬ 
hand, ut as intelleotum est it was perceived, gupd be¬ 
cause crediderant they had believed deditione facta 
that if a ca pitulation was made nostros our men ^duc- 
turos would draw off prasidia the garrison aut or 
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denique at length, servaturos would keep them indiU- 
gentius les^ diligently, jjartiwi some of them cum his 
armis wit'i those arms qua which retinuerani they had 
kept et celltverant and had hidden.jparim partly scutis 
with shields faotis made ex cortioe of bark aut or 
viminihus intextis of wattled twigs, qua which indux- 
erant they had covered subito on a sudden pellibus with 
skins, id as exeguitas the shortness temporis of time 
postulabat demanded, tertia vigilia in the third watch 
qua where asoensus the ascent videhatur appeared 
minime arduus least steep ad nostras munitiones to onr 
fortifications,made eruptionem a sally repen te 
on a sudden omnibus eopiis with all their forces ex 
oppido out of the town. Geleriter with speed, ut as 
Oasar Osesar imperarat had given orders ante before, 
signifioationeiutimaXion /i/efa having beenmadety»i6tjs 
by fires, conoursum est a concourse was made eo to 
that point ex proximis oastellis from the nearest forts, 
pugnatumque and the battle was fought ah hostibus by 
the enemy ita a order as fiercely ut as debuit it was fit 
pngnari for a battle to be fought a viris fortibus by 
brave men in extrema spe in the last hope salutis of 
safety, iniqm loco on unfavourable ground contra eos 
against those qui who jacerent were casting tela their 
weapons ex vall9 from a rampart turribusque and 
towers, quum seeing that omnis spes all hope salutis of 
safety oonsisteret consisted in una virtute in valour 
alone. Jd quatuor millia hominum as many as four 
thousand men ondsis having been slain, reliqui the 
rest rejeoti sunt were thrown back in oppidum into the 
town. Postridie on the morrow ejus diei of that day, 
refraotis portis the gates having been burst open, 
quum when jam now nemo no one defenderet was de¬ 
fending it, atoue and militihus nostris our soldiers 
intromissit having been let in, Casar Osesar vendidit 
sold umversam sectionem the whole lot ejus oppidi of 
that town. Ab his by those qui who emerant had 
bought, numerus the numhet eapitum of persons relatus 
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was reported ad eum to him millium triurn et quin- 
quaginta at fifty-three thousand. 

XXXIV. Eodem tempore at the same time faotus 
est certior he was informed a Publio Ovasso by Publius 
Crassus, quern whom miserat he had sent eum una 
legione with one legion ad Venetos to the Veneti, 
Vnellos the Unelli, Osismios the Osismii, Ouriosolitas 
the Ouriosolitse, Sesuvios the Sgsuvii, Aulercos the 
Aulerci, Rhedones and the Rhedones, qua vs’hich sunt 
are rnaritimee civitates maritime states, adtinguntque 
and touch on oceanum the ocean, omnes eas civitates 
that all those states redactas esse were reduced in 
ditionem under the sway potestatemque and power 
vopuli Romani of the Roman people. 

XXXV. His rebus gestis these achievements done, 
Omni Gallia pacata and all Gaul pacified, tan to opinio 
so high an opinion hujus belli of this w&rperlata est was 
carried ad harbaros to the barbarians uti that legati 
ambassadors mitterentur were sect ad Gcesarem to 
OsBsar ab his nationibus from those nations qiia which 
ineolerent dwelt trans Rhenum beyond the Rhine, qua 
which pollioerentur promised se that they daturas 
would give obsides hostages, faoturas and would do 
imperata the things commanded them; qmslegationes 
which embassies Otssar Caesar, quod because propera- 
bat he was hastening in Italian into Italy Illyricum- 
que and Illyricum,ordered reverti to come back 
ad se to him inita proxima astate at the beginning of 
the next summer. Ipse himself deductis legionilnis 
having led his legions in hibernis for winter quarters 
in Garnutes among the Carnutes, Andes^ the Andes, 
Turonesque and theTurones, gw® cwitatrs which cities 
erant were propinquu near his loeis to those places ubi 
where gesserathe had carried on helium the \ym,pro- 
feotus est set out in Italiam into Italv, ob easque res 
and for those exploits, from the letters 

of Cassar, supplioaiio a thanksgiving dies quindeeim 
during fifteen days deoreta est was decreed; quod 
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which [honour] aeeidit happened ni*Kt to no one ante 
id tempus before that time.

I. Quum when Cmsar Caesar profieiseeretur was 
setting out in Italiam into Italy, wzmt he sent Servium 
Oalbaw, Servius Galba cum legione duodeeima with. 
the twelfth legion et and parte part equitatus of the 
cavalry in Nantuates to the Naiituates, Veragros tho 
Veragri Sedunosque and the Seduni qui who pertinent 
stretch ah finihus from the frontiers Allobrogum of the 
Allobroges, et and laeu, Lemanno the lake Leman, et 
and flumine Bhodano from the river Rhone ad sum- 
mas Alpes to the tops of the Alps. r'Oausa the cause 
mittendi of sending fuit was, quod because volebat he 
wished iter that the way per Alpes through the Alps 
fatefieri should be laid open, quo by which mercatores 
the merchants consuerant had been accustomed ire to 
go magno ewmperieulo with great danger magnisque 
turn portoriii and by paying heavy tolls. Fermisit 
he gave commission huioto him, si if arbitraretur he 
should think opus esse that there was need, uti that 
oolloearet he should station legionem the legion in ns 
lods in those places causa for the sake hiemmidi of 
wintering. Oalba Galba, faetis aliquot secundis proe- 
Uis having fought some favourable ha.ttl.ea,expugnatis- 
quecomplurihuseorumeastellis and having taken many 
of theirfortresse8,misni’/«paijs when ambassadors had 
been sent ad eum to him undique from every side obsi- 
dibusque datis and hostages given et pace facta and 
peace made, constituit resolved oollocare to station duas 
cohortestwo cohorts in Nantuatibus among the Nan¬ 
tuates, et ipse and himself hiemare to winter cum 
reliquis eohortibus with the rest of the cohorts ^us 
legionis of that legion in vico in the town Veragrorum 
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of the Veragri qui-w\aah.app6llatur is called Octodurm 
Octodurus ; qui vims which town, podtus placed in 
vaUe iu a y&1l<ij,planioie with a plain non maqm not 
very great adjecta adjoining it, eontinetur is inclosed 
undique on every side alHssimU moniibus by high 
mountains. Quum since hie this [town] divideretur 
was divided in duas partes .h,to two parts flwnine by 
the river, concessit he gave over alteram partem one 
part ejus vioi of that town Qallis to tiie Gauls, alteram 
the other, relictam which had been left vacuam empty 
ah illis by them, attribuit he assigned cohortihus to tho 
cohorts ad hiemandum for wintering in. Munivit he 
fortified eum locum that place vailo by a rampart 
fossaque and a ditch. 

II. Quum when complures dies many days hihernorum 
of winter quarters transissent had passed, jussisseique 
and he had ordered frumenturn the corn comportari to 
be brought together eo thither, subito suddenly oertior 
factus est he was informed per exploratores by spies 
omnes that all disoessisse had departed noctu by night 
ex ea parteirom that part vid of the town quam which 
eonaesserat he had given up Qallis to the Gauls, mon- 
tesque and that the mountains qui which impenderent 
hung over teneri were held a maxima muUitudine by 
an immense number Sedunorum of the Seduni et 
Feragrorwn and of the Veragri. Id that acoiderat 
had happened aliquot de causis for many causes, ut 
that GaZZi the Gauls subito s^didonlyeonsiliumoaperent 
entertained the thought belli renovandi of renewing 
the war legionisque opprimenda and of crushing the 
legion: primum first, quod hecansepropter paudtat&m 
of its small number, despidebant they despised 
legionem the legion, neque earn plenissimarn and that 
not fully complete, eohortibus duahus two cohorts 
detraotis having been taken away et and oomplurdrus 
many dngulaUm singly absentibus being absent, qui 
who missi erant had been sent causa for the sake oom- 
meatus petemdi of seeking provision ; turn etiam then

also, quod because propter on account of iniqukaiem 
the unfavourable nature loci of the place exisiimabard 
they thought qmm that whereas ipsi themselves de- 
Aurrerent ran down et and eonjiaereni threw tela their 
weapons ex montibus from the mountai'is in valleni 
into the Talley, ne primum quidem impetum swum 
not even their first attack posse could sustineri be sus¬ 
tained. Accedehat there was added to this quod that 
dolebant they grieved suos liberos that their children 
abstraotos were taken away ab se from them nomine 
under the name obsidum of hostages; eta,nd habehant 
they had it sibi persuasum fixed in their minds Roma¬ 
nos that the Romans non solum not only causa for the 
purpose itinerum of roads, sed but etiam also perpetua 
possessionis of perpetual possession, conari were en¬ 
deavouring oceupare to seize oulmina the tops Alpium 
of the Alps et and adjungere to join ea loca those 
places JinHimceprovinciceto the neighbouring province, 
III. His nundisaocepiis these messengers being re¬ 
ceived Galba Galba, quum when neque neither opus 
the work hihernorum of winter q uarters munitionesque 
and the fortifications plene essentperfeotce were wholly 
perfected, neque satis nor enough de frumento of corn 
reliquoqueaomrneatu and other provision esset provisum 
had been provided, quod because, deditione facta a 
surrender being made ohsidibusque aoceptis and hos¬ 
tages received, existimaverat he had thought nihil 
timendum that no fear need be de hello of war, 
oeleriter quickly oonoilio convocato having called a 
council, oc^it began exquirere to find out sententias 
their opinions. Quo in concilia in which council, quum 
when tantum so much repentini periculi of sudden 
danger aoddisset had happened prater opinionem 
contrary to expectation, ao and yam already looa supe- 
riora the higher places conspioerentur were seen com, 
pleta filled multitudine with a multitude armatorum 
of armed men, neque oeniri [posset] and that it was 
neither possible to come subsidio to help, neque nor 
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eommeatus possent could the supplies supportari be 
brought up, interolusis itineribus as the roads were 
cut off; salute safety jam desperata being already 
despaired of, nonnuUa smtentias some opinions dice- 
hantur were spoken hujusmodi of this nature ut that 
impedimen tis reliotis having left their baggage, erup- 
iione facta making a rush, oontenderent they should 
march ad salutem to safety iisdem itineribus by the 
same roads quibus by which perve.uissent they had 
come eo thither. Tamm yet placuit it pleased majori 
parti the greater part, hoc eonsilio reservato reserving 
this plan ad extremum for extremities interim in the 
meanwhile experiri to try eventum the issue rei of the 
affair et and defendere to defend castra the camp. 

IV. Srevi spatio a short space of time vnUrjecto in¬ 
tervening Mt so that vix scarcely tempus time darstur 
was given oollocandistor arranging atque admhiistran- 
dis and for executing 7tw rebus those things quasWiaan 
constituissent they had resolved, hastes the enemies. 
signo data on a given signal, deourrere began to run 
down ex omnibus partibus from all parts, conjicere to 
throw lapides stones gasaque and javelins %n vanum 
against the rampart. Nostri our men prime in tae 
lirst place, integris viribus whilst their strengtn was 
fresh, repugnare began to resist/orfifer bravely neque 
mittere and not to throw ullum telum any weapon ex 
loco superioreirom the higher ground/rastre without 
effect; ut so as queeque pars any part castronim of the 
camp videbatur seemed premi to be pressed nudata 
being bared defensoribus of defenders, eo thither 
occurrere to run et and ferre auxilium to carry aid ; 
sed but superari they were overcome hoc by this, 
qxiod that hastes the enemies, wearied diuturni- 

tate by the length pugna of the fight, excedebanl 
began to withdraw prteijo from the battle, alii others 
suecedebant succeeded integris viribus with fresh 
strength, quarum rerum of which things nihil none 
poterat fieri could be done a nostris by our me.n propter 
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pauatatem on account of their fewness; ae and nmi 
modo not only faculUit [no] mode dabatuT was given 
defesso to him who was wearied exeedendd, of with’ 
drawing ex pugna from the fight, sed but ne saucio 
quidm not even to a wounded man relinqumdi of 
leaving loci that place ubi where constiterat he had 
stood, ac and sui reeipiendi of getting bimsell away. 

V. Quum when tajw alTe&dy pugnaretur it had been 
fought amplius sex horis for more than six hours eon- 
tinenter unceasingly, ae and non solum not only vires 
strength sed but etiam also tela weapons defioercnt 
were beginning to fail nostris to our men, atque and 
hastes the enemies instarent were pi'essing on aorius 
more fiercely, ecepissentque and had begun snndere to 
break through vallum the rampart et and oomplere ta 
fill up fossae the ditches nostris whilst our men 
languidioribus became weaker, resque and the afifair 
jam alreadjperdueta esset had been brought ad extre¬ 
mum casum to the extremity of hazard, Publius Sex- 
tius Baculus Publius Sextius Baculns, centurio a cen¬ 
turion primipili of the first rank, quern whom dixinms 
we utatad eonfeotum to have been done up compluri- 
hus vulrwribus with numerous wounds Nervioo prrdio 
in the battle with the Nervii, et item and also Caiu^ 
rolusenus Cains Volusenus, tribunus a tribune militum 
of the soldiers, vir a man et both consilii magni of 
great talent et and virtutis valour, accurrunt run np 
ad Galham to Galba, atque and docent inform him esse 
that there is unam spem one only hope salutts of safety 
si if, eruptione facta making a sally, experirenturiheY 
should try extremum auxilium the last resource. Ita- 
que and so convocatis oenturionibus the centurions 
being called together,/arii certiores he informs milites 
the soldiers cderiter with all speed, intermitterent that 
they should relax prcelium the fight pauUsper awhile, 
ae and tantummodo only exoiperent receive tela the 
weapons missn that were hurled against them refiee- 
rmtque&ad recruit se tliemselvesea; lahorekoxa labour: 
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post and afterwards data dgno on a signal being given 
erumperent they should break forth ex castris from the 
Ciimp atque alid ponerent place omnem spent all hope 
salutis of safety in virtute in their valour. 

VI. what jwm swnt they were ordered faeiunt 

they do, ac and subito suddenly eruptione faota making 
a sally omnibus portis from all the gates, relinquunt 
they leave/to»<t6«s to the enemies faeultatem the power 
neque neither cognosoendi of knowing quid fieret what 
was going on neque nor sui oolligendi of concentrating 
themselves. Ita thus oommutata fortuna fortune 
changing, interjioiunt they slay eos those qui who 
venerant had come in spem to the hope potiundorum 
eastrorum of gaining the camp, eircumventos being 
surrounded undique on every side, et and ex miUibus 
amplius triginta out of more than thirty thousana 
hominum of men, quern numerum which number bar- 
barorum of barbarians eonstabat it was ascertainea 
venisse had come ad castra to the camp, plus more 
teeti tparte the third part interfecta having been 
slain, eonjieiunt they throw back reltquos the vest per- 
territos thoroughly frightened in fugam to flight ae 
and patiuntur suffer them oonsistere to rally ne in loots 
quidem superiorihus not even in the higher grounds. 
Sio thus omnibus copiis all the forces hostiitm of the 
enemies jflists having been put to flight armisque exutis 
and their arms taken from th&m,reeipiunt se they with¬ 
draw themselves In oasira into the camp munitionesque 
suas and their fortifications. Quo praLio faoto which 
battle having been fought, quod because Oalha Galba 
nolebat was unwilling tentare to tryfortunam fortune 
sapius any more atque and meminerat remembered 
sese that he venisse had come im hiherna to winter 
quarters alio oonsilio for one purpose, viderat [but] 
saw occurrisse that he had chanced upon aUis rebus 
another state of things, maxime permotus being very 
much disturbed mopia by the want frumenti of corn 
oommeaiusque and pr. vision, posteri die on the next 
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day omnibus adifioiis incensis having burnt all the 
buildings ejus vioi of that town, contendit he sets out 
reverti to return in provinciam into the province ; ac 
and nullo hosts no enemy prohibente preventing aut or 
demorante delaying iter the journey perduxit he led 
legionern the legion inoolumem safe in Nantuates to 
the Nantuates, and thence in Allobrogas to the 
Allohroges ; ibique and there hiemavit he passed the 
winter. 

VII. His rebus gestis these things having been done, 
quum whereas Gasar Cjesar existimaret imagined 
omnibus de causis for every reason Galliam that Gaul 
pacatarn was tranquillized, superatis Belgis the Belgae 
having been overcome, expulsis Germanis and tiie 
Germans driven out, viotis Sedunis the Seduni being 
conquered in Alpibus in the Alps, atque^ ita and thus 
inita hierne when the vfinter hegan, profectus essethAd 
set out in lUyricum to Illyricum, quod because volebat 
he wished adire to visit eas quoque ndtiones those 
nations also et and cognoscere to know regiones the 
countries ; subitum helium a sudden war coortum est 
arose in Qallia in Gaul. Gausa the cause ejus belli of 
Mis war fhiit was hcea this, Publius Grassus Publius 
Orassus, adolesoens a young man, cum legions septima 
with the seventh legion hiemarat had wintered in 
^dihus in Andes, proximus nearest mare Oceanum 
me ocean sea. Is he, quod because erat there was 
inopia a want frumenti of corn in his hcis in tliese 
parts, dimisit dismissed complures prcefectos several 
praafeets tribunosque and ti’ibunes militum of soldiers 
infinilimas dvitatesmlo theneighbouringstatescaw^a 
for the sake petendi frumenti of seeking corn commea- 
tusque and provision, quo in numero in which number 
erat was Titus Terrasidius Titus Terrasidius missus 
sent in Unellos to the Unelli; Marcus Trebius Gallus 
Marcus Trebius Gallus, m Ouriosolitas to theOurioso- 
liies; Quintus Velanius Quintus Velanius cum Tito 
8ilio with Titus SUius, in Venetos to the Veneti. 
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VIII. Awcforifoi the influence hujus civitatis of this 
state est is lon^e by far amplissima the most consider¬ 
able arnnis oi'cemaritimcB of all the sea-coast rggrto/iMW 
earum of those regions; quod because Venett the Ve- 
netif'f both habent h&Yoplurimas naves the most ships, 
quibus by which eonsuerunt thoyh^YQ beenaccustomed 
navigare to safl. in Britanniam to Britain, et and atde- 
oedunt excel reliquos the rest seientia in science atque 
and usu in experience rermi nauticarum of naval 
affairs, et and, in magno in the great atque aperto im- 
petu and open swell mans of the seapauois portihus 
a few ports interjeetis intervening, quos whichthey 
themselves tenent hold : hahent they have veotigales 
as tributaries fere omnes almost all qui who coiisuerunt 
have been accustomed uti to use eo mari that sea. Ab

bius Terrasidiumque and Terrasidius ; et and eeleriter 
without delay missis legatis having sent ambassadors, 
aonjurant swear together per suos prindpes through 
their leaders aeturos that they will do mMl nothing 
nisi except oommuni consilio by common consent, om- 
nesque and that all laturos esse will bear eundem ex- 
Hum the same issue/orof fortune; sollieitantque 
and thejUTgereliquas oivitates the other states, that 
mallent they should choose ratherpmwttwsr^toremain 
m ea libertaie in that liberty guam which acoeperant 
they had received a majoribus from their ancestors 
quam than perferre to endure servitutem the slavery 
Romano rum of the Romans. Omni ora mari lima aH 
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the sea-coast oelenier qaicidj perdueta having been 
lea over ad suam sententiam to their opinion, mittunt 

j oomwanm leyationem a common embassy 

ad FuhUum Crassum to Publius Crassus, reniittat 
[saying] that he must send back sibi to them obsides 
the bosta^cs, $i if vclit bo wishes TBciptTB to recover 
suos his men. 

IX. Quibua de rebus of which things Omsar Casar 
certior faotus having been informed ab Grasso by 
Orassus, quod because tjjss himself rt6«mt was distant 
lo7igius too far, jubet orders interim in the meantime 
naves longas ships of war cedificari to be built in 
dumtne Lxgeri in the river Loire, quod which influit 
nowsty; oeeanum into the ocean, rerniges rowers institui 
to be establislied ex provincia out of the province 
nautas sailors gubernutoresque and pilots comparan 
to be got together. His rebus these things oeleriter 
administratis having been quickly done, ipse himself 
quumprttnum as soon as potuit he was able josr amii 
tempus through the time of the year, contendit pro¬ 
ceeded aa exereitum to the army, Veneti the Veneti 
itsmqw and likewise j eliquee oivitates the other states, 
eogmto adventuwhen they heard of the coming C7«farw 
ot Offisar, simul and at the same time quod because 
intelhgebant they understood quantum facinus how 
great a crime admisissent they had suffered to fall in 
se upon themselves [legatos that ambassadors —nomen 
a name quod which semper always fuisset had been 
apudomnes nationes among all nations sanctum sacred 
inyiolatumque and inyiolable-^^etentos had been re¬ 
tained a6 se by them et and conjectos thrown in vincula 
into chains); pro magnitudine in proportion to the 
greatness periculi of the danger, instituunt begin 
parare to prepare heUum war, et and providere to pro¬ 
vide maxvme chiefly ea those things qua wliich per¬ 
tinent relate ad usum to the use navium of ships 
x^jore spe with greater hope hoe on this aoonnt quod 
because mu!,turn eonjidebunt they trusted much natwee 
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to the nature loci of the place. Soiehant they knew 
pededria itinera that the foot roads esse were conoisa 
interrupted mstuariis by estuaries, navigationem that 
going by sea impeditam was embarrassed propUr in- 
scientiatti irorci ignorance locorum of the places 
tatemque and the fewness p-rrtuum of ports; neque nor 
confidehant did they trust nostros exerdtas that our 
armies posse could tnorari stay diutius longer apud se 
among them propter inopuim from the wsiutfrunmid 
of sorn. Ac and jam now ut [though it should hap 
pen] that omnia all things aociderent turned out contra 
opinionem contrary to their opinion, tanien yet se that 
they plurimum posse were very powerful navihus in 
ships. Perspiciehant they saw clearly Pomunos that 
the Romans neque neither habere hsiidvMam facultateni 
any facility navium of [procuring] ships neque no visse 
nor knew vada the fords, portus the ports, insulas- 
que and the islands eorum locorum of those countries 
wbi where yesturi essent they were about to carry on bel- 
lum the war; ae and navigationem that navigation 
esse was longe aliam far different in concluso mari in 
an enclosed sea atque and in vastissinio in the very 
va.st atque apertissimo ooeano and open ocean. His 
initis consiliis having entered on these plans, muniunt 
they fortify oppida their towns, eornportant bring to¬ 
gether/rMmrwto the corn ex agris from their fields 
in oppida into the towns ; cogunt and collect qiiam 
plunmas naves as many ships as possunt they can into 
Venetiam Venetia uU where oonstabat it was evident 
Gcesarem that Osesar jjmnKm gesturum would first carry 
on helium the war. Adseiseunt they engage sodos as 
alliea sibi to themselves ad id helium for that war 
Osismios the Osismii, Z,exo rios the Lexovii, Nannetes 
the Nannetes, Ambili-itos the Ambiliati, Morinos the 
Morini, Piablintes the Diablintes, Men^apios^ the 
Menapii; arcessunt they summon auxilia aid ex 
Britannia out of Britain, qua whioh posita est is situ¬ 
ated contra eas regiones over against those countries.

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X. these erant were difficultates the difficulties 
helii gerendi for carrying on the war qvai which osten- 
dimus we have shown supra above. AVtf but tanwn 
yet niulta many things indlahant incited Oasarem 
Caesar ad id helhim to this war; injurim the injuries 
equitum Romanorum of the Roman knights reten- 
torum who had been detained, rebdlio the rebellion 
faata made post deditionem after their surrender, de- 
fratio therevolt datis ohsidibus after hostageshad been 
given, conjuratio the league tot civitatum of so many 
states ; in primis especially, ne lest hao parte neglectu 
this part being neglected, reliqum civitates the other 
states arbitrarentur should think idem that the same 
thing Haere was permitted sihi to them. Itaque there¬ 
fore, quuiH inasmuch as intelligeret he understood omnes 
fere Oallos that almost all the Gauls shuhre were fond 
of novis rebus novelties, et and exoitari were excited 
tnohiliter easily celeriterque and quickly ad helium to 
war, omnes autem homines but that all their people 
studere were eagsr libertatiiorliheitjnatura by nature, ' 
et and odisse hated eonditionem the state seruitutis 
of slavery; priMS quam before th&i plures civitates 
more states eonspirarent should conspire putavit he 
thoughtexerdtiimsibi that his nrmjpartiendum ought 
to bedivided«(3 and distribuendum be distributedlatiws 
over a wider space of country. 

XI. Itaque therefore viiUi't he sends Titum Lahie- 
num Titus Labienus legntum his lieutenant cum equi- 
ta^wwith his cavalryzA Xreviros to the Treviri^wiwho 
sunt me proximi nearest Jlumini Rheno to the river 
Rhine. Huic to him mandat he gives commission 
adeat to go to Remos the Remi reliquosque Relgas 
and the rest of the Belgre, atque and oontineat to keep 
them in officio in their duty; prohibeatque and to 
prevent Oermanos the Germans qui who dioehantur 
were said aroessiti to have been sent for auxUio to aid 
* Bdjis by the Belg«, si if oonentur they should try 
trransirc to cross fiumen the river per vim by force 
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navibus in ships. Jubet he orders Publium Orassum 
Publius Orassus owm duodecim cohortibus leyionariis 
with twelve legionary cohorts et and mayno numero a 
large number equitatus of cavalry projioisoi to set out 
in Aquitaniam to Aquitaine, ne lest auxilia aid mittan- 
iur should be sent in Galliam into Gaul ex his nati- 
onibus ixom these nations, ao and tant(B nationes such 
great nations oonjunyantur should be joined together. 
Mittit he sends Quintum Titurimn Sahinum Quintus 
Titurius Sabinus leyatumhislieutenBntcumlegionibus 
tribiM withthreelegions in Unellos to theUnelli, Gurio- 
soliiasthe Ouriosolitse Lexoviosque andtheLexovii^iti 
curet to take care earn manum that that band distinen- 
dam should he kept apart. Prmjicit he appoints 
Decwuim Brutum Decimus Brutus adolesoentem a 
young man classi over the fleet Oallioisque navibus 
and over the Galhc vessels quas wlnohjusserat he had 
ordered convenire to come together ex Pictonibus from 
the Pictones ct Santonis and the Santon&s reliquisque 
regionibus and the other states that had been 

tranquillized; et and jubet orders him profiuisci to set 
out in Venetos io the Veneti quuni prinmm as soon as 
possit he is able. Ipse he himself aontendd marches 
eo thither pedestxihus copiis with the foot forces. 

XII. Situs the sites oppidomm of the towns erant 
were fere generally ejiismodi of such fashion ut that 
posita placed in extremis lingulis at the end of slips 
promontoriisque and promontoiies, haberent they had 
aditum access neque neither pedibus on foot, quum 
when CBstus the tide mcitavisset se had forced itself up 
ex alto from the deep, quod which accidit happened 
semper always his twice spatio in the space viginti 
quatuor horarum of twenty-four hours, neque nor 
navibus by ships, quod because rursus again minuente 
cBstu the tide diminishing,wa-rc* th.QAii'p&afflictareiitur 
were dashed about in vadis in the shallows, /to thus 
utraque re by either case oppugnatio the siege op>pido- 
rum of the towns impediebatur was impeded; ao and 
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si if quando at any iime forte by chance superati over¬ 
come rnagnitudine by the hugeness operis of the woi’k, 
mari the sea excluso having been shut out aggere by 
a bank ae and molibus by mounds, atque and his these 
ferme almost admquatis being raised to a level with 
mcenibus the walls oppidi of the town, cceperant they 
began desperare to despair de suis fortunis of their 
fortune, maywo numero a great number navium of ships 
appulso being brought together, cxijus rei for doing 
wliicli hi bebant they had summam faeultatemihe great¬ 
est facility, deportabant they carried off s^^a omnia all 
their goods recipiebantque and withdrew se themselves 
in proxima oppida into the nearest towns; ibi there 
rursus again defendebani they defended se themselves 
iiisdem opportunitatibus by the same advantages loci of 
situation. Hao these things faciebant they did faci- 
lim the easier eo for this reason magnampartem during 
a great part cestatis of the summer quod because nosbi-m 
naves our ships detinebantur were kept back tempes- 
tatibus by storms; eratque and there was summa diffi- 
eultas the greatest difficulty navigandi of navigating 
vasto in the vast atque aperto mari and open sea, 
niagnis rnttbus the tides being strong, portibus the 
ports raris being few, ac and props nullis hardly any 
at all. 

XIII. Namque for ipsorum naves their ships/acte 
erant were made wrmatceque and equipped ad hune 
inodum in this manner : carina the keels aliquanto 
planiores were somewhat flatter quam than those nos- 
trarurn navium of our ships, quo by v/hioh.possent they 
might faeilius the more easily excipere meet vada Uie 
shallows ac and deoesmm the ebbing <edus of the tide; 
prorcB their prows admodum ereotce very upright, atque 
and item likewise puppes 'the sterns, aecommodatce 
adapted ad magnitudinem to the greatness fluctuum of 
the waves tempestatumque and of the storms; tota 
naves all the ships/ueto were made ex robore from oak 
ad perferendam. to endure quamvts vim any force et 
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eontumeliam and rough usage; imwim the planks 
conjixa fixed trabibus to beams pedalibus in latitudi- 
nein a foot in breadth, clavis ferreis with iron nails 
orassitudine of the thickness dtyitipolUeis of the thumb: 

their anchors rminotm made iastferreiscatenis 
to iron chains pro funihus instead of cables ; pcllos 
there were skins^ro velis for sa3is,alut(Bque&a.d leather 
tenuiter confeetcB slightly tanned, sive either propter 
on account of inopiam their want lint of canvas atque 
and inscientiam ignorance ejus usus of its use, sive or 
eo for this reason [quod which est is magis verisimile 
more probable), quod because arbitrabantur they 
thought tantas tempestates that such great storms 
ooeani of the ocean ao and tantos impetus such great 
gales ventorum of the winds non sustineri could not 
be resisted or, and tanta onera such great burdens 
•navium of ships regi be managed satis commode well 
enough velis by sails. Gongressus the meeting nostrcB 
classi of our fleet cum his navibus with these ships 
erat was qjusmodi of such a nature, ut that prastaret 
it excelled unn celentate in speed only et uni pulsu the 
plying remorum of the oars; reliqua the other things, 
pro loci natura considering the nature of the place, 
pro vi tempestatum and considering .the force of tiie 
storms, essent were aptiora more fit et aeoommodatiora 
and more convenient illis for them ; neque enim for 
neither could nostra our ships nooere do harm 

his to them rostro with the beak (tanta so great erat 
w&s Jirmitudo the strengt i in eis in them); neque nor 
telum was a dart facile arljiciebatur easily thrown to 
them propter altitudinem on account of their height: 
et and eadem de causa for the same reason contine- 
hantur they were shut in minus commode less easily 
scoptdis by the rocks. Accedebat it was added ut that 
quum when verdus the wind ocepisset had begun smire

with the greatest strength transcendere to climb over 
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in naves into the ships hostiwn of the enemy. Quorl 
whiah.posiquamv/henharbari the barbarians aMJwaci- 
perceived fieri to be done, eompluribus navi- 
bus expugnatis when many of their ships had been 
taken, quum whereas nullum auxilium no help reperi- 
reiur could be found eirei for that thing, contenderunt 
they sitoye petere to seeksa^Mimsafety/wya by flight. 
Ac and jam now conversis navihus the sliips being 
turned in earn partem to that part quo whither ventus 
the wind ferebat was blowing them, suhito suddenly 
tanta malada sueli a calm ae tranquiUitas and still¬ 
ness exstitit ensued nt that non possent they could 
not movere move se themselves ex loco from the place. 
Quce quidem res which thing indeed /kit was maxime 
opportuna most seasonable ad negotium conficiendum 
for finishing the affair: namiornostri oat men consee- 
tati pursuing expugnaverunt took them singulas one 
by one, ut so th&t perpauoai very few ex ornni tiumero 
out of all the number interventu b}’ the intervention 
noetis of n\^i pervenerint escaped ad terram to tlie 
land, quum seeing thatpttgnaretur the battle was fought 
ab hot a fere quarta almost from the fourth hour usque 
even ad solis occasurti till sunset. 

XVI. Quo prcelio by which battle bellum the war 
Venetorum of the Veneti totiusque orce maritimce and of 
all the sea-coast oonfectum est was finished. Nam tor 
quum as omnis juventus all the youth etiam and also 
omnes all gramoris cetatis of maturer age, in quibus in 
whom fuit there was aliquid consilii any ability, ant 
dignitatis or dignity, oonvenerant had come together to 
thither; turn so also ooegerant they had collected in 
vnnm locum into one space quod whatever /werat there 
had been navium of ships uhique anywhere; quibus 
amissis which being loht,reliqui the rest neque habebant 
neither had quo any place to which reciperent they 
should withdraw se themselves neque nor quemadmo- 
dum [knewj in what manner defenderent they s lould 
defend oppida their towns. Itaquethereioredediderunt 
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they surrendered se themselves suaque omnia and all 
their things Gmari to Csesar; in quos on whom Oasar 
Ceesar statuit resolved vindioandum to wreak his ven¬ 
geance eo gravius the more severely quo to the end 
that jus the law legatorum of ambassadors oonserva- 
retur might be kept a barharis by the barbarians diU- 
gentius more carefully in reliqmim tempus for ttie 
future. Itaque therefore omni senatu all their senate 
necato having been put to death, vendidit he sold re- 
liquos the rest sub corona under the crown. 

XV11. Dum whilst hmc these things geruntur are 
done in Venetis sanorigst theVeneti, Quintus Titurius 
Sabinas Quintus Titurius Sabinusjoerti«Mit arrives in 
fines into the territories Unellorumoi the Unelli cum 
iis Gopiis with those forces quas which acceperat he 
had received a Gasare from Csesar. Viridovix Viri- 
dovix praerat his was over these ao and tenebat held 
summam imperii the chief command earum omnium 
oiviiatum of all those states quce which defeoerant had 
revolted ; ex quibus from which ooegerat he had col¬ 
lected exeroitum an army magnasque copias and large 
forces. Atque and his paueis diebus in these few days, 
Aulerci the Auleroi, Ehurovioes Eburovices, Lexoviique 
and the Lexovii, senatu mo interfecto having put to 
death their senate quod because nolehant they were un¬ 
willing esse to be auotores the authors belli of the war, 
clausenmt shut portas their gates eonjunxeruntque 
and joined se themselves cim Viridoviee with Virido¬ 
vix: magnaque muUitudo and a great rmxob&iprmterea 
besides perditorum hominum of desperate men latro- 
numque and of robbers quos whom spes the hope pra- 
daniH of plunder studiumque and a desire bellandi for 
war rmiooabat called off ab agrioultura from agricul¬ 
ture et and quotidiano labors daily labour. Sabinus 
Sabinus loco on a spot idoneo convenient omnibus rebus 
for all things tenebat kept sese himself oastris in camp. 
quum whilst Viridovix Viridovix oonsedisset had en¬ 
camped contra eum against him spatio at the distance 
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duum mitliu'm, of two miles, productisque oopiis and 
drawing out his forces quotidie is,iljfaoeretpotestatem 
gave an opportunity for fighting ut so that 

jam now Sabiniis Sabinus non solum not only veniret 
came in oontemtionem into contempt hostibus among 
the enemy, sed etiam but also non nihil carperetur was 
somewhat taunted vooibus by the words nostrorum 
militum of our soldiers ; prmhuitque and he created 
tantam opinionem such an opinion timoris of his being 
afraid ut that jam now hostes the enemies auderent 
dared aceedere to approach ad vallum to the rampart 
castrorum of the camp. Faciebat id he did this ea de 
causa for this reason quod because non existimabat he 
did not think it proper legato for a lieutenant dimi- 
eandum to engage cum tanta muUitudine with such a 
large number hostium of enemies,pr<ssertim especially 
CO absents in the absence of him qui who teneret held 
summam the chief command, nisi unless eeguo loco on 
favourable ground, aut or aliqua opportunitate some 
favourable opportunity data having presented itself. 

XVIII. Hac opinione this opinion timoris of fear 
eonfirmata. being confirmed, delegit he chose quendam 
hominem a certain man idoneum&t for the purpose 
eallidum and subtle, Galium a Gaul [by nation], ex 
his from these quos whom habebat he had secum with 
him causa for the sake anxilii of aid. Persuadet huio 
he persuades him magnis pramiis by great pi'esents 
pollicitationihusque and promises uti transeat to go 
over ad hostes to the enemy; et and edocet instructs 
him quid what velit he wishes fieri to be done. Qui 
who, ubi when venit he came ad eos to them pro per- 
fuga as a deserter, proponit sets forth timorem the fear 
Romanorum of the Romans, docet tells them quibus 
angustiis by what difficulties ipse Oasar Osesar himself 
prernatur is pressed a Venetis by the Veneti; neque 
nor longius abesse is it far distant quin but that Sabinus 
Sabinus educat will lead out exercitum his army ex 
easiris from the camp dam seevetYj proxima node on 
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the next night et st,udi projiciscatur set out ad Ocesarem 
to Ossar causa for the sake ferendi auxilii of bringing 
aid. Quod which ubi when auditum est it was heard, 
omnes all conclamant call out occasionem that an 
opportunity negotii bene gerendi of striking a successful 
stroke non esse amittendam ought not to be let slip : 
oportere that it is necessary iri for a march to be made 
ad eastra to the camp. Multm res. many things korta- 
6a«tttr encouraged Gallos the Gauls arf hoc consilium 
to this plan; cunctatio the hesitation Sabin i of Sabinus 
superiorum dierum for some days previous, conjirmatio 
the confirmation [of the intelligence] perfugce of the 
deserter ; inopia the want cihariorum of victuals, oui 
rei for which thing erat provisum it had been provided 
ab Us by them parum diligenter with too little care; 
spes the hope belli Fenetici of the war with the Veneti; 
et and quod because homines men fere credunt gene¬ 
rally believe id, that quod which volunt they wish. 
Adducti led on his rebus by these things, wore dimittunt 
they do not dismiss Firidovioem Viridovix, reliquos- 
que duces and the other leaders ex coneilio from the 
council prius quam before concessum sit it was granted 
ab his by them uti that capiant they should take arma 
arms et and contendant march ad eastra to the camp. 
Qua re which thing conoessa having been granted, Icsti 
happy ut as explorata victoria having calculated that 
they would be victorious, sarmentis virgultisq ue collectis 
having collected brushwood and shrubs quihus by which 
compleant they may fill up/o^sas the ditches Romano- 
rum of oiie Romans, p'ergunt they march ad eastra to 
the camp. 

XIX. Loeus iho position castrorum of the camp erat 
was editus elevated et and paullatim aedivis slightly 
sloping ab into from the bottom oirciter passus mille 
for about a mile.

Qms 
whom impeditos impeded nostri militee our soldiers 
integris virihus with their strength fresh eonsequu£ 
following up occiderunt slew magnum numerum- a great 
number eorum of them: equites the cavalry consectati 
pursuing reliquos the others reliquerunt left paueos a 
few qui who evaaerant had escaped exfuga from flight. 
Sic thus uno tempore at the same time et both Sabinus

XX. Fodem fere tempore almost at the same time, 
Publius Orassus Publius Crassus, quum pervenisset 
ha'^ng arrived in Aquitaniam iu Aquitaine, quee pars

et and mulUtudine by the number hominumof its people 
est is cBstimanda to be reckoned ex tertui parte as a 
third part Gallia of Gaul; quum when intelligeret he 
understood helium tliat there was a war sibi gerenduin 
to be waged by him ubi where pducis annis a few years 
ante before Luoius Valerius Praaoninus Lucius Vale¬ 
rius Praecoainus legatus a lieutenant, exercitu pulso 
after his army was routed, interfeetus esset had been 
killed, atque and unde whence Luaius Manilius Lucius 
Maiiilius/)rooo«4'«l the ^rooonsvl profugisset had fled, 
impedimentis amissis having lost his baggage, tnteUi- 
gebat perceived non rnedioorem dilig^itiam, that no 
ordinary diligence adhihendam sibi was to be used by 
him. Itaque tlierefore re frumentaria the commis¬ 
sariat provisa having been attended to, auxiliis aid 
equitatuque and cavalry comparato having been pro- 
oa.red,prceterea hesidesmultisvirisfortibus many brave 
men euocatis having been summoned nominatim by. 
name Tolosa from Tolouse, Garoasone Carcaso, et Nar- 
bone and Narbo, qua which sunt are oivitates states 
provinoicB of the province Gallia of Gaul Jinitima 
neighbouringMs regionibuson theaeie^ons,introduxU 
he led exercitum his army in fines into the territories 
Sotiatvm of the Sotiates. Oujus adventu whose 
coming eognito having been known, Sotiates the Soti¬ 
ates magnis oopiis ooaotis having coUeeted great forces, 
equitatuque and with their cavalry, quo in which^ia- 
rimum valebant they were most strong, adortt having 
attacked nostrum agmen our army in itinere on their 
march, primum at first commiserunt they engaged in 
equestrepraliuma.ca,vB.li'yha,tQe ’, delude then equitatu 
suo pulso when their cavahy was repulsed atque and 
insequentibus nostris our men were pursuing them, 
subito suddenly ostenderunt they showed pedestres 
eopias their infantry q^ias which collooaverant they had 
placed in convalle in a valleyin insidiis in ambuscade.

XXI. Pugnatuni est it was fought diu for a long time

former victories putarent thought salutem that the 
safety totius Aquitanice of all Aq^aitaiiie positan was 
placed in suavirtute in their valour: nostriauteni hut 
our men mperent desired perspid that it should be 
seen quid what possent they were able efficere to do 
sine impemtore without a commander et and sine re- 
liquislegionibus without the other legions adoleseerdtdo 
with a very young man duoe for their leader. Tandem 
at length hastes the enemy, confeeti exhausted vulneri- 
bus with wounds, vertere turned tergct their backs. 
Quorum of whom magno numero a great number inter- 
/isflto having been slain, Grassus Orassus ex itinere on 
his way ocspit began oppugnare to attack oppidum the 
town S'otiatum of the Sotiates: quibus wUo resisteiiti- 
bus resisting fortiter bravely, egit he pushed forwards 
vineas pent-houses turresque and towers, llli they 
alias at one time eruptione tentata having tried a sally 
alias at another time aotis ouniculis having advanced 
mines ad aggerem against the mound vineasque and 
the pent-houses, (pujus rei in which work Aquitani the 
Aq.iiitani sunt are longe peritissimi by far the most ex- 
"pertpropterea on this account g'worZ because sa/it there 
are oraria seotura copper mines apud eos among them 
multis toewinmanyplaces) ubiwhendiligentiathrongh 
the diligence nostrorum of our men intellexerunt they 
perceived wiA jf profioi posse that no good could be done 
his rebus by these things, mittunt they send legatos 
ambassadors ad Orassuni to Orassus petuntque and 
beg ut that redpiat se he will receive them in dediti- 
onem to a capitulation. Qua re which thing impetrata 
being obtained, jmsi being ordered traders to give up 
arma their arms, fadmit they do it. 

XXII. Atq ue and animis the minds omnium nostro rum 
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of all our men intmtis being intent in ea re on that 
thing Adoantuannus Adcantuannus, qui wlm tenebat 
held summam imperii the chief command, alia ex parte

Quorum adventu 
at whose coming conantur they endeavour gerdre to 
carry on bellum war magna oum auotoritate with great 
authority et and mm magna multitudine with a great, 
number hominum of men. li vero but those deli- 
guntur are chosen duces leaders qui who fuerant had 
been una together cum Quinto Sertorio with Quintus 
Sertorius omnes annos during all the years [of his war] 
existimabanturque and were thought habere to have 
tummam scientia/ni the greatest science rei muita-ris of 
mihtary affairs. Hi these consuetudine according to 
xhe custom populi Romani of the Roman people, in- 
stituunt begin oapere to take looa the places, ntunire to 
fortify castra the camp, intereludere to cut oflf nostros 
our men comnwatibus from their supplies. Quod which 
Hbi when Orassus Crassus animadvertit perceived 
suas copias that his forces non facile diduci were not 
easily divided propter on account of exiguitatem their 
fewness, hostem that the enemy et both vagari roamed 
over the country et obsidere and beset vias the roads et 
and relinquere left satis priesidii sufficient garrison 
castris for the camp; oheam oausamfor that reason/ra- 
rnentum that corn commeatumque and communication 
supportari were kept up sibi tor himself minus corn- 
mode less easily; numerum that the number hostium 
of the enemies augeri was increasing indies daily; exis- 
tvmavit he thought non aunctandum that ha ought-not

Hao re this measure per- 
speeta having been seen through, Grassus Crassus,

soldiers alacriores mote eager ad pugnandtm to figbjs.

A tque 
and addnxerimt se they have brought themselves in 
earn eonsuetudinem into such an habit ut that frigidis- 
simis loois in the coldest places neque habeant they 
neither wear quidquam vestitus any article of clothing 
prater peUes except skins (propter on account of exi- 
guitatem the littleness quarmn of which magna pars 
a great part corporis of tlieir body aperta est is naked), 
et and laventur they wash themselves in Jluminibus in 
the rivers. 

II. Est there is aiiitus access mereatoribus for 
merchants ad eos to them magis more eo on this 
account ut that habeant they may have quihus [per¬ 
sons] to whom vendant they may sell qua the things 
which ceperint they have taken belh in m&r,quam than 
quo because desiderent they desire ullam rent anything 
importari to be imported ad se among them. Quin 
etiam moreover Oermani the Germans non utuntur do 
not use jumentis beasts of burden, quibis in which 
3allia Gaul maxime especially delectatur delights, 
quaque and whichthey procure impenso pretio 
at an extravagant price, importatitiis as imported 
among them, sed but qua the ones which sunt are 
nata born apud eos among them prava sickly atque 
deformia and deformed, efficiuntthoj render has these 
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qmtidiana ^sserc'fatiom by daily exercise ut [sack] 
that sint they sTe^iummi Inboris [capable of] the high¬ 
est labour. Sespe often equeitribus prailm in cavalry 
engagements desiliunt they leap down tx equis from 
their horses ao and prmliantur &g\xi pedibus on foot, 
agsuefaeiuntque and they aceusto-m equos theii' horses 
remanere to remain eedem vestigia in the same spot, 
adquos to which, when usus est it is necessary, 
reci/piuntse they withdraw themselves ceferiferswiftly, 
neque nor morihus eorum according to their customs 
quidqmm habetw is anything considered turptus more 
disgraceful uwt or itiertius more lazy quam than viM to 
use ephtppiis h ousings. I toque therefore, quamvis al¬ 
though few., audent they dare cfdAe to advance 
ad quemvis numerum against any number eqmUum of 
cavalry ephippiatonim having saddles. Non sirmiit 
they do not allow vinum wine importarito be imported 
omnttto at all ad se among them, quod because arbi- 
trantur they think homines that men remollescere «re 
weakened ad ferendum laborem for bearing toil atqm 
and effeminari made puny ea re by that article. 

III. Putant they think esse that it is niuximom Imi- 
Aern the highest credit nationally agios that 

rfie lands vaeare lie waste quam laiissime as widely as 
possible a suis yJaifea* from their borders ; hao re that 
by this eiraumstanoe signijioari is signified magnum 
numerum that a great number ehiitatum of the states 
vm posse are not able sustinere to witiistandwtsai aim 
ieir power. Itaque tlierefore ex ntia parte on one 
side rt Suevis from the Suevi circiter about sementa 
mUiiapassuum six hundred miles agri of land dicun- 
tur are said vaeare to be desolate. TJbii the Ubii sn/ee- 
cedunt come up ad alteram partem on tire other side, 
quorum eivUas whose si&tetfuit was ampla l&tge atque 
Horens and flourishing, ut captus est as is the condi¬ 
tion Germanorum of the Germans, et and pauUo hu- 
maniores a little more civilised quam than sunt ere 
oeeteri ^e others 'sdem generis of the same race, 
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oroptevea on this accouatf.Mod because attwgunt they 
touch Mhenum the Rhine, mereatoreuqtk) a d mer- 
ehaats vewtitant come and go mulium much ad eos 
among them, et and ipsi they themselves asmefaeti 
sunt are aceustamed 'OaUms morilms to .Gallic cus¬ 
toms prop ter propinquitatem mi account of their near¬ 
ness. Quum when Muevi the Suevi, experti having 
tried has these smpe often muUis pradiis in many 
battles, non poluisaent were not able expellere to drive 
them out from their territories, propter empli- 

tudinimn on account of the size grrmvtatenique and 
power ok)itaiis of the state, tamen nevertheless .^ce- 
runt they made them .tributary sihito them¬ 

selves, ae and Tidegemnt brought them down mullo 
htuniUor^s much lower injirwioresqm and to a much 
weaker condition. 

IV. In eadem eama in the same ease fuemnt were 
Vsipetes the Dsipetes et Tenohiheri an.d the Tench- 
theri quos wham supra diximm we mentioned above, 
qui who eomplures winos for many years sustinuerunt 
withstood vim tlie .powar Sueporwm of the Suevi,; .ad 
extremum tamen hi\t a,t\aSt<scipulsi having been driven 
out agris from their territories, -et and OJ/pati having 
wandered nudUs loots in many parts Oermanice of 
Germany, triennium for three yeaxs,perven-erunt they 
came ad Mhemm. to the Rhine, qnuns regimes which 
lands Mmapii the Mienapii inooUbant were inhabitiag 
et .and habehant had agros lands, adtjieia buildings, 
vieosque and villages md utramque ripam on either 
bank _0.wnmis of the river : sed but prsterriti fright- 
enedadifM by the approach tantee rmiUitudinis of so 
greot a muititude, dcm^awawf they had departed ,«a; 
te cedifieiis from these buildings que which habuerant 
they had had tr-a»s Mhenum across the Shine, et and 
prasidiisdupositis having .placed garrisons cis Rhenum 
on this side vof the Rhine, prohibsba/nt hindered Qer- 
manos the Germans transire from crossing, iHi they 
0 ispsrti having fried omnm all things when neqm 
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-posient they were neither able contenaere to contend 
with them in power, ^ropfer inopiam on account of 
the want navium of ships, neque nor clam secretly 
Pransire to cross propter custodias because of the 
guards Menapiorum of the Menapii, simulaverunt 
pretended se that they reverti were returning in mas 
sedes to their own settlements regionesque and terri¬ 
tories ; et and progressi having gone forward viam a 
journey tridui of three days, rursus again reverterunt 
they returned, atque and omni hoc itinere all this jour¬ 
ney omifeoto having been effected equitatu by cavalry 
wa node in one night, oppressemnt they fell upon 
Menapios the Menapii inscios ignorant inopinan- 
tesque and not expecting it; qui who oertiores faotl 
having been informed per ewploratores by scouts de 
discessu about the departure Oermanorum of the Ger- 
:nanSj remigraverant had gone back sine metu without 
fear in suos vieos to their villages tram Rhenum across 
the Rhine. His interfeotis these having been slain, 
navihusque eorum and their ships occupatis taken prim 
quam before that ea pars that part Menapiorum of 
the Menapii qum which erat was quieta quiet in suis 
sedihus in their stations oitra Rhenum on tliis side of 
the Rhine certior fieret could be informed of it tram 
sierunt they crossed y?MnieJt the riv&c atque mid omni¬ 
bus eorum adificiis all their buildings ocoupatis having 
been seized, aluerunt se they supported themselves 
eorum copiis on their stores reliquam partem the re¬ 
maining part hieniis of the winter. 

V. Ccesar Csesar certior/aciMs Laving beeninformed 
de his rebus of these things, et and veritus fearing 
infirmitatem the weakness OaUorum of the Gauls, 
quod because stmt they are mobiles fickle in capiendis 
eonsiliis in taking counsels, et and plerumque student 
are generally disposed novis rebus to revolutions, exis- 
timavit thought nihil that nothing committendum was 
to be trusted his to them. Est auterrt but there is hoe 
this GafU-cm oonSueludinis in the custom, of Gaul ttti 
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shat et both oogant they compel viatores travellers 
jiorisistere to stop etiam even invitos against their will, 
'et and qucerant ask quod what quisque each eorum of 
them audierit may have heard aut or cognoverit may 
have learnt de quaquere about any affair et and vul- 
pis the mob dreumsistat surrounds mercatores the 
merchants in oppidis in the towns, cogantque and com¬ 
pel them pronunoiare to tell quibus ex regionibus 
from what countries veniant they come quasque res 
and what things cognoverint they have learnt ibi there. 
Permoti moved his rumoribus by these reports atque 
auditwnihus and tidings, scepe ineunt they often enter 
upon oonsilia designs de summis rebus about the most 
important affairs quorum of which necesse est it is tlie 
necessary result eos pceniterethSit they repent e vestigia 
speedily, quum inasmuch as serviant they give heed 
inoertis rumoribus to uncertain reports, et mjplerique 
many respondeant answer Jicta untruths ad eorum vo~ 
luntatem to meet their wishes. 

VI. Qua consuetudine which custom oognita being 
known, Gresar Caesar, ne oceurreret that he might not 
meet with graviori hello too heavy a war, projicisoitur 
sets out maturius sooner quam than aonsuerat he bad 
been wont ad exeroitum to the army. . Quum when 
venisset he had come eo thither, cognovit he found ea 
that those things which suspicatus erat he had 
siispected/oj-« would take place ./dcfo had been done, 
legationes that embassies missas had been sent ah non- 
nullis oimtatibus from certain states ad Oermanos to 
the Germans, eos que and that they invitatos had been 
asked Mit discederent to depart ab Rheno from the 
Rhine, omniaque and that all things gMffiwhich postit- 
lassent they had dernuudedifore parata would be made 
ready ab se by them. Qua spe by which iiopeaddueti 
induced, Qermani the Germans jaw ulxeuAyvagahantur 
were.beginning to wander latius more widely, et and 
pervenerant had arrived in fines at the territories 
FibPifonwm of the Eburones, et and Oondrusorum the 
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Oondrusi qui who sunt are clie%tes %hQ clients Tmvi- 
rorum of tie Treviri. Principihus the ic-hiefs 
of Gaul ewoatis having boen oaMed forth, 'G-mswr Osesar 
existimavit thought ea that those things ‘qum wiiiedi 
eoqnoverat he had learnt dissinmlanda oiight to =he 
concealed silii by him, eoiimicque -animis wnd their 
minds joerwtM^SM having been soothed -'et 'cmfimaMs 
and strengthened, imperatoque equitatu and -cavalry 
having been demanded of them, constdlmt he de¬ 
termined qerere to carry on bdlwm war mm, >Gher,m(mm 
with the Germans. 

VII. Me frwmmtaria the commissariat4ej»rtmea~ 
eemparata having been prepared equiiihvsque and 
cavalry deleeins having been chosen, eeep.it he began 
facer-e to make iter his march m towards t/hcise 

places in quibm hois in which audiebat ho h&m&’Qmr- 
manos that the Germans esse were; .« quihus from 
whom quum when aiesset he was distant ite>r a mareh 
paucorum dierum of a few days, legati amhossaidors 
sener«n£ came ok his iromihcm, quorum tomtio wilmse 
speech fuit W9,a hoc as follows: Germe.ms th&t^he

to them. Gessar Caesar dixit said ne id quidem that 
not even, that ^osse could impeirari he obtained et se 
from him; cognoverat enim for he had found out magr 
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nam partem tliat a great part equitatus of their cavalry 
aliquot diehus some daysawte before missam had been 
sent ab iis by them trans Mosam across the Meuse ad 
Aniiivaritos to the Ambivariti causa for the sake prce- 
dandi of plundering frumentandique and foraging.

et and ubi when appropinquat it nears ooeano the 
ocean diffluit it flows asunder in plures partes in 
various directions, multis many ingentibusque ivsulis 
and large islands ejfectis having been formed by it, 
quanm of which magna pars a great part inoolitur is 
inh ibited a feris by savage barbarisque natioidhus and 
barbarous nations {ex quibus out of whom rawt there 
are some qui who existimaniur are thought vivere to 
live piseibus on fishes atque and ovis the eggs nmum, 
of birds) ; influitque and it flows muUk capitibus by 
many heads in ooeanum into the ocean. 
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XI. Quum since Cmmr Csesar ahesset was distant 
ab hode from the enemy haud amplius not more duo- 
decim millibus passuum than twelve thousand paces, 
legati the ambassadors recertuntur return ad turn to 
him, ut as et'at constitutum had been agreed ; gui w'ho 
corigrm'i having met him in on their journey, 

orabant entreated him magno opere with great earnest¬ 
ness ne progrederetur not to proceed longing any far¬ 
ther. Quum when non impetrassent they had failed 
to obtain id that, petebant they asked uU &at prismit- 
teret he would send forward ad eos equites to those 
cavalry qui who antevessigsent had preceded agmen 
the line of march prohiheretque and hinder eos them 
pugna from fighting, utique and tha,t faceret potesta- 
tem he would give an opportunity sibi to them mit-

XII. A t but hastes the enemy uMp-nmum as soon as 
eonspeceerunt they saw nostros equiies our cavalry, 
quorum ofwhich erat there was: nmierus- the uiuiubfir 
quinque miltium of five thousand, qimm though Ipid 
themselves non habermt had not muplius mare than 
ootiugentos eight hundred, quod because: ti those gtii 
who iisrant had gone tmns Mesam across the Meuse: 
frumentawhcemsatvxthB purpose of faag'ingjJWjedMwi' 
redierant had not yet returned, nmtris our men mhA 
fearing nothing, quod because, kgati eorunii 
their ambassadors jpaw'& (iwte a M-ttle hefore. dfaci?®- 
bad gone fiwjay a from Caesar, (itque amd 

is dies that daypetit'us erat had been dennaadied ab em 
by them ind!itciistor a.trae,e, impetw facta having- matke 
an attack, erforiter quickly diswdered 

nostros our mien. Mmsus agai® remstentihm tiostris 
on our men rallying conswetudime sum after tliek cus¬ 
tom (hsiluei^iit they leapt down ad pedes on their 
feet subfossisqm equis and having stabbed: our horses 
underneath, eomphtribwsqwe noshfis- and many of our 
men dejectis having been unhorsed, coviec&mnt, threw 
reliquos the rest otdfugnm into light and e^- 

runt drove them ita perterritos in such a- panic Mt that 
non resisterent they did not stop fuga from flight

are slain. In his' among these vir fartissitmi'S a; very- 
Imave-man, Pfro Piso, Aqmtwws anAquitanian natm< 
descended anplissimo gefKreimm a most noble family 
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rntjus uvus whose grandfather obtinuerat had held 
regiium the sovereignty in civitate sua in his own 
state, appellatus having been called aniious a friend ab 
seiiahi nostro by our senate. Hio he quum when fer¬ 
ret auxilium he was hearing help fratri to his brother 
interoluso who had been hemmed in ab hostibus by the 
enemy, eripuit rescued ilium him ex periculo frota 
danger: ipse himself dejeotus thrown vulnerato eqiui 
from his wounded horse, restitit resisted quoad as long 
as^o/«t<he eovlA. fortissime most bravely. Quwm 
when ciroumventus surrounded, muUis vulneribus ao- 
ceptis having received many wounds, oeoidisset he had 
fallen atque and f rater his brother qui who jam now 
eoccesserat had leit prcelio the battle, animum advertis- 
set id had perceived that proetd from a distance inoi- 
tato equo spurring on his horse, obtulit he offered 
sese himself hostibus to the enemy atque interfeetus 
est and was killed. 

XIII. Hoc facto prcelio this battle having happened, 
Gasar Caesar arhitrabatur thought jam that now 
neque legationes neither embassies audiendas ought to 
be listened to sibi by him neque nor oonditiones offers 
qceipieiidas to be received ab his from those qui whc 
petitapaoe having sought peace per dolum by deceit 
atque insidias and treacheiy, ultra of their own accord 
helium intulissent had made war on him. Expectan 
vero but to wait dum until eopice the forces hostium o5 
the enemy augerentur should be increased equitatus 
que and their cavalry revertereturahoiihir&tnrnfudi 
ceiathe judged esse to he summa dementicB [an act] of. 
extreme madness, et and eognita infirmitate knowing 
the fickleness Oallorum of the Gauls, sen fiobat he per¬ 
ceived quantum auctoiitatis how much influence hastes 
the enemy jam alre&dj oonsequuti essent had acquired 
inter eos among them uno pralio by one battle, quibus 
to whom eseistimabat he thought nihil spatii that no 
time dandum was to be given ad consilia eapienda for 
concerting measures. His rebus these things consu¬ 
lt 
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tnUs having been settled et and eonsilio commurdoato 
having taken cemmon counsel eum legalis with nis 
lieutenants et quastore and qusestor, nepreetermitteret 
not to let slip quern diem any opportunity pugnce of 
battle. Opportuna res a most fortunate circumstance 
aecidit happened quod that mane in the morning pos- 
tridie on the morrow ejus diet of that day Qermani 
frequentes a large body of Germans usi using et eadem 
perfidia both the same treachery, et simulationc and 
pretence, omnibus prineipibus all their chiefs majori- 
husque na/w and elders by birth being brought 

with them, venerunt came ad eum to him in castra in 
the camp simul at the same time, wt as dieebatur was 
pretended causa for the sake sui purgandi of excusing 
themselves quod commississentprcelium because they 
had joined battle pridie the day before contra otherwise 
atque than ipsi themselves petissent liad sought atque 
and dictum esset it had been agreed, simul and also ut 
impetrarent to obtain si if possent they could quid de 
induciis anything of arrangements for a truce fallendo 
by deceiving him. Quos whom Ocesar Cffisar gnvisus 
being pleased oblcdos sibi to have fallen into his hands 
jussit ordered illos them retineri to be detained, ipse 
himself eduxit led out omnes coptas all his forces cas- 
tris from the c&mpjussitque and ordered equitatum the 
cavalry subsequi to follow agmen the line of march 
quod because exislimahat lie thought perterritum esse 
that it was daunted recenti preelio by the late battle. 

XIV. Acie the army instituta having been drawn out 
tripliei in three lines, et and itinere a march oeto mil- 
hum of eight miles confeoto having been made celeriter 
sv/iitljpervenit he arrived adcastra at thecamp hostium 
of the enemy,priusquam before that Oermani the Ger¬ 
mans possent could sentire perceive quid what ageretur 
was being done. Qui who perterriti being frightened 
suhito suddenly omnibus rebus at all the circumstances, 
et both eeUritate at the quickness adventus nostri of 
our coming, et and disoessu at the departure suorum of 
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their own chiefs, neque spntio data and no time being 
given consilii habendi of holding a council neque nor 
arma capiendi of taking arms, perturhantur are thrown 
into doubt preestaretne whether it would be better 
eduoere to lead out eopias their forces adversus hois- 
tem against the enemy, an or defendere to defend ean- 
tra the camp an oi petere to seek salutem safety fuga 
in flight. Quorum timor whose fear quum when sig- 
nificaretur it was shown fremitu by their shouting et 
eoncursu and running together, milites nostri our sol¬ 
diers moitati ^roYoked perfdia by their treachery 
tini did of the day before, irruperunt burst their way in, 
castra into the camp. Quorum of whom qui those who 
potuerunt capere could take arma their arms celeriter 
speedily restiterunt made resistance nostris to our men 
paulisper for a short time, atque and prmlium commise- 
runt joined battle inter earros among tlie carts impe- 
dimentaque and baggage: at but reliqua muUitudo 
the rest of the naultitude puerorum of boys mulie- 
rumque and of women— nam for exoesserant dorno 
they had left home transierantque and had crossed 
Ehenum the Rhine cum omnibus suis with all their 
people— passim everywhere oo^it began fugere to flee: 
ad quos consectandos to pursue whom Oasar Csesar 
misit sent equitatem the cavalry. 

XV. Oermani the Germans clamore audito hearing 
a noise post tergum behind their back, qunm when 
viderent they saw suos their men interjm being 
slaiii, arntis abjeetis throwing away their arms relic- 
tisque signis mUitaribus and leaving their military 
standards, ejeserunt se threw themselves ex oastris out 
of the camp, et and quum when pervenissent they had 
arrived ad oonjluentum at the junction Mosa of the 
Meuse et Rheni and the Rhine, reliqua fuga desperata 
despairing of further flight, magno numero interfecto 
a great number having been slain, reliqui the rest 
prceciptaverunt se threw themselves injlumen into the 
river, atque ibi and there oppressi overcome tvmore by 
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fear, lasdtudine by weariness, vi and the force jluminis 
of the river, perierunt they perished. Nostri omiies 
all our men incolumes safe ad uiium to a m&n,perpaucis 
mlneratis very few having been wounded ex tiniore 
after the terror ta»fi belli of so great a war, quum 
whereas numerus the number capitum of heads hostium 
of the enemy fuisset, had been quadringenta et tri- 
gin ta millia four hundred and thirty thousand, recepe- 
runt withdrew themselves in oastra into the camp. 
Omar Oaesar fecit gave his to those quos whom reti- 
puerat he had retained in eastris in his camp potesta- 
tem discedendi leave to depart. Illi they veriti fearing 
mpplida punishments cruciatusque and tortures Oal- 
lorum from the Gauls, quorum agros whose lands 
vexaverant they had harassed, dixerunt said se that 
they velle wished remanere to remain apud eum with 
him. Gmar Caesar concessit granted his to them 
dbertatem permission [to do soj . 

XVI. Oermanico hello the German war confecto being 
ended, Omar Caesar statuit determined sibi transeun- 
dum esse that he ought to cross Mhenum the Rhine 
nmltis de causis for many reasons, quarum of which 
ilia this fuit wa.a justisdma the most just, quod that 
quum since videret he saw Germanos that the Ger¬ 
mans tarn facile impelli were so easily induced et 
verdrent to come in Oalliam into Gaul, voluit he 
wished eos them timere to be afraid quoque also de suis 
rebus concerning their own affairs at home, quum when 
iutelligerent they found out exercitum that the army 
populi Romanipf the Roman people et posse both was 
able et audere and dared transire to cross RKenum the 
Rhine. Acoessit etiam to this also was added quod 
that ilia pars that part equitatus of the cavalry Usi- 
petum of the Usipetes et Tenohtherorum and the 
Tenchtheri, quani which supra eommemoravi I said 
above transisse had crossed Mosam the Meuse causa 
for the sake preedandi of plundering et frumentandi 
and of foraging, nequeinterfuisse and were not present 
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■praiio at the battle, reveperat se had betaken them¬ 
selves post fugam after the rout suorum of tlieir 
people trmis Rhenum across the Rhine in fines into 
the territories Sigambromm of the Sigambri, oonjunx- 
eratque and had united se themselves cum Us with 
them. Ad quos to whom quum when Gasar Caesar 
misisset had sent nuncios messengers qui postularent 
to ask them dederent to give up sibi to him eos those 
qui who intulissent helium had waged war sibi on liim 
Oalliceque and on Gaul, responderunt they answered 
Rhenum th&i the Rhine bounded imperium the 
empire populi Romani of the Roman people, si that 
if non existimaret he did not think it aquum just Oer- 
rnanos for the Germans transire to cross over in Oal- 
liam into Gaul se invito without his consent, cur why 
postulant did he demand esse that there should be 
qxiidquam imperii sui any authority of his own out 
potestatis or power trans Rhenum beyond the Rhine. 
Ubii autem but the Ubii, qui who uni alone ex Trans- 
rhenanis of the people beyond the Rhine miserant 
liad sent legates ambassadors ad Gasarem to Caesar, 
feaerant had made amioitiam an alliance, dederan t and 
had given obsides hostages, orahant entreated him 
magno opere earnestly ut ferret to bring auxilium help 
stbi to them quod because graviter premerentur they 
were pressed hard ah Suevis by the Suevi, vel or si if 
prohiberetur he was hindered facere id from doing that 
oocupationibus by the affairs reipublica ot the state, 
tnodo transportaret that he would only lead over Rhe¬ 
num the Rhine exeroitum his army, id that fiuturum 
would be satis enough sibi for them ad auxilium as a 
help spernque and a hope reliqui temporis for the time 
to come : tantum that such esse was nomen the name 
atque opinionem and reputation ejus exeroitus of his 
army etiam even ad ultimas nationes among the re¬ 
motest countries Germanorum of the Germans, Ario- 
vislo pulso fi om Ariovistus having been beaten, et hoe 
prcelio and from this battle novissimo facto last fought 
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'idi that they may esse be tuti safe opinione by 

the reputation atque amioitia and friendship populi 
Momani of the Roman people. Pollicebantur they 
promised magnam copiam a great abundance navium 
of ships ad transportandum exercitum to carry the 
army over, 

XVII. GcesarCssmx de his causes for these reasons quas 
which commeinoravi I have mentioned decreverat had 
resolved transire Bhenum to cross the Rhine, sed but 
neque arbitrabatur neither thought esse that it was 
satis tutum safe enough, neque nor statuebat did he 
determine it esse to be suce dignitatis consistent with 
his own dignity neque nor populi Romani that of 
the Roman people transire to cross navihus in ships. 
Itaque therefore etsi although the difficulty 

faciendi pontis of making a bridge proponebatur was 
put forward summa as very great latitudinem 

because of the width, rapiditatem the swiftness altitu- 
dinemque and depth jluminis of the river, tamen never¬ 
theless existimabat thought id contendendum that 
that ought to be effected sibi by him ant aliter or 
otherwise that the army now transduoen- 

dum ought not to be led across. Instituit he devised 
hanc rationem this plaxi pontis of a bridge. Jungebat 
he joined inter se together intermUo at the distance 
duorum pedum of two feet tigna bina two beams ses- 
qiiipedalia a foot and half square, paullum prceacuta 
somewhat sharpened ab imo towards the bottom, di- 
mensa proportioned ad altiiudinem to the depth ftu- 
minis of the river. Quum when defixerat he had 
fixed hcsc these immissa let down in flumen into the 
river machinationihus with machines adegeratque and 
had driven them downyisttioiswith woodenmallets non 
direota not placed ad perpendiculum perpendicularly 
modo after the manner of a pile, sed buty^rowa 

deeliningac/astigfwtoandbroughtto a -pointut procum- 
herent so as to slope seeundum naturam according to 
thedirection fluminis oithe liver,contrariaoppoaiteiis 
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to these intervallo at the distance quadragenum pedum 
of forty feet ah inferiore parte lower down the stream 
statuebat he fixed item also bina pairs jancta joined ad 
eundem modum after the same fashion conweMa turned 
contra vim against the force atqiie impetum and cur¬ 
rent Jluminis of the river. Hoc utraque both these 
insuper moreover distinebantur were held apart trahi- 
bus by [transverse] beams, bipedalibus two feet square, 
{quantum which was the distance that junotura the 
joining eorum tignorum of those piles distabat was 
distant) immissis let in ab extrema parte at their extre¬ 
mities binis Jibulis with pairs of iastenings, utrimque 
on each side, quibus disolusis which being kept apart 
atque revinetis and bound back in contrariam partem 
in opposite directions, tanta so great erat was Jirmi- 
tudo the firmness opens of the work atque ea and such 
natura the nature rerum, of things ut that quo in pro¬ 
portion as major vis a greater force aquce of water 
incitavisset se had forced itself against it hoe in the 
same proportion tenerentur [the beams] were held illi- 
gata bound arctius more closely. Hoc these [beams] 
oontexehantur were joined together direota materie by 
straight timber injecta laid over them, et oonsterneban- 
tur and w'ere covered longuriis with lathes cratibusque 
and hurdles, ac and nihilo seeius nevertheless et both 
subliecB stakes agebantur were driven in oblique slant¬ 
ingly ad inferiorem partem towards the lower part 
fluminis of the river, qua which subjeota placed pro 
pariete by way of buttress et oonjunota and joined cum 
omni opere with the whole work exdperent might sus¬ 
tain mm the force Jluminis of the river, et alia item 
and also others mediocri spatio at a moderate distance 
supra pontem above the bridge, ut that si if trunci 
trunks arborum of trees sive naves or ships essent 
missa should be sent [down the river] a barbaris by the 
barbarians dejioiendi operis [for the purpose] of over¬ 
throwing the work, vis tlie force earum rerum of such 
things minueretur might be lessened his defensoribus 
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by these defences, nev, nooerent and that they might, 
not hurt ^ontt the bridge. 

XVIII. Deeem diehus within ten days quibus from 
which mat»ria the timber eraf had begun eom- 
portari to be brought together, ornni opere ejfeoto all 
the work having been finished exercitus the army trans- 
d««tMristransported. GcBsarCfBssTrelicioJirmoprxsidio 
leaving a strong guard ad uiramquepartem at each end 
jpontts of the bridge, coiitendit directs his march in fines 
into the territories Sigambrorum of the Sigambri. In- 
t«nm in the meantime legati ambassadors veniunt come 
ad turn to him a oompluribus civitatibus from a great 
many states, quibus to whom petentibus seeking pacem 
peace atque amidtiam and friendship, respondit he 
answered liberaliier graciously jubetque and orders 
obsides hostages adduci to be brought ad se to him. 
At but Sigambri the Sigambri ex eo tempore from the 
lime quo at whioh^ores the bridge cceptus est was begun 
institui to be built, fuga comparata having prepared 
flight kortantibus iis by the advice of those ex Tench- 
theris of the Tenchtheri atque Usipelibus and Usipetes 
quos whom habehant they had apud se among them, 
exeesstrant had gone forth finihus suis from their ter¬ 
ritories exportaveruntque and had taken away omnia 
sua all their effects abdiderantque and had hidden se 
themselves in solitudinem in the desert ac silvas and 
woods. 

XIX. OcBsar Csesar moratu having delayed paucos 
dies a few days in eorum finihus in their territories in- 
censisque a.nd having bmnt omnibus vieis all their vil¬ 
lages and buildings, frumetitisq lie sueoisis 

and having cut down their corn, reeepit se retired in 
fines into the boundaries Ubiorum of the Ubii atque 
andpollicitus having promised suum aiixilium his help 
iis to them si if premerentur they were pressed ah 
Suevis by the Suevi cognovit he learnt hao. these things 
ab iis from them: Suevos that the Suevi, posteaquam, 
after that oomperissent they had found out per expU>- 
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ratores by their scouts pontem that the bridgewas 
being built, aondlio hahito having held a council more 
suo after their custom, dimisisse had despatched nuneiox 
messengers in omnes partes into all quarters, uti that 
demigrarent they should go out de oppidis from the 
towns, deponerent deposit liberos their children, uxores 
wives, suaqae omnia and aU their property in silvas 
in the woods atque omnes and all qui who possent were 
able y«rr<? to bear anna arms convenirent should as¬ 
semble in unum locum into one place, hunc that this 
esse deleotum had been chosen fere medium about the 
middle earuni regionum of those provinces quas which 
Suevi the Suevi obtinerent occupied: hie that here 
aonstituisse they had resolved exspectare to await ad- 
ventum the coming Bomanorum of the Romans, atque 
ihi and there decertare to decide the contest. Quod 
which qumn when Geesar Oajsar comperit found out, 
omnibus his rebus all these affairs confectis having 
been finished causa for the sake quarum rerum of 
which affairs constituerat he had determined transdu- 
cere exeroitum to lead over his army, ut that injiceret 
he might strike metum fear Oerrnanis into the Ger¬ 
mans, ut that uleisoeretur he might revenge himself on 
Sigamhros the Sigambri, ut that liberaret he might 
free Ubios the Ubii obsidione horn blockade, oonsumtis 
decern et ooto diebm having spent eighteen days ormino 
altogether transBhenum beyond the Bhino, arbitratm 
thinking satis profeotum that enough had been gained 
et both ad laudem for honour et and ad utilitatem for 
interest, reoepit sehe withdrew himself in Qalliam into 
Gaul, resoiditque and cut down pontem the bridge. 

XX. Exiguapartesishaii portion astatis of summer 
reliqua remaining, Omar Caesar, etsi although in his 
loots in these places, quod because ornnis Gallia all 
Gaul vergit bends ad Septentriones towards the north, 
hiemes the winters sunt are maturee early, tamen 
nevertheless contendit hastened profieisoi to set out 
in Britanniam into Britain, quad because fere omnibus 
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bellis OalUds in almost all the wars of Gml inteUige- 
bat he found out inde that from thence auxilia help 
subministrata had been furnished hostibus nostris to 
our enemies, d and si [even] if tempus anni the time 
of year deficeret should fail him ad helium gerendum 
for carrying on war, tamen yet arbitrabatur he 
thought Jhre that it would be magno usui of great use 
sibi to him si if modo only adisset he should visit insu- 
lam the island, perspexisset see into genus the nature 
hominum of the people, eognovisset and learn Zoca their 
situations, poHus harbours, aditus and landing places 
qum which,/«•« omnia nearly all erant were incognita 
unknown Oallis to .the Gauls. Neque enim for neither 
quisquam does any one adit illo go thither temere 
without ca,nse prater mercatores e-.cept merchants, 
neque nor est is quidquam anything notwm known iis 
ipsis to themselves prater except oram maritimam the 
sea-coast atque eas regiones and those parts qua which 
sunt are contra Oalliam over against Gaul. Itaque 
therefore evooatis mercatoribus ad se having invited 
merchants to him undiqueixom all sides, wr^ueneither 
poterat was he able reperire to find out quanta how 
great esset was magnitudo the size insula of the island 
neque nor qua nationes what nations aut quanta or 
how powerful incolerent inhabited it, neque nor quern 
usum what experience belli in war haberent they liad 
aut or quibus iustitutiswhski institutions they 

used, neque nor qui what essent were idonei portus 
the fitting harbours ad muUitudinem for a number 
majorum navium of larger ships. 

XXI. Ad hac cognoseenda to find out these things 
priusquam before that faoeret periculum he should run 
the hazard, arbitratus thinking Gaium Vqlusenum that 
Cains Volusenus esse was idoneum a proper person, 
pramittit he sends him forward cum navi longa with a 
ship of war. Huie to him mandat he gives instruC' 
tions uti tiat exploratis omnibus rebus when he has 
reconnoitred everything revertatur he should return 
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ad se to him quam, prinium as soon as possible. Ipse 
himself prqfioiscitur sets out in Marinos towards the 
Morini, quod because inde from thence transjeetus the 
passage in Britanniam into Britain erat was hrevissi- 
mus the shortest. Hue hither jubet he orders naves 
ships undique from all sides oonvenire to come together 
ex finitimis regionihus from the neighbouring coun¬ 
tries, et classem and tlie fleet qtiam which feoerat he 
had created superiore (estate in the former summer aa 
Venetimm helium for the war with the Veneti. I Inte¬ 
rim in the meantime comilio ejus eognito his design 
having become known, et and perlato reported ad 
Britannos to the Britons per mereatores by the mer¬ 
chants, legati deputies veniunt come nd eum to him a 
compluribus civitatihus from very many provinces ^us 
insulce of that island, qui poUioeantur to promise dare 
to give hostaj[es atque and ohtemperare to sub¬ 

mit imperio to the authority populi Romani of the 
Roman people. Quibus miditis these having been 
heard, liberaliter polUeitus having made liberal pro¬ 
mises hortatusque and having exhorted them ut per- 
manerent to remain in ea senientia in that resolution, 
remittit eos ha sends them back domuan home, et and 
una cum his along with them mittit he sends Ovmmium 
one Commius, qiiem whom ipse himself oon.-itituerat 
had established regem king ibi there Atrehatibiis supe- 
ratis after he had subdued the Atrebates, et and cujus 
v'rtutem whose valour et consilium and wisdom pro- 
bdbat he approved of, et and quern whom arbitrabatur 
he thought faithful sibi to him, eujusque auoto- 

ritas and whose influence ha’iehutur was reckoned 
magni of great weight in Us regionihus in those parts. 
Huic to him imperut he gives orders adeat to visit 
ci.vitates the states guas possit which he is able, horte- 
turque and encourage them ut sequantur to follow 
fidem, the allegiance populi Romani- of the Roman 
people, nunaietque and tell them se tliat he venturum 
will come »o thither eeleriter with speed. Volusenw 
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Volusenus perspeciii regionihug having viewed the 
country quantumfaoultatis as far as power potuit could 
dari be given ei to him qui who non auderet dared not 
tgredi disembark navi from the ship, ac and cornmit- 
tere se trust himself barbaris to the barbarians rever- 
titur returns quinta die on the fifth day ad Ocesarem 
to Gsesar, renunciatque and reports quce what things 
perepexisset he had discovered ihi there. 

XXII. DumwtnXatOasar Cids&r mo ratur stops in his 
locis in these places causa for the pmpo&e parandarum 
navium of preparing ships, venerunt there came ad 
eum to him legati ambassadors, ex magna parte from 
a great part Morinor-um of the Morini qui exeu- 
sarent se to excuse themselves de consilio for their 
policy supsrioris temporis of former times quod because 
homines barbari being barbarians et imperiti and inex¬ 
perienced nostra consuetudinis in our mode of acting 
fecissent they had made helium war populo Romano on 
the Roman peo<g\e, poUioerentiirque and to promise se 
that theyfaoturos would do ea those things qua which 
imperasset he should comrhand. Oasar Gsesar arhitra- 
tus thinking hoc that this aooidisse had happened 
satis opportune very luckily sibi for him quod because 
neque volebat he neither wished relinquere to leave 
hostem an enemy post tergum behind his back, neque 
nor habebat had facultatem the power belli gerendi of 
carrying on the 'N&r propter tempus on account of the 
time anni of the year, neque judieabat nor thought 
has oocupationes that these engagements tantularum 
rerum in such small matters anteponendas ought to be 
preferred sibi by him Britannia to liis [design upon] 
Britain, imperat Us imposes on them magnum nume- 
rum a great number obsidum of hostages. Quibiis ad- 
duotis which being brought, recepit he received eos 
them injidem into allegiance. Oirdter octogintis navi- 
bus about eighty ships onerariis of burden coactis 
having been got together, eontractisque and provided 
qmt as many as existiiruAat he thought esse to be 
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satis sufficient ad traw^or^aw^asfor transporting 
iegwnes t«ro legions, quidquidviha.terve.x habehatheh&d 
longarum navium of long ships prceterea over and 
shovedisiribuithe distributed gwasiori to the quaestor, 
legatis the lieutenants, prafeotisque and the prefects. 
Hue aeeedebant to these were added octodeoim oneraria 
naves eighteen ships of burden qnie which tenehantur 
were detained vento by the wind ab octe miUibus pas- 
suum upwards of eight miles ex eo loeo from that 
place, quo minuspossent so that they were not able 
iienire to arrive at eundem portum the same harbour. 
Has these distribuU he assigned equitibus to the ca¬ 
valry, dedit he gave reliquum exeroitum the rest of the 
army Quinto Titurio Sabino to Quintus Titurius Sabi- 
nus et Lueio Aarunculeio Oottm and Lucius Auruncu- 
leius Cotta, legatis his lieutenants, deduaendum to be led 
iowninMenapios into [the country of] tlie Menapii, 
atque and in eos pagos into those villages Monnorum 
of the Morini ab guifeusfrom which fogatiambassadors 
non venerant had not come ad eum to him. Jussit ho 
ordered Publium Sulpicium Rufum Publius Snlpicius 
Rufus, legatum his lieutensint, tenere to hold portum 
the harbour cum eo prasidio with such a garrison 
quod as arbitrabatur he thought esse to be satis 
enough. 

XXIII. Hisrehus constitutis these matters being set¬ 
tled,Mactushavingobtainedfomyestatemawindiriioasam 
fit ad navigandum tor sailing, solvit he weighed anchor 
fere tertia vigtlia about the third watch, ^Mssitgus and 
ordered equites the cavalry ^rogrsdi to march in uHe- 
riorem portum to the more distant post, et consaendere 
and to embark on board naves the ships et sequi se 
and follow him. A quibus by whom quum when id 
thatesset administratumwaa donepaullo tardfus some¬ 
what too slowly, ipse himself attigit reached Bri- 
tanniam Britain cimprimis navibus with thefirst ships 
mroiter nearly guarta hora at the fourth hour diet of the 
day,atqueibiand theieconspexit hesf r^armataseopiots 
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the armed forces hostium of the enemy expnsitas 
drawn out in omnibus eoUihus on all the hills. Oajus 
loci ofwhich place Aaothiscrat was waiwra the nature; 
mare the sea adeo eontinehatur was so closed in mon- 
tibus angustis by narrow hills, uii that telum a dart 
posset could adjici be thrown ex loois superioribus from 
the higher ground in lutus on to the shore. Arhitratus 
tiiinking hunc this nequaquam by no meajis idoneum 
locum a fit place ad egrediendum for landing, exspeo- 
tavit he waited in anohoris at anchor ad horam nonam 
to the ninth hour dum until reliquce naves the other 
ships oonvenirent should assemble eo thither. Interim 
meanwhile concomtisZsg'atis having assembled the lieu¬ 
tenants trihunisque and tribunes militum of the soldiers, 
ostendit he showed both what thingsco^wsmet 
he had learnt ex Voluseno from Volusenus et andg’ua 
what vellet he wished fieri to be done, monuitque and 
reminded them ut that ratio the nature rei militaris of 
military affairs, maxime especially wf ‘Ca.vX.maritirnaeres 
naval 'affairs postularent demanded ut qua as being 
things which haberent had celerem a rapid atque in- 
stahilemmotum and wavering movement, o»nn(?sm that 
all things administrarentur should be executed ah lis 
by them ad nutum at the word of command et ad tern- 
pus and at the moment. His dimissis these being dis¬ 
missed, et nactus and having obtained secundum 
veiitum a favourable wind et astum and tide uiw tern- 
pore at the same lime, data signo the signal having 
been given et sublatis anohoris and having weighed 
anchor, having advanced ah eo loco horn 

that place ciroiter about septem millia passuum seven 
miles, constituit he stationed naves the ships litore 
on a shore aperto open ac piano and level. 

XXIV. At but barbari the barbaria ns,cognito oonsilio 
having perceived the design Romanorum of the Ro 
mans,pramissoequitatu sendingforward their cavalry 
et essedariis and charioteers quo genere which kind 
plerumqueiox the most part eonsuerunt they have been 
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accustomed uti to use in praUis in battles snhsequuti 
following reliquis aopiis with the rest of the forces pro- 
hibebant tried to hinder nostros our men navibus egredi 
from disembarking. Erat there was summa difficuh 
tas very great difficulty oh has causas for these reasons, 
quod that naves the ships, propter magnituttinem be¬ 
cause of their size, non possent could not oonstitui he 
stationed nist except in alto in deep water’; miliUbus 
autem but for our soldiers ignotis lods in unknown 
places impeditis mambuswith. hands entangled, oppres- 
sis being weighed down magno by the great et gravi- 
onere and heavy load anno rum of their arms, et desili- 
endum, erat it was necessary both to leap down de 
navibus from' their ships et oonsistendum and stand in 
fluctihus in the waves et pugnandum and to fight oum 
hostibus with the enemy simul at the same time, quum 
whereas illi they aut either ex arido oh dry land aut 
or progressi 0dYa,namgpauUulum a very little in aquam 
into the water expediti free omnibus membris in all 
their members, notissimis locis in well-known places 
eongicerent cast tela their weapons audaoter boldly et 
indtarent and spurred on equos their horses insuefactos 
accustomed [to this mode of fighting] . Quibus rebus 
at which things nostri onr men perterriti being fright¬ 
ened atque omnino imperiti and wholly unskilled hujus 
generis in this kind pugna. of battle non nitebantur 
did not strive omnes of them eadem alaoritate with 
the same readiness ac studio and zeal quo which oon- 
sueverant they had been wont uti to show in pedestri- 
bus proeliis in land battles. 

XXV. Quod which quum when Crssar Csesar aninium 
adyertit perceived, jussit he ordered naves longas the 
ships of war quarum of which et both species the form 
erat was inusitaiior more strange barbaris to the bar- 
bariasrs, et and niotus their "jiotion expeditior more 
ready ad usam for use, rem< jri to be removed paul- 
kim a little ah onerariis ncMir/us from the transport ves¬ 
sels et and incitari to be pushed forward remis with 
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oars et eonstitui and to be stationed ad apertmn latus 
towards the open flank Jtostiurn of the enemy, atque 
and hastes the enemy inde from thence propelli to be 
driven forward ac suhnioveri and forced away fundis 
with slings,saqittis arrows, tormentds and war enginea 
Qum res which expedieot fuit was magno wsui of great 
use nostris to our men. Nam for barbari the baiba- 
riana permoti astonished et both Jigura at the make 
navium of our ships, et motu and the motion retrwrum 
of the oars et inusitato genere and the unusual kind 
tormentorum of engines, constiterunt halted ao modo 
and now retulerunt pedeni retreated paullum a little. 
A tque and nostris militibus while our soldiers ounotan- 
tibus were delaying, niaxime chiefly propter altitudu 
nem because of the depth maris of the sea, qui he who 
ferebat bore aquilam the eagle dechnat legionis of the 
tenth legion, zontestatus calling to witness deos the 
gods vt that ea res that thing eveniret might turn out 
feUciter luckily legioni for the legion, inquit said, “ De- 
silft«leapdown,cow.mZitoM«*fellow-soldiers,wtsiunlesB 
mltis you wish prodere to betray aquilam your eagle 
hostibus to the enemy: ego I eerie at lesLst prastitero 
will perform meum officium my duty reipublica to the 
state atque and imperatori to my commander.” Quum 
when dixisset he had said hoc this mqgna voce with a 
loud voice, projedt he threw se himself ex navi out of 
the ship, atque and ccepit began ferre to carry 
aquilam the eagle in hastes among the enemy. Turn 
then nostri our men, eohortati inter se exhorting one 
another m lest tantum dedecus so great a disgrace ad~ 
mitteretur should be allowed, desiluerunt leaped down 
universi in a body ex navi out of the ship : item also 
alii others ex proodmis navibus from the nearest 
ships, quum when conspexissent they had beheld has 
these, suhsequuti following themapqiropinquarunt drew 
near hostibus to the enemy. 

XXVI. Pugnaium est the battle was fought aortter 
^larply ab utrisque by bothr Nostri tamen our men, 
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lioweTCr, quod because jjoferatii they were able weque 
neither sermre to keep ordines their ranks, neque 
nor Jirmiter indstere to get firm footing, neque nor 
subsequi to follow a the standards, atque and alii 
ex alia navi one flora one ship and one from another, 
aggregahat attached se himself quibusmnique signis to 
whatever standards oecurrsrat he had va^,taagnopere 
perturbahantur^wsre greatly disordered. Hostes vero 
hut the enemy, notis omnibus vadis knowing all the 
shallows, atd when ex litore from the shore conspexe- 
rant they had espied aliquos singulares any single per¬ 
sons egredientes coraing forth ea; navi out of a ship, 
tneitatis eqtiis spurring their horses, adoriebantut 
attacked' them impeditos embarrassed [in the Water]; 
plures many eircumsisttbant surrounded paueos aiew, 
alii others ah latere aperto on the open flank cofl,;ioi«- 
bant threw teZa weapons in universos on the whole body 
of them, Quod which quum w'hen Casar Csesar ani- 
mum advertisset h&dL perceived ji/mt he ordered sca~ 
phas fide hoats hngnrum navium of the galleys iZm 
and alBO Speculataria navigia the reconnoitringvessels 
compleri to be filled militibus with soldiers et and sub- 
mitteiat sent them suhsidia as a help it* to those quns 
whom eonspexerat he had seen laborantes in distress. 
Nostri our men, simul as soon as constiterunt they had 
got a footing together in an'do on dry land, *Mis o»wi- 
dus eonsequutis with all their companions following, 
feoerimt made impetum an attack in hostes on the 
enemy atque and dederunt eos put them in fugam to 
flight, neque potuerunt and were not able prosequi to 
pursue them Zonyia* farther, jMod becausea^aifes the 
cavalry non jsoZMcranZ had not been able tenere to hold 
On cursuni their coarse atque oapere and to reach in 
suldm the island. Hoe this vnum alone defuit was 
wanting (Uasari to Caesar ad pristinam fortunam- to 
complete his former good fortune. 

XXVII; Hostes the enemy superati overcome pratlio 
in battle, simul atque as soon as receperunt se they had 
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recovered exfuga from theirfliglit, immediately 

miserunt sent Jegatos ambassadors ad Gasarem to 
Caesar de pace to treat for peace: poUiciti sunt they 
promised sese that they daturas would give ohsides 
hostages, faoturosque and would da qu<2 whatever 
things imperasset he might command Una cum his 
legatis together with these ambassadors Oommius 
Commiusthe Atrebatian?;eMtt came, (/Msm who 
demonstraveram I had shown supra above prcemissum 
was sent over a Omare by 0 »sar in Britanniam into 
Britain. Huna him egressum landed e navi from the 
ship, quum althoughy)«r/«rr«t he wa s bearing mandata a 
messsigeimperatoris of his general ad eos to them mode 
in the character oratoris of ambassador, illi they com- 
prehenderant had seized atque coujecerant and cast in 
vincula into chains ; turn then prcelio facto when the 
battle was fought remiserunt they sent him back ct and 
inpetenda pace in seeking peace aontxderunt laid cwi- 
pam the blame ejus rci of that affair in multitudinem 
upon the mob et and petiverunt begged ut that ignos- 
eeretur it might be forgiven propter imprudentiam on 
account of their imprudence. Ccssar Ceesar questus 
having complained quod that^MMWwhenpcJm^ntthey 
had asked paeem peace ah se from him ultra of their 
own accord, legatis missis by sending ambassadors in 
eontinentem into the continent intulissent helium they 
had waged war on him sine without reason, dixit 
said noscere thathe pardoned imprudenticetheirimpTu- 
dence imperavitque and demanded ohsides hostages ; 
quorum, of which illi they dederunt gave partem part 
statim immediately, partem part arcessitam beingsent 
for ex longinquioribus locis from more distant places 
dixerunt they said daturas that they would give paucis 
diehus inafew days. Interea meanwhile jusserunt they 
ordered their people remigrare to return in suos 
agros to their fields, principc'-que and their chiefs 
aSnvenere assembled undique from all sides, et and 
•KrtissinaBt began commendare to commit se them- 
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selves aivitatesque suas and their states Ocesari to 
OtBsar. 

XXVIII. Pace, eonjirniata -peace being established 
his rebus by these afi'airs, postquartam diem quam the 
fourth day after that ventam est they came in Bntan- 
niam into Britain, oetodedm naves the eighteen ships 
de quibus about which demonstratum est mention has 
been made supra above, quee which sustuJerant had 
taken on board equites the cavalry, solverunt weighed 
anchor ex superiors portu from the upper port 
vmto with a gentle wind. Qum which quum when ap- 
propinquarent they came near Britannia to Britain et 
and viderentur were seen ex oastris from the camp, 
subito suddenly tanta tempestas such a storm coorta 
est arose ut that nulla none earum of them posset 
could tenerehoXd cursum its course, sed alia but some 
referrentur were carried haak eodem to the same place 
unde from which erant profecta they had set out, 
alia others dejicerentur were dri>en cum nuigno peri- 
eulo sui with great danger to themselves ad inferiorem 
partem to the lower extremity insula of the island qua 
which est is propius nearer to oocasum the setting solis 
of the sun: qua tamen which, however, anehoris jaotis 
having cast anchor, quum when complerentur they 
were filledby the waves, necessario of neces¬ 
sity jprorccte having put out in ahum to sea adversa 
nocte on a tempestuous night, petierunt made for eon- 
tinentem the continent. 

XXIX. Eadem nocte the same night aecidit it hap¬ 
pened wt that it was j3imaten«thefullmoo!),^'ui 
rftea which day consuevit is wontefficere to -niakemariti- 
mos astus the sea tides maximos very great in Ooeano 
in the Ocean, idque and that erat-was inoogintum un¬ 
known nostris to our men. Ita thus uno tempore at 
one time et both astus the tide complebat filled longas 
naves the long ships quibus in which Oasar C»sar 
curaverat had taken care transportandum exereitum 
to transport the army, quasque and which 
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he had hauled up in aridum on dry ground, et and tem~ 
pestas the storm adfiictabat was shattering onemrias 
the ships of burden qum which enmt deligatce were 
bound ad anoJioms at anchor, neque nor dabatur was 
tliere allowed ulla facultas any power nostris to our 
men aut either administrandi of managing them aut 
or auxiliandi of helping them. Compluribus navibm 
several ships/ractis having been dashed to pieces 
when reliqucB the rest esseiit were inutiles useless ad 
navigandumioT sailing,/Mnifew the ropes, anehoris an¬ 
chors reliquisque armamentis and other equipments 
umissis having been lost, facta est there arose magtia 
perturbatio a great commotion totius exercitus of the 
whole army (id g'-aod a thing which neoesse erat was ne¬ 
cessary accidie to happen) nequeenimioTueith rerant 
were there naves alia other ships quibus in whichy)o«- 
sent they could reporlari be carried back, et omnia and 
all things deerant were wanting qua which usui sunt 
are of use ad rejiciendas eas for refitting them: et and 
quod because eonstabat it was known omnibus to all 
oportere that it behoved us hiemare to winter in Gallia 
in (janl, frumentum aom. in bis Zocts in these places 
non provisum erat had not been laid up in hieniem for 
the winter. 

XXX. QMi6w«r«Z)M^whichthingscoyTOi't«beingknown, 
prindpes the chiefs Britannia of Britain qui’who com- 
venerant had come together post pralium factum after 
the battle which was fought ad ea faoienda to do these 
things qua which Gasar Osesar jasserat had ordered, 
eo Iloquutih aving consulted w/ se bet w een th emselves 
quum when intelligerent they perceived equites that 
cavalry etand ships et f rumen turn and corn deesse 
were wanting Romanis to the Romans, et and cognos- 
cerent took notice oipaucitatem the fewness militum 
of the BolAiexsexexiguitatehythQ smallness ca«tror«m 
of the camp, qua which erani was etiam even angiis- 
tiora narrower hoc for this reason quod that Oasar 
Csesar transportaverai had transported legiones the 
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legions drte impedimentis without baggage, duxermt 
they thought esse that it was optimumhest/acHito be 
done, rebellione facta having made a renewal of the 
visxprohihere to hinder nostros <mxm&afrumento from 
getting corn oommeatttque and provision et and produ- 
cere to protract rem the affair in hiemem into the win¬ 
ter, because oonjidebant they trusted. Us superatis 
that if those were vanquished aut interdusis or cut ofi 
reditu from returning, neminem no one transiturum 
would cross posiea afterwards in Britanniam into Bri¬ 
tain causa for the purpose inferendi belli of making 
war on them. Itaque therefore oonjuratione facta 
a conspiracy having been made, cceperunt they began 
rursus again paullatim by degrees discedere to depart 
ex castris from the camp aa and deduoere to lead forth 
sms their men clam secretly ex ayris from the fields. 

XXXI. At but Ocesar Caesar etsi although nondum 
cognoverat he had not yet found out consilia eorum their 
design, tamrw yet suspicabatur suspected et hath even- 
tu from the occurrence navium suarum of his own 
ships et ex eo and from this circumstance, quod that m- 
termiserant they had ceased dare ohsides to give hos¬ 
tages id thst fore would happen qmd which acaidit did 
happen. Itaque therefore oomparabat he prepared 
suhsidia remedies ad omnes casusier all contingencies. 
Nam for et both conferebat he carriedcorn 
quotidie daily ex agris from the fields in castra into the 
camp,, et and qua naves whatever ships afflictm erant 
had been shattered gravissime most seriously utebatur 
he made use of earum materia their timber atque are 
and the brass ad. refioiendas reliquas for repairing the 
rest; et and qua the things which erant were usui of 
use ad eas res for those purposes jubebat he ordered 
cnmportari to be brought over ex continenti from the 
continent. Itaque therefore qumn whereas id that 
administraretur was managed a militibus by the sol¬ 
diers summo studio with the utmost care, duodeaim 
navibus only twelve ships amissis being lost, ejfeoit he 
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managed ut Bo\hs.iposset navigari navigation could be 
carried on commode easily reliquis :by the rest. 

XXXII. Dimi whilst ea those things geruntur are 
going on legione one legion quce which appellahatur 
was called septimaihe seventh missa having been ;sent 
fmmentatum to forage esc consuetudine according to 
custom, neque ulla suspioione nor any suspicion belli of 
vfSLi interposita coming between rtd id tempus np to 
that time quum since part hominum of the men 
reriianeret remained in agris ia the fields, pars etiam 
part also ventitaret kept coming and going in oastra 
into the camp, ii those qui who erant were in sta- 
tione on guard pro portis before the gates mstrorum 
of the camp renunciaverunt reported Gasari to 
Caesar, pulverem majorem that a greater dust quam 
than eonsuetudo onstam .ferret directed videri was 
seen in ea parte in that direction in quam partem 
towards which legio the legion feoisset had made 
iter its march. Oasar Gtesax, suspicatus suspecting 
id that quod which erat was really the case, aliquid 
novi consilii that some new plot initmn was entered 
upon a barbaris by the barbarians, jussit ordered 
cohortes the cohorts quce w'hich erant were in -sta- 
tionibus on guard profisisd to set out seoum with him 
in earn partem towards that part; dans two ex re¬ 
liquis of the others sueeedere to take their place in sta- 
iionem on guard ; reliquas the others armari to take 
arms et suhsequi se and follow him oonfestim imme¬ 
diately. Qu/um when processisset he had proceeded 
paullo longius a little farther a castris from the 
camp animadvertit he observed suos that his own 
men premi were oppressed ab hostihus by the enemy 
atque and cegre with difiiculty sustinere .stood their 
ground, et and legione the legion conferta being 
-crowded together tela that darts oonjid were poured 
upon them ex omnibus partibus on all sides. Mam 
for quod because pars una one part alone erat reli- 
qua was left, omni frumenio aU the corn ex reliquis 
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partihus.oi the other parts demesso having been cut 
down, hostes the enemj', suspicati suspecting nostros 
that our men venturos esse would come hue hither. 
delituerant had hidden noctu by night in sUms in 
the woods; ium then adorti attacking tiiem 
on a sudden disperses when scattered, deposits ^armis 
their anns having been laid aside, occupatos engaged 
in metendo in reaping, paucis interfeolis n few having 
been slain, perturbaverant they had disordered 
the rest, incertis ordinibus their ranks being uncer¬ 
tain ; simul and at the same time cireumdederant 
hadsurrounded them equitatu with their cavalry aigwe 
essedis and chariots. 

XXXIII. Hoc this est is genus the manner pugnee 
of fighting cx essedis from chariots : prime firstly ^er- 
equitant they drive round per omnes partes .ovei 
every part of the ground et conjioiunt and cast teZa 
their weapons atque and ipso terrore by the very 
fright equorum of the horses et strepitu and noise 
rotarum of the wheels plerumque generally 
hant disturb ordines the ranks, et a,nd quum vihen in- 
sinuaverint se they have worked themselves in inter 
turmas among the ranks equitum of the cavalry de- 
siliunt they leap down ex essedis from their chariots 
etpraliantur and fight pedibus on foot Auriga the 
drivers interim in the meantime exeedunt retire 
paullatim a little ex pralio from the battle atque 
and ita collooant so station cwrrus the chariots, ui 
th&t n it illi they premantur are pressed a multi tu- 
dime by a number hostium of the enemy kabeant 
they may have expeditum reeeptum a quick retreat 
ad sues to th( ir own men. Jta thus prastant they 
display mobilitatem the swiftness equitum of cavalry 
stabilitatetn and the firmness peditum of infaiitry in 
praliis in battles ac and quotidiano usu by daily prac¬ 
tice et exerdtatione and exercise tantum efficiunt 
complish so much uti that conseurint they are ac¬ 
customed in loco iu ground declivi sloping ac preeat 
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piti sLnd steep sustinfive to check e<^uos their horses 
incitatos at full gallop, et brevi and quickly moderari 
to govern et Jieatere and turn them, et perouTTere and 
run pev temonem along the pole et insistere and stand 
in Juffo on the yoke, et inde and from thence citissime 
very quickly reoipere se to leap back in cuvvus into 
the chariots. 

XXXIV.Quibusreiushjvhioh.thmga,nosirispertur- 
hatis our men being disturbed notiifate by the new way 
pugna in fighting, Ocesar Osesar tempore opportunU- 
simo at the most critical moment Mit hionghtauxilium 
help ; namgue for ejus adventu a.t liis approach hostes 
the enemy constiterunt halted, tiostri and our men re- 
ceperunt se recovered ex timore from their fright. Quo 
facto which being done, arbitratus thinking alienum 
esse tenipus that it was an improper time ad lacessen- 
ilum for provoking them et ad committendum prmlium 
and for engaging in battle,contirewit se he kept himself 
suo loco in his place et and breui tempore a short space 
iiitermisso having passed, reduxit he led back legiones 
the legions in eastra into the camp. Bum whilst liao 
these things geruhtur are going on, omnibus nostns 
all our men ocoiipatis being occupied, reliqui the rest 
of the enemy, gut who erant were in agris in the 
fields, discesserunt departed. Tempestates storms 
srquut(2 sunt ensued complures dies con tinuos for ms.ny 
days together, quee which et both continerent kept 
nostros our men in castris in the camp etqirohiherent 
and prevented hostem the enemy a pugna from fight 
ing. Interim meanwhile barbari the barbarians di- 
mtsserunt sent round nun'kos messengers in omnes 
partes into all quarters, prmdicaveruntque and notified 
suis to their own men pauoitatem the fewness nostro- 
rum militum of our soldiers, et and demonstraverunt 
pointed out quanta faoultas what a great opportunity 
preedre faciendfB of making booty atque and liherandi 
sui of making themselves free in perpetuum for ever 
daretur was given si if expulissent they should dnve 
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out Romanos the Romans oastris from the camp. His 
rebus by these means tnagna multitudine a great 
multitude peditatus of infantry equitatusque and car 
valry coaota having been collected celeriter with speed 
venerunt they came ad castra to the camp. 

XXXV. C(Bsar Csesar, etsi although videbat he saw 
idem that the same thing/ore would come to pass qtwd 
which aoeiderat had happened superioribus iiebus on 
former occasions, ut that hostes the enemy, si if essent 
pulsi they were routed, effugerent would escape peri- 
mlum danger celeritate by their swiftness, tamen yet 
nact'iis having obtained oiroiter triginta equites about 
thirty horse quos which Gommius Commius Atrehas 
the Atrebatian, de quo about whom dictum est mention 
has been made ante before, transportaverat had 
brought over secum with him, oonsiituit drew up 
legiones the legions in aoie in line pro castris before 
the camp. Oommisso pralio the battle being begun, 
hostes the enemy non potuerunt were not able diutius 
longforre to bear impetum the attack nostrorum mih.- 
tum of our soldiers, ao and verterunt turned ierga 
their backs. Quos whom sequuti having followed 
tanto spatio over as great a space quantum as potue- 
rmf they could efficere effect cmmm by running viribus 
and strength, oooiderunt they slew complures several ex 
its of them, deinde then aflietis incensisque omnibus 
having demolished and burnt everything wnge latequt 
far and wide, receperunt se they withdrew tljemselves 
in castra into the camp. 

XXXVI. Eodem die the same day legati ambassadors 
missi sent ab hostibus by the enemy venerunt came ad 
Cmsarem to Caasar de pace to treat for peace. Bis to 
these Gcesar Caesar duplicavit doubled numerum the 
number obsidum of hostages quem which imperatierat 
he had commanded antea before jussitque and ordered 
eos them adduci to be brought over in eontimntem to 
the continent, quod because die the day aquinootii 
of the equinox pramnqua being near, infirmis navibus 
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aAd Ms sMps being shattered, non emstimabat he did 
not think navigationem that his voyage subjiciendam 
should be exposed hiemi to the winter. Ipse himaelt 
having obtained idoneam tempestatem imoxa- 
able weather paullo a short time post mediam nooteni 
after midnight, solvit looses naves his ships qua which 
omnes all pervmerunt arrived inooltynes safe ad oonti- 
nentem at the continent, sed but ex his of these dua 
cneraricB two transports non potuerunt were not able 
capere to reach eosdem portus the same ports quos 
which reliqucB the rest [did] et and delata sunt were 
carried down paullo infra a little lower. 

XXXVII. Ex quibus navihus out of w'hich vessels 
quum when milites soldiers circiter tricenti about three 
hundred essent expositiwere landed, atqueandeontende- 
rent were making their way in castra into the camp, 
Morini the Morini, quos whom Oasar Caesar, prq^cis- 
sms setting out in Britanniam into Britain, reliquerat 
had left paeatos tranquillized, adducti induced spe by 
the hopeprceda of booty, oiroumsteterunt surrounded 
them primo at first non ita magno numero with not so 
very great a number suorum of their men, ao and jus- 
serunt ordered them, si if nollent they were unwilling 
sese that themselves interfioi should be slain, ponere 
to lay down arma their arms. Quum when illi they 
orbe facto having made a circle, defenderent defended 
sese themselves celeriter quickly cirdter sex millia 
about six thousand hominum of men convenerunt as¬ 
sembled ad alamo rem at the noise. Qua re n undata 
which thing being told, Casar Osesar misit sent omnem 
equitatum all the cavalry ex castris out of the camp 
4 auxilio as a help suis to his men. Interim meanwhile 
nostri milites our soldiers sustinuerunt sustained im- 
petum the attack hostium of the enemy atqne and pug- 
naverunt fought fortissime most bravely amplius more 
quatnor haria than four hours, et and acceptis paucis 
wdneribus having received but few wounds, ocdderunt 
slew oomplures many ex Us of them. Postea vero 
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qtiam but after that nostri equitaius our cavalry venii 
came in oonspectum into sight hastes the enemy, abiea- 
iis arinis throwing away their arms, verterunt turned 
terga their backs, magnusque numerus and a great 
number eorum of them oooisus est was slain. 

XXXVIII. Cmar Csesar postero die the next day 
misit sent Titum Labienum Titus Labienus legatum his 
lieutenant, cum Us legionihus with those legions quas 
which reduxerat he had brought back ex Britannia 
out of Britain in Marinos among the Morini qui who 
fecerant had made rebellionem the revolt. Qui who 
qwum when non habermt they had not quo a place 
whither se reciperent thev could betake themselves 
propter sicoitates on account of the drying up paludum 
of the marshes, quo perfugio which place of refuge 
fuerant usi they had used anno superiors the year 
before, fere omnes nearly all venerunt came in potes- 
tatem into the power Labieni of Labienus. At but 
Quintus Titurius Quintus Titurius et Lucius Cotta 
and Lucius Cotta, legati the lieutenants qui who duxe- 
rant had led legiones the legions in fines into the 
boundaries Menapiorum of the Menapii, vastatis om¬ 
nibus eorum agris having laid waste all their lands, 
sucoisis frumentis and having cut down their corn, iw- 
censis mdificiis having burnt their buildings, se recepe- 
mnt withdrew ad Casarem to Csesar, quod because 
omnes Menapii all the Menapii abdiderant se had 
hidden themselves in densissimas silvas in the recesses 
of the woods. Gasar Csesar coristHuit appointed ki- 
berna winter quarters omnium legionum for all the 
legions in Belgis among the Belgse. Eo thither dua 
civitates two states omnino in all miserxmt sent obsides 
hostages ex Britannia from Britain; reliquee the rest 
negleatrunt omitted it. His rebus gestis these things 
being done, ex Uteris in consequence of the letters 
Gasaris of Csesar, supplioatio a thanksgiving dierusn 
viginti of twenty days deoreta est was voted a senatu 
by the senate.
